$800,000 FAILURE RECALLED 


Theodore H. Schintz, who failed last sum- 
mer with debts of nearly $800,000, was found 
guilty yesterday in Judge Horton’s court of 
the embezzlement of $3,844 from the Franz 
Ertel estate. His punishment was fixed at 
imprisonment in the penitentiary. Schintz’s 
victims numbered hundreds, and a large 
number were widows and poor people who in- 
trusted their money to him. 

Ernst Wedekind, Schintz’s codefendant, 
was acquitted under instructions from the 
court that none of the evidence tended to 
show that he had used irregular methods of 
his own volition in handling the Ertel estate 
affairs. Wedekind was the manager of the 
abstract and Probate Court branch of 
Schintz’s mortgage, loan, and brokerage 
business, and followed the directions of his 
employer. 

The jury retired at 2:15 p. m. It returned 
at 3:22 o’clock. Foreman Hinckley handed 
the verdict to Clerk McFall. Conviction 
was agreed upon on the first ballot, five 
minutes after the jury retired. One hour 
was devoted to figuring upon the amounts 
which were shown by positive evidenq; to 
have been embezzled. These made up the 
total of $3,844 named in the verdict. 

When the verdict was read Schintz started 
as if an electric current had thrilled his 
massive body. His big hands clutched the 
arms of his chair and his face flushed scar-

Instead of that 
nearly a majority of the committee favor 
another plan, which they say would make 
the banks themselves interested in main- 
taining the integrity of the greenback circu- 
lation.

Schintz Talks at the Jail. 

Schintz was placed in cell 307 on the third 
tler with Dr. Francis M. Steward, who is 
under conviction for the larceny of a bank 
Matt for $50 from Herman Klepstein of 
Croton, 8. D. When seen halfan hour after 
his incarceration in jail Schintz stood in 
front of his barred cell with bowed head. 
He grasped the bars, depressed in manner, 
and, with a touch of emotion in his tones, 
said: 


I have not much to say with reference | 


to this verdict. While it was not wholly a 
surprise to me, I feel that it is unjust. Under 
the evidence and their oaths I do not see 
how the jurors reached the conclusion they 
did. I certainly believed I had the right to 
sell those securities. I paid interest upon 
them. I certainly had no intention of em- 
bezzling a penny of the Ertel estate. Mis- 
fortune overtook me as it may overtake 
any man.“ 

Assistant State’s Attorney Harry Olson 
conducted a vigorous prosecution of Schintz 
and Wedekind. The men were accused of 
embezzling $700 cash and $33,000 in notes, 
mortgages, and other securities of the es- 
tate of Franz Ertel, a weak German miser 
who lived alone at 135 La Salle avenue, and 
died there amid squalid surroundings last 
summier. 

Story of the Schintz Failure. 
The conviction of Schintz Is a closing chap- 
ter of a failure with debts of nearly $800,000 
and assets so small that the receiver so far 
has been able to realize practically nothing 
from them. Schints had a luxuriously fur- 
hished office and house. He conducted his 
business of loaning money for his law clients 
en @ gorgeous scale. Trusted implicitly by 
the Germans, he was given free rein in the 
handling of their varnings. He sold them se- 
curities. No one asked to see the abstracts 
of title. He was the administrator of their 
estates or had his employés serve in that 
capacity. He signed the bonds and no one 
questioned his responsibility. 

All this time Schintz was carrying a great 
burden of mortgaged property that was not 
earning its interest. .He was the owner of 
100 houses and lots on the West Side, and 
had besides 200 vacant lots. Of a nominal 
value of over §700,000, every property of 
that class was covered by mortgages, except 
one solitary piece worth $1,000. Nearly 
$200,000 worth of the property was aban- 
doned by the receiver as not being worth 
the face of the loans. Peter Dudley, who 
had waded through the great mass of slender 
equities which came to the Security Title 
and Trust company as receiver for Dreyer 
and for Wasmansdorft & Heinemann, earlier 
in the year, was appalled when the Schintz 
property came into his hands on July 20 
last. His report to the court on Aug. 
19 showed that the creditors had reason to 
expect extremely limited dividends. Théy 
have not yet received any. i | 

The mortgages and the property had been 
accumulated in the boom times, and for four 


years Schintz had vainly struggled to save 


something from the wreck. In his; en- 
dea vors he resorted to means which ve 
sulted in his prosecution. The first time né 
was acquitted.

John v. Farwell Jr., President of the Mery 


chants’ club, presided. In introducing Judge” 
Murray F. Tuley, the first speaker, he ad 


among other things that the importance of 
the present crisis in Chicago politics could 
not be overestimated. It was a glaring 
truth that many of Chicago’s best people 
could not tell in what ward they lived and 
did not know the names of their Aldermen, 
Mr. Farwell asked the diners how many of 
them could name the municipal officers gut- 
side of the Mayor. The form of government, 
he said, could not do everything, though 
much could be accomplished by first-class 
laws. Many solutions had been offored to 
solve the municipal problem. Some thought, 
he said, that the number of Aldermen was 
too large by half, and that if the number Was 
brought down to thirty-four that at least 
half of these should be elected at large. At 
least every one was agreed that more abies 
men and more honest men were needed, and 
the primal question was how this class of 
men could be put in office. It might be well 
to imitate Boston’s Mayor, who had selected 
a committee of prominent business-men to 
act as a Cabinet to assist him in deciding mo- 
mentous financial questions. Still, these 
were only suggestions among the many 
which have been advanced. It was the gene 
eral end to be achieved, and not so much the 


means. 


Tuley on Legislative Needs. 
Judge Tuley was on the list: to tau on 
“The Legislative Needs and “Municipal 
Wants of Chicago.” He said his subject 
was somewhat indefinite, but if It referred 
to legislation at present being considered 
at Springfield he believed any, amendment 
of the revenue law could not heip but 90 
for the better. The present system of levy- 
ing assessments in Chicago was the worst 
possible. If the Legislature will give an 
honest primary law it will be a great boon 
tothe city.

After Hearing Testimony in the Latti- 
mer Riot Case Defendants Are 
Required to Furnish Bail. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., Feb. 5.—The first week 
of the trial of Sheriff Martin and his deputies 
ended today with the case well under way.

Burgess Jones of West Hazleton said we 
could march through the streets, and so the 
Sheriff and deputies went away anc we 
marched on to Lattimer.”’ 

The witness said that at Lattimer he 
again told the Sherift they were not armed 
and would behave themselves.

WvODFORD PRESENTS A NOTE. 


WASHINGTON BUREAU CHICAGO TRIBUNE, 
Washington, D. C., Feb. 5. 

The sending of American warships to 
Cuba was timely. Direct evidence of this 
comes in the latest mail from Havana. Of- 
ficers of Spanish volunteers recently con- 
spired to kill or drive from the island the 
most objectionable, to them, of the repre- 
sentatives of this government. They hoped 
to expel them by intimidation. Failing in 
that, they proposed assassination. 

Early in the war the letters to and from 
Americans, Consuls were opened in the 
postoffices, and the contents read. Vigorous 
protests put a stop to this for atime. Re- 
cently the practice has been revived. In 
the last month the mail matter of the Con- 
suls has been almost daily tampered with. 
In this way the Spaniards e come into 
possession of the information which the 
Consuls have been sending to the United 
States. Some of the letters contained state- 
ments more startling than those made by 
the newspaper correspondents. The. vol- 
unteers were inflamed by the knowledge of 
what the Consuls were telling. They de- 
termined to get rid of the Consuls. Whether 
they would have had the nerve to cary out 
the plotting is questionable. The arrival 
of the warships have certainly lessened a 
danger. 
In one case it is known that the conspiracy 
was betrayed to the representative of the 
United States by a Spaniard, to whom the 
American had shown some favor. This 
Spaniard brought the information of the 
plot, and warned the consular representa- 
tive to be on his guard. The American's re- 
ply was: 
I beg you to say to the volunteers that 
the flag which flies over the consulate I shot 
at for four years. But now and whenever 
necessary I will defend it at the cost of my 
lite.“ 

This occurred not a week before the ar- 
rival of an American warship. , 


SENOR GULLON TALKS OF CUBA. 


He Declares There Is No Significance 
in the Movement of Troops 
and Ships.

There is a rumor today thet the Spanish 
answer to the last American note will be to 
politely but energetically insist that no for- 
eign power has the right to fix terms for the 
termination of the Cuban war. This is all 
in direct contrast to the peaceful assurances 
given in official circles. I called on Premier 
Sagasta tonight, and he said: “Up to the 
present time no reasons exist to cause ap- 
prehension. Matters are in a state of ex- 
pectation. Spain will adjust her conduct to 
that of other nations regarding our affairs. 
The govérnment does not fear any conflict, 
but is, of course, vigilant. 

No claim has reached us yet from the 
American government regarding commer- 
cial treaties. The only step that has been 
taken is to consider the basis on which dele- 
gates will negotiate in Washington. The 
Philippine Islands will not be comprised in 
the negotiations until we see what result is 
obtained from projected reforms for the 
Philippines. We shall soon send to the 
United States two cruisers. They may be 
the Colon and Oquendo. Our purpose is to 
return the visits of the Maine and Montgom- 
ery and other American warships that may 
visit Cuba.”

PLOTTING AGAINST BLANCO. 


Weyler’s Partisans Start Another Cam- 
paign to Injure the Present 
Governor General.

Havana, Feb. 5.—[Copyright, 1898, by W. 
R. Hearst.]—Agfresh demonstration against 
Captain General Blanco and the new 
autonomy régime is being quietly planned 
here by Weyler’s partisans, who will also 
attempt to give the purposed movement an 
anti-American color as a shrewd appeal to 
the blind Spanish patriotism of the more 
ignorant local intransigentes. 

Thousands of copies of Weyler’s recent 
protest to the Queen Regent, insisting upon 


apology for alleged insults contained in 
President McKinley's late message to Con- 
gress should be demanded from the Ameri- 
can government, were sécretly circulated 
last night among members of the Havana 
volunteer battalions, but Secretary Con- 
gosto’s officers were on the alert and before 
midnight the city police headquarters was 
filled with parties detained upon the charge 
of attempting to incite an anti-American 
riot. 

A new daily paper, El Correo, appeared 
last night as the special organ of Weyler in 
Cuba, edited by Eva Canel, a well known 
Spanish authoress, and champion of Don 
Carlos and Blanco's late predecessor. Being 
accused of plotting against the new auton- 
omist régime Sefiora Canel six weeks ago 
was detained and ordered to the Casa de 
Recojidas; but strong Spanish personal and 
military influences brought to bear upon 
Blanco secured her release, 

The news that American warships have 
also been ordered to Matanzas and ports of 
eastern Cuba has created renewed excite- 
ment in Havana. El Diario de Ejercito, the 
organ of the Spanish army, in a leading 
editorial calls attention to the helpless con- 
dition of the principal Cuban ports in the 
event of an attack by a foreign fleet, and 
urges Blanco to throw up new fortifications 
and erect a number of modern sand bat- 
teries around Havana and other important 
ports. 

The afternoon papers, commenting on the 
American naval force in Cuban waters and 
the arrival of the Montgomery at Matanzas, 
repudiate the idea that there is any indica- 
tion of coming intervention. They regard tt 
all as purely a manifestation of continued 
friendly relations between the United States 
and Spain. La Lucha, ina leading editorial, 
defends Sefior Dupuy de Lome, the Spanish 
Minister to the United States, against the 
attacks of El Imparcial. 

El Diarto de la Marina, which has hitherto 
refused to admit that an annexation senti- 
ment existed among resident Spaniards in 
Cuba, now recognizes the fact that many 
Spaniards here believe annexation is neces- 
sary to save their lives and property. 

It is asserted on high military authority

‘MUTILATION OF ARANGUREN. 


His Body Shockingly Hacked After 
Death by His Barbarous Mur- 
derers.

Havana, Feb. 5—[{Copyright, 1898, by W. 
R. Héearst.]—The fact that the body of Brig- 
a General Aranguren was fearfully muti- 
lated after death was brought out by the 
autopsy, which showed that either of the 
two bullet wounds, one through the head and 
the other through the lungs, would have 
caused instant death. Yet there was a bay- 
onet thrust in the face, four other thrusts 
in the vicinity of the heart, and numerous 
machete wounds upon the legs and arms, all 
evidently inflicted after he fell. The dead 
chieftain’s clothes, which were purchased by 
friends from a Spanish soldier and will be 
forwarded to his family at Key West, show 


thrusts. 

In the case of Blanco’s emissary, Ruiz, who 
was court-martialed and shot as a spy by 
Aranguren, the doctors holding the post 
mortem failed to find any evidence that he 
had been macheted, and declare that he came 
to his death through the result of two bullet 
wounds in the head, evidently inflicted at his 
execution: by the rebel firing squad. 


ILLNESS OF WEYLER’S SON. 


Devotion of the General to the Care of 
Youth—Interest Shown 
by the Queen. 


Madrid, Jan. 22.—[Correspondence of the 

Associated Press. J—-Don Fernando Weyler, 
General Weyler’s son, is seriously ill with 
gastric fever. The General is in constant 
attendance on his son and has received sev- 
eral telegrams from the Queen Regent of 
Spain asking for particulars as to the course 
of the illness. The General has replied, ex- 
pressing his gratitude for the interest her 
Majesty has taken in the case. 
In a manifesto signed by Arsenio Martinez 
de Campos, Pidal y Mon, F. Silvela, and 
other leading Madrid Conservatives occur 
the following passages:

He is a member of the French Jockey 
club. He has turned 40, is tall and blonde.

ESTATE OF PRINCE IN COURT. 


Sons Fight for What They Claim to 
Be Their Right for Ten 
Years.

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Paris, Jan. 24.—[Correspondence of the As- 
sociated Press.]—According to L’Intransi- 
geant, Prince Michael Stourdza of Rou- 
mania, who died in Paris in 1884, left an 
enormous fortune, his personal estate alone 
amounting to $10,000,000. By his first wife, 
Eliza Rossetti, he left two sons, the Princes 
Dimitri and Grigori Stourdza, by his second 
wife, the Princess Smargada Vogorides, he 
left a daughter, the Princess Marie Stourdza, 
who married Prince Alexandrowitch-Vital 
Gortschakow. Some months later his wid- 
ow also died at Baden. On the night of her 
death, it is added, the Princess Gortschakow, 
assisted by the Prince and Princess Bran- 
covano, broke open a safe filled with gold 
and removed the contents. 

g — the dead Princess’ papers were also 
aken away to a house belonging to Prin 
Gortschakow on the 
Prince Grigori Stourdza also obtained proof 
that the strong room in the Rue de Varennes 
in Paris had likewise been broken into, and 
that all the valuables had heen carried away 
by the Princess Gortschakow and deposited 
with Prince Brancovano.

HANAN’S FRIENDS SHOCKED. 


Mrs. Dutton's Suit Against the Shoe 
Man Causes a Commotion 
in New York. 


New York, Feb. 5.—[{Special.J—The an- 
nouncement that Mrs. Bealah M. Dulton, 
formerly a resident of Brooklyn, but now 
living in Chicago, had brought suit against 
John H. Hanan, the millionaire shoe manu- 
facturer, to recover $150,000 damages for al- 
leged breach of contract, was a shock to 
Mr. Hanan’s friends here. Mr. Hanan’s 
whereabouts are not definitely known. 

Mrs. Dutton first appeared in Brooklyn six 
or seven years ago. She lived with her par- 
ents, and when she moved to 39 St. Mark's 
avenue she took them with her. Her name 
does not appear in the blue book for 1896, but 
is printed in the élite directory of that year. 
It is said that while Mrs. Dutton lived at the 
St. Mark’s avenue address Mr. Hanan occa- 
sionally visited her and that he told his 
friends he first met her in Cincinnati ten 
years before she moved to Brooklyn. 

According to J. N. Heldman of Chicago, 
Mrs. Dutton's attorney, Hanan urged Mrs. 
Dutton to move to Brooklyn. She did not 
care to come East, but finally complied with 
Mr. Harian’s wishes. 

In December, 1896, Mrs. Dutton suddenly 
concluded that she wanted to return West. 
She consulted with her lawyer and the 
house at 39 St. Mark’s avenue, which she 
owned, was sold to William H. Phillips. 

The neighborhood of 39 St. Mark's ave- 
nue is ringing with gossip about Mrs. Dut- 
ton. Every one living on the avenue says 
that Mrs. Dutton wore fashionable gowns 
and drove one of the finest turnouts on the 
boulevard. She is a blonde of 40 and not 
exceptionally handsome. 


Julius N. Heldman, Mrs. Beulah Dutton’s 
attorney in her suit for $150,000 damages 
against J. H. Hanan, the New York million- 
aire shoe manufacturer, said yesterday that 
he would probably file his bill of particulars 
in the case tomorrow. He is still reticent 
regarding the character of the proceedings, 
but insists that the trial will develop an in- 
teresting condition of affairs. He said that 
the rupture of the relations existing between 
Mr. Hanan and Mrs. Dutton dated from the 
first visit of Mrs. Thompson to Mr. Hanan’s 
yacht, on which occasion Mrs, Dutton was 
also one of the invited guests. He denied 
the story to the effect that the trouble be- 
tween the two was due to any pictures 
painted by Mrs. Dutton.

Boston, Mass., Feb. 5.—[Special.]—Today 
gix brave firemen perished miserably, suffo- 
cated in an unimportant fire on a side street. 
he disaster occurred about 5 o’clock this 
morning, and is indirectly attributable to 
tze storm of Tuesday. The fire was in the 
establishment of George W. Bent & Co., 
dealers in bedding, who occupied a six-story 
brick building in Merrimac street, in the 
north end. The building was once a church 

and had a flat roof. Crossed electric wires 

started the fire, which burned hotly in the 
inflammable stuff. The derangement of the 
fire alarm system caused delay, and it took 
three calls to summon enough apparatus to 
handle the fire... 

A dozen brave fellows plunged through the 
smoke and flame to fight the fire at close 
quarters, and the flames were brought under 
control. But the fire had its revenge. The 
roof, loaded with masses of snow, collapsed 
when its props were burned away, and eleven 
men working on the fourth floor were car- 
ried to the basement in a terrible wreck of 
smoking débris, timbers, snow, and rubbish. 
Their comrades made herculean efforts to 
rescue them. Ax, saw, and bar were plied 
with desperate energy. Faint, muffied cries 
for help were heard for awhile from the 
depths of the ruins. But the efforts were 
all in vain to save the lives of six men, and 
five others were dug out only just in time to 
save theirlives.

Then a year and a half ago young 
Lorillard’s mother died, and the heirs hur- 
ried to New York. In spite of the maternal 
threat of disinheritance young Lorillard 
and his pretty bride had high hopes. They 
and their friends believed that the mother 
would soften toward her favorite boy, and 
the least expectation was placed at a million. 

The will was opened in confidence. When 
it was read young Lorillard was dumbfound- 
ed, for his mother had carried out her threat. 
Not so much as a sou did she leave to the 
son who had dared to displease her. The 
young man’s sister and two brothers were 
each given $1,000,000. Their brother returned 
to Philadelphia without a penny, except 
what he had earned himself.

CHIEF AND BOOK HIT 


Policemen’s Association Re- 
pudiates Kipley’s Plan. 


DOLLARD HAS RECEIPTS. 


Some of Them Are for Money 
from Women of the Levee. 


QUEER LETTER TO LEITER. 


The Folicemen's Benevolent asso- 
ciation has repudiated the work of Chief 
Joseph Kipley and embodied the repudiation 
in a set of resolutions which leaves no doubt 
as to their meaning. Captain Dollard, Trcas- 
urer of the association, explained that the 
resolutions were adopted at a meeting held 
on Jan. 28, and were withheld from publica- 
tion until this time in deference to the heads 
of the department, but that public censure 
of the Policemen’s Benevolent association 
and its officers nad become so severe that it 
was necessary to make known the attitude 
of the association in order to set it right in 
the eye of the public. 

Following are the resolutions, with the 
signatures of the officers and trustees of 
the association: 

Whereas, There have appeared in the daily press 
at various times during the present month, articles 
commenting upon a book about to be published 
called the History of the Chicago Police Depart- 
ment ; and, 

Whereas, The agent or solicitor of said work 
has frequently used the name of the Chicago Po- 
licemen's Benevolent association as a beneficiary 
for the purpose of increasing the sale of such work, 
and we, as officers and trustees of the Chicago Po- 
licemen’s Benevolent assogiation, deny any inter- 
est, either financial or otherwise, in such work, 
and most emphatically repudiate all agents and 
promoters of such scheme; and 

Whereas, The general public have always most 
liberally patronized our annual entertainment; we 
therefore deem it but just to them and our asso- 
ciation to warn them against the promoters and 
solicitors of the said work. 

Be it therefore resolved, That we, the officers 
and trustees of the Chicago Policemen’s Benevo- 
lent association, extend our sincere thanks to the 
general public for their liberal patronage in the 
past and promise in the future to try to retain 
their good will and respect.

lish a history of the department, similar to the one 
that was published by Superintendent Byrnes of 


the New York police department, and netted the 


relief fund a sufficient sum to place it upon a 
sound ground. The work is under the personal 
supervision of our Chief, Joseph Kipley, and we 
expect to sell 25,000 copies in the City of Chicago. 
As the list which I submitted to you will show, 
the railroads entering Chicago have each sub- 
scribed the sum of $1,000 towards this purpose. 
and it was thought advisable by our Chief before 
presenting our list to the citizens of Chicago at 
large to present the matter first to you, in hopes 
that you would join in the movement, for the 
success of the work would be practically impossi- 
ble without the assistance of our larger taxpayers 
and prominent citizens. : 
Your father has for so long been closely identi- 
fied with our city and its interests that it was 
thought but just and right that he should have 
the honor of heading the personal subscription 
list. The object of the relief fund is to take care 
of the widows and the children of the men who

Meant to Help Association. 

Captain Dollard said Mr. Leiter understood 
that the Policemen’s Benevolent associa- 
tion was to get the money, and that it was on 
that understanding he subscribed. The 
Captain added that he was called to the 
office of Chief Kipley on Saturday, Jan. 15, 
and asked by Kipley to take charge of the 
money already subscribéd for the history. 
He says that he distinctly refused to re- 
ceive it as an officer of member of the 
benevolent association. Next day, by ap- 
pointment with Kipley, he says, he went to 
Kipley’s office and there met Kipley and 
Magnus—the latter ror the first time in his 
life. He says they urged him, as treasurer 
of the association, to take the money, which 
he refused to do. He finally consented to 
accept it as a private individual, and he 
says that the following morning Magnus 
came to his home, the Transit House, and 
turned over to him $6,608.04, for which he 
receipted as moneys subscribed for the 
History of the Chicago Police Depart- 
ment.“ It was understood, says Captain 
Dollard, that he was not accepting the 
money as an officer of the association. He 
says at the time the money was paid i: 
was understood he was also to receive the 
subscription books of the publication, but 
he has not received them, though he has 
made two requests for their delivery. 

Incidentally, Captain Dollard said that 
while he was in command at the Harrison 
Street Station, his men brought in a man 
giving his name as O’Brien, who was going 
through the levee district obtaining sub- 
scriptions for the police history. This man, 
he said, had letters of authority purporting 
to be signed by Chief Kipley. He warned 
the man to cease his operations, and was 
soon afterward transferred to the Halsted 
Street Station. 

An effort was made to see Chief Kipley re- 
garding this statement from Captain Dol- 
lard, but he had gone home early and had left 
orders that he was not to be disturbed.

| ENJOIN CLUB DIRECTORS. 


TIPPECANOE OF CLEVELAND MAY 
NOT EXPEL CERTAIN MEMBERS. 


Attempt to Enforce Discipline for op- 
posing the Election of Senator Han- 
un Is to Be Made an Issue in the 
Courts—H. H. Boyce, the Man Ac- 
cused of Attempted Bribery, Found 
in Montreal—Possible Special Ses- 
sion of Kansas Legislature, 


Cleveland, O., Feb. 5.—[Special.]—A bomb 
was exploded in political circles here today 
at the opening of the trial by the Tippe- 
canoe club of Mayor McKisson, Senator 
Burke, Speaker Mason, and Representative 
Bramley. 

These gentlemen are before the directors 
of the club to show cause why they should 
not be expelled for high party treason. The 
directors, with the exception of Senator 
Wolcott, were present. Senator Burke was 
on hand. Mason, Bramley, and McKisson 
Were absent. 

The directors first passed on the motion to 
quash, which was argued last Saturday. 
The decision was adverse to the members 
on trial, and immediately on its being an- 
nounced the directors were served with an 
injunction preventing them from hearing 
the charges made against the accused. The 
injunctions were served, and thé proceed- 
ings immediately stopped. 

The injunction was called by Judge Ong. 
Attorney Hills stated that the directors had 
made up their minds to expel the members, 
and that it had therefore been deemed wise 
to transfer the case to the courts. Before 
ordering the injunctions to be served he 
warned the directors that they would be 
sorry if they continued the prosecution. The 
warning was without avail, and the wjunc- 
tions were thereupon served with the dec- 
laration by Hills: 

We have concluded to transfer this case 
to the tribunal of justice, where we shall 
get justice.)

LEEDY HAS A RAILROAD BILL. 


If It Is Approved He Will Call a Ses- 
sion of the Kansas Legislature 
in March. | 


Kas., Feb. 5&.—[Special.}]—Gov- 
ernor Leedy has prepared a railroad bill 
which he will endeavor to have the Kansas 
Legislature enact into law. Today he sent 
copies of the bill to the members of the Leg- 
islature accompanied by a letter stating 
that if a majority of each House agreed to

Governor Leedy has decided upon the first 
Monday in March as the date for the Legis- 
lature to meet if he receives a sufficient 
number of favorable replies from the mem- 


bers. 

The bill gives the State Board of Railroad 
Commissioners almost unlimited power. It 
gives the board the power of a district court, 


Supreme Court. The board is required to be 
in session during the month of April each 


July 1 each year. The board is authorized 
to inquire into the reasonableness of rates 
at any other time upon complaint of ship- 
pers, or upon its own volition. Any agent 
of a company who shall violate any of the 
provisions of the act shall be fined not ex- 
ceeding $1,000, or be confined in jail not ex- 
ceeding one year, or both. Any company 
violating the law shall be fined from $1,000 
to $5,000 for each day of violation.

Fire Destroys the Vulcan Iron 
Works Building. 


LOSS WILL BE $75,000. 


Department, by Hard Work, Saves 
a Small Portion. 


STRUCTURE BURNS RAPIDLY. 


Fire wrecked the Vulcan iron works, Mil- 
waukee avenue, Clinton street, and Carroll 
avenue, last night in less than an hcur and 
caused a loss of $75,000. It was thought at 
first that the plant would be a total loss, but 
by hard work the firemen saved the. walls 
and a small portion of the machiner z. 

The fire burned fiercely, and after the roof 
fell in seemed like the pit of a volcano. The 
firemen ran their hose to the top of the man- 
ufactories adjoining and threw tons of water 
into the burning building that finally proved 
effective in confining the flames to the 
Vulcan plant, and saving much more of it 
than was at first thought possible. 

The fire started at fifteen minutes after 9 
o’clock. A passerby in Milwaukee avenue 


noticed flames in the foundry room on the 


first floor and turned in an alarm. Marshall 
Campion, who responded to the first call, 
turned in a 4-11 as soon as he arrived, as the 
flames were spreading rapidly. Before the 


extra engines arrived the fire had gained | 
| great headway and had reached every one 
of the four floors. 


Structure Burns Like Tinder. 


The Excelsior iron works, 100 Clinton 
street, adjoins the Vulcan works on the 
north. It is six stories high, and offered a 
splendid vantage ground for the firemen. 


From another big building to the east a half 
dosen more streams of water were poured 
and the standpipe was put to work on the 


northeast corner of the building. The 
structure was forty years old and dry and 


oily, and the flames roared from room to 


room with lightning rapidity. The roof 


_ soon fell in, and a cloud of sparks was hurled 
: into the air, that fell on adjoining buildings, 
and for a moment threatened a spread of the 


flames. After the fall of the roof the flames 
leaped up through the opening and illu- 
minated the neighborhood for blocks around. 

The fire could be seen over a great portion 


ct the West Side and brought large crowds 


of people to the scene, who crowded the 
Milwaukee avenue viaduct and the marrow 
streets to the east. Chief Swenie and Mar- 
shal Horan arrived on the scene after the 
4-11 call and assisted in fighting the flames. 

The advantage of fighting the fire from 
the roof of the Excelsior Iron Fulilding be- 
came apparent when the flames, after dart- 
ing flercely into that portion into which the 
water was being poured from the Excelsior 
Building finally retreated. That portion 
of 4 Vulcan works was the only part 
saved. 


Machinery Falls to Basement. 


William H. Harrington, the President of 
the Vulcan Iron Works company, arrived 
early at the fire and helped the firemen in 
their work. As the fire burned flercest on 
the upper floors of the Vulcan Building, the 
heavy pieces of machinery stored there 
broke through the weakened floors and fell 
crashing to the basement. With every piece 
of falling machinery a shower of sparks was 
hurled out through the crater in the roof 
of the burning structure. 

The fire companies were delayed in get- 
ting to the fire by the deep snow in Mil- 
waukee avenue and adjoining streets. The 
Milwaukee avenue cable cars were stopped 


when the fire first broke out and did not 


resume until midnight. The Pan-Handle 
freight buildings which stand across a 
narrow street from the burning building, 
were a special object of solicitude to Chief 
Swenie and firemen were stationed on the 
roofs. 

The Vulcan Iron Works compary owned 


the building and stock of the Vulcan plant. 


It manufactured public improvement and 
outdoor machinery. The value of the bulld- 
ing, which was put up in 1861 and was one of 


the landmarks of the Northwest Side, was 


$35,000. The loss was $15,000. The value of 
the contents was $75,000; loss, $60,000. The 


biggest item in the loss was the patterns 


stored on the fourth floor.

THIRTY DROP TO A FLOOR 


BALCONY FALLS AT A DANCE IN THE 
NORTH SHORE HALL, 


John Kruse’s Thigh Fractured Under 
a Timber, but the Others Get Of 
with Minor Bruises—Women Faint 
and There Is a Panic Among the 200 
Members of the Oakland Pleasure 
Clab—Quit Their Quadrille—Police 
Bar the Exits to Avoid a Stampede. 


John Kruse, 412 North avenue, had his 
thigh fractured, and thirty men and women 
were sprawled on the polished floor of North 
Shore. Hall, 620 North Clark street, and re- 
ceived minor hurts, just before last midnight 
by the collapse of a balcony. 

All who were under the gallery got out of 
the way before the mass came down except 
Krusc, and this fact accounts in part for 
the absence of serious results. The struct- 
ure fell so slowly that those who were 
watching the dance of the Oakland Pleasure 
club from this point of vantage were only 
rolled on the floor in a heap. 

The sight of the falling balcony and the 
struggles of those upon it, and the sound 
of their screams caused a panic among the 
200 dancers on the floor, and were it not for 
the prompt action of two policemen in. barr- 
ing exit from the hall a large number of per- 
sons might have been caught on the narrow 
stairway below and severely injured. Some 


of them might have met death in the stam- 


pede. 

The balcony did not fall with a sudden 
crash, but as the supports became loosened 
it slipped against the wall and to the floor. 
The persons who were occupying it slid 
along the gallery floor towards the falling 
end, and when this touched the ground the 
struggling mass of humanity and furniture 
rolled in confusion upon the waxed floor. 

When the creaking and pulling com- 
menced, indicating that the balcony was 
falling, the large number of persons gath- 
ered underneath the gallery quickly stam- 
peded towards the central portion of the hall, 
leaving Krusc behind. 

As the north end of the balcony com- 
menced to fall under the weight it held, the 
dancers turned from the quadrille they were 
enjoying and were the horrified spectators of 
their cempanions’ fall. The players of the 
orchestra became panic-stricken, and seizing 
their instruments made a dash for the door. 
Without waiting for wraps the frightened 
dancers followed the example of the mu- 
siclans and ran in their ballroom attire to- 
wards the exit. 

Policemen McLaughlin and O'Connell of 
the Larrabee Street Station were at the 
door, and as soon as they saw the turn af- 
fairs had taken made haste to bar the exit. 
Throwing their weight between the dancers 
crowding the entrance above the stairs, 
they managed to pull the door shut. Their 
action and shouts had the effect of calming 
the excited persons, who at first clamored 
for the door to be opened. 

Meanwhile a few of the men who had 
presence of mind were assisting those who 
had fallen with the balcony. Four men 
lifted the timber which had pinioned Kruse 
to the floor, and others assisted in the ex- 
trication of the men and women who were 
tangled with benches and chairs. 

The force with which the thirty men and 
women were precipitated to the floor caused 
a number of the women to faint. Severe 
bruises were inflicted as the result of con- 
tact with the edges of chairs and the floor. 

For a few minutes after the fall men and 
women struggled in their endeavors to free 
themselves and as they were assisted they 
were soon cared for. After the excitement 


had somewhat subsided the unconscious 
women were borne from the hall and cared 
for in a neighboring drug store. All were 
speedily revived and were able to go to their 
homes.

| FATHER MANGAN IS DEAD 


PROMINENT CATHOLIC CLERGYMAN 
PASSES AWAY AT JOLIET. 


Forty-five Years in the Service of the 
Church in lilinois—Dean of the Dio- 
cese of Chicago — Noted for His 
Charitable Disposition in His Re- 
lation to the Poor of All Denomina- 
tions—Funeral of Ex-Governor Os- 
borne.

Joliet, III., Feb. 5.—{Special.]—The Rev. 
Thomas F. Mangan, pastor of St. Mary’s 
Catholic Church, on Ottawa street, dean of 
the Diocese of Chicago, and one of the most 
prominent Catholic clergymen in the mid- 
dle West, died at the parsonage this morn- 
ing after an illness of four weeks. The 
Rev. T. F. Mangan was born in County 
Clare, Ireland, in the year 1827. At the age 
of 18 he came to America, locating in Ot- 
tawa, Canada, where he soon entered the 
college to prepare for the priesthood. He 
prosecuted his studies there for six years, 
and then went direct to St. Louis, Mo., 
where he was ordained. He began his 
pastoral work in Jerseyville, III., some forty- 
five years ago. His other charges were at 
Jacksonville, Mattoon, Freeport, and Joliet. 
He was appointed to the last charge some 
twelve years ago, succeeding the Rev. 
Father Burke, who was created a Bishop. 
At the time of Father Mangan’s appoint- 
ment to Joliet he was created a dean for 
— Diocese of Chicago by Archbishop Fee- 
n. 

Father Mangan was a prominent man 
here, and always helped the poor and the 
charitable institutions of all denominations. 
During the campaign of 1896 he came out 
for McKinley against the wishes of many of 
his friends. He leaves three sisters, Mrs. 
McClancey and Miss Margaret Mangan 
of this city, and Mrs. A. C. Connell of Ar- 
cola, III. The funeral will be held on Tues- 
day morning at 10:30. |

Washington, D. C., Feb, 5.—Joseph P. 
Smith, director of the Bureau of American 
Republics, died at Miami, Fla., at 4:40 o’clock 
this morning of heart failure. He went 
t6 Miami early in the season to recuperate 
his failing health. For a time his condition

Mr: Smith was well known in Ohio politics

protective tariff. After Mr. McKinley’s de- 
feat as a member of Congress from the 
Canton, O., district by reason of a gerry- 
mander he immediately put the President's 
name at the head of the columns of his news- 
paper for the Republican nomination for 
Governor. When Mr. McKinley was elect- 
ed Mr. Smith was chosen State Librarian. 
He and the President were intimate friends 
politically and personally, and when Mr. 
McKinley was inaugurated he tendered Mr. 
Smith the office he held at the time of his 
death. He leaves a wife and seven children. 
Frederic Emory, chief of the Bureau of 
Foreign Commerce, Department of State, 
has been temporarily designated as director 
of the Bureau of American Republics, and 
took charge of the bureau this morning.

He has received notice from the Great 
Northern Hotel that the rooms which have 
been occupied for the last eight weeks by 
his enterprise will be needed for other 
purposes. It is presumed from this that 
the board bill of the company’s employés, 
amounting to about $600, has not been paid. 
Grable is still a guest of the Planter's 
Hotel in this city, but today he engaged 
less expensive quarters and moved three 
floors higher. He still refuses to add any- 
thing to his statement, given out after 
the Chemical National Bank disclosures 
were made in New York. ! 
Judge Chester H. Krum, his attorney, said: 
“This is not a public matter, and does rot 
affect the Grable stocks, which are not on 
the market. It’s simply a case where a man 
bit off more than he could chew, and it hap- 
pens every day. Why, if every one who bor- 
rows money on uncertain securities were 
subjected to similar disclosures the whole 
country would be bankrupted. 
“This doesn’t affect the Chemical Na- 
tional at all. Why, there are many other 
banks which have out millions of dollars on 
security no better than Grable’s. Grable is 
all right. He has great enterprises, and if 
let alone and not handicapped he will pan out 
all right.“

New York, Feb. 5.—Some of the facts elicit-

S. Silver were made public today. Silver 
was required to make some admissions under 
oath of his connections with the New York 
Carbon company and also of a present which 


he made his wife of a house on West Nine- 


tieth street. This was required of him be- 
cause when the Third National Bank went 
into liquidation Silver owed it $53,000. This 
claim was turned over to the City National 
Bank, which had assumed the task of set- 
tling up the defunct bank's business. 
Through its counsel it subsequently ob- 
tained judgment against Silver, which has 
yet to be satisfied. ; 

Silver stated that he received $5,000 a year 
as President of the company, and admitted 
that in addition to his salary he had received 
about $10,000 from the company. In further 
explanation of his connection with the Car- 
bon company Mr. Silver said: 

am President of the New York Carbon 
works, but I have no stock in the company. 
I have had no stock in it during the last two 
years except ten shares that I do not now 
own I do not own any real estate anywhere. 
I do not own any stocks or bonds. I have 
no evidence of debts due me. I have about 
$200,000 in judgments against me, perhaps 
more than that.“

which Francis C. Grable has large interests. 
Lawyer Abner McKinley, whose name ap-

BOGGS IN SNOW WAR 


Scharf & Knoops’ Employes 
Hurl Them at Car Men. 


BATTLE IN LAKE STREET. 


Sweeper Runs Into the Butchers’ 
Delivery Wagon, 


SHOVELING IN MANY PLACES. 


Eggs were brought into the Oak Park snow 
was last night. 

The throwers were employés of Scharf 
& Knoop, whose meat market is at 
130 Lake street. A bobsled belonging to the 
firm stood in front of the store receiving its 


load for delivery. The Cicero and Proviso 


snow plow, which had been laid up at Har- 
lem avenue, began operations on the south 
track, running back and forth to keep the 
rails clear. 

The swinging arm of the plow struck the 
sled, and the frightened horse plunged into 
the drift and on the sidewalk, scattering the 
crowd. A policeman caught the horse by 
the bit and it was led back to its former 
position. 

The big plow backed down and struck the 
sled again in the same manner. When it 
came back half a dozen clerks and one of 
the proprietors were lined up with their 
hands full of fresh eggs. As the plow went 
by the eggs whizzed through the air, while 
the crew of four men dodged and the crowd 
laughed and shouted its approval. 

The rubber coats of the crew were spat- 
tered with the eggs, for the aim of the in- 
censed storekeepers was true, and one of the 
crew was struck in the face. 


Car Hits Maize’s Horse. 


Several other incidents took place during 
the day which served to intensify the inter- 
est in the novel warfare of snow waged in- 
cessantly since Thursday afternoon. How- 
ard Maize, proprietor of the Long Grove 
Creamery, was driving beside the ‘rack 
when a car struck his horse. The animal be- 
came unmanageable and ran away, throw- 
ing Maize out of the sleigh. Tne animal got 
into a deep-snowdrift and was caught, but 
the sleigh was demolished. 

The snow fight broke out anew at 7:30 
o'clock. A hundred men and boys from 
houses and stores in Lake street, armed 
with shovels, poured into the streets and 
in fifteen minutes the car line was tied 
up. At 9 o’clock operation of cars was sus- 
pended. 

After giving up the attempt to run the 
cars on Friday the company’s men walted 
until midnight, and when the Oak Park 
army, worn out and sleepy, had gone to bed 
the company’s electric sweeper and a gang 
pf fifty laborers descended on the ice and 
snow banks that had been erected over 
the tracks in Lake street, and after an 
hour’s work cleared the line. The sweeper 
kept running all night io guard against any 
sudden forays of the Oak Park brigade, and 
It was thought the battle was over. 

The cars resumed their regular schedule 
in the morning and ran until 8 o'clock, when 

he schoolboy regiment and a good rein- 

orcement of older citizens made a grand 

attack all along the line from Harlem ave- 
nue east and half way to Oak Park. The 
Sweeper fought its way through™the new 
avalanche for a block and then gave it up. 
The people waved their shovels and cheered 
and before the boys went to school they 
had completed a barrier that the company 
did not succeed in digging through until al- 
most 5 o'clock. 


Cicero Conflict Changes Scene. 


The scene of the Cicero conflict shifted for 
awhile during the day from Harlem avenue 
and Lake street to Harlem avenue and Mad- 
ison street. The merchants in that locality 
went out with broom and shovel and in a 
few minutes fixed the tracks. The sweeper 
was sent over in a hurry with a big force of 
men, but it was not until 4 o’clock that the 
cars were running again. 

The sport of snowing in street car tracks 
became a general tad and the West Chicago 
¥treet car company had more trouble than it 
did at the time of the storm. Out Milwaukee 
avenue, in Halsted street, and along Blue 
Island avenue, men, women, and children 
used scoops, fire shovels, and tin pans to 
move back snow the company had pushed up 
in front of business houses. H. W. Margolis, 
a furniture dealer at 1102 Milwaukee avenue, 
made things so interesting on the company’s 
right of way that four men were sent to 
shovel against him. 

At one point on the Lake street road near 
the Fifty-second street clevated station 
there was a pile cf snow eight feet high, on 
which was the inscription: 


: DAWSON CITY LOTS. 
Harlem and Ridgeland people also occu- 


pied themselves at intervals during the day 
piling snow on the company’s tracks. 


Van Buren Street in Arms. 


Merchants along Van Buren street, be- 
tween Aberdeen and Throop streets, declared 
war on the surface lines in the afterncon 
and piled great heaps of snow on the tracks. 
Boys in the neighborhood went around to 
the merchants with a petition requesting 
that everybody join in piling snow and slush 
back on thetracks. Nearly every merchant 
and business-man approached signed the 
petition, and at 4 o’elock the onslaught 
began. Brooms, shovels, and all manner of 
strange tools were brought into play, and 
within twenty minutes the Harrison street 
line’s tracks were blocked from Aberdeen 
to Throop street on Van Buren. The block 
ade only lasted a few minutes, however, as 
by putting on full speed the cars were able 
to plow their way through. Cars were de- 
layed for about twenty minutes, and the 
first dozen trains had to spend ten or fifteen 
minutes each in getting over the snow-hid- 
den tracks. 

The offices of the company were notified 
and a call was sent to the Desplaines Street 
Station for police. Five officers were sent 
to the scene, but the work had been done 
and those who had taken part in the work 
had retired to watch results.

Administration Begins Its Fight. 


Mayor Harrison instructed Commissioner 
of Public Works McGann in the morning 
to put teams at work at once to clean up 
the snow where the railway companies have 
so far neglected or réfused to do it, more 
especially at crossings where traffic !s bad- 
ly impeded, and keep an account of the 
cost. Then an attempt will be made to re- 
cover it from the companies. 

“The work has got to be done,” said 
Mayor Harrison, and done at once. It is 
a matter which cannot lie over. We claim 
the companies should do the work, but they 
do not seem to be in any hurry about it, 
and so I have determined to go ahead with 
it myself, and see if we cannot recover 
from the companies afterward. The Law 
department is of the opinion we can, and 
if the principle is once established it will 
obviate a lot of difficulty in the future.“ 

Commissioner McGann followed instruc- 
tions, and before the day was out had a 
number of teams at work, and said he in- 
tended to keep it up all night so as to make 
a better appearance this morning. 

Speaking of the trouble about clea 
sidewalks of snow, Mayor Harrison said: 

Under the Supreme Court's decision, we 
cannot compel the individual owners to 
clean their walks. I think, however, the 
matter could be arranged by special assess 


ment.“

KILLS HIMSELF AT HIS RESIDENCE 
IN HAMMOND, IND. 


Goes te the Suburb to Effect a Recon- 
elliation with His Wife, Who faa 
Secured a Divorce from Him — Is 


Said to Have Quarreled with and 
Slapped Her—Then He Goes to the 
Kitchen and Fires the Fatal Shot 


Inte His Head. 
— 


Dr. C. Johnson shot and instantly 
killed himself at 1:25 p. m. yesterday at his 
residence in Hammond, Ind. It is believed 
he was under the influence of liquor when 
the deed was committed. His divorced wife, 
Mrs. Elizabeth Johnson, and their 12-year- 
old son, Willie, were in the house at the 
time of the shooting, but say they did not 
witness the deed. 

Circumstances leading to the tragedy in- 
dicate that domestic troubles between Dr. 

Johnson and his former wife were of fre- 
quent occurrence up to last November, when 
a decree of divorce was granted to the lat- 
ter by Judge John H. Gillett in the Lake 
Circuit Court at Crown Point. The couple 
separated, and for a time Dr. Johnson had 
an office in Bartel’s Hotel, State and Har- 
rison streets, Chicago. Three weeks ago 
Dr. Johnson went to West Baden, Ind., for 
treatment. He returned a few days ago, 
and yesterday morning visited his brother, 

O. Johnson, General Solicitor for the 
| Chicago and Erie lines, at his office in the 
Rookery Building, and went to Hammond 
at noon to effect a reconciliation with his 
wife. He entered the residence while the 
family was at dinner. 

Dr. Johnson, it is said by Miss Helen 
Batteman, who was in the residence at the 
time, became enraged at something his wife 
said and he struck her in the face several 
times. Marks of an assault «re still visible. 
Mrs. Johnson became frightened, and tear- 
ing that the doctor would do her further 

-bodily harm, she sent Miss Batteman to 
police headquarters for Chief Malo. 

Dr. Johnson then left the room and went 
to the kitchen, where he sat brooding for a 
time. The muffled report of a revolver was 
soon heard. When Mrs. Johnson opened the 


former. husband lying on the floor. There 
was a small bullet wound in his right 
temple. The revolver with whicn the deed 
was committed is said to be the property of 
Mrs. Johnson. Medical assistance was sent 
for, but when Dr. Clark reached the scene 
of the tragedy Dr. Johnson was dead. An 
examination of the wound showed that the 
bullet had entered the right temple and 
plowed its way through the top of the nead. 

Dr. Johnson went to Hammond about 
twelve years ago. He was a member of 
Valparaiso Commandery Knights Teinplur 
and Hammond lodge Knights of Pythias, 
His brother went to Hammond early iast 
evening and gave directions to have the 
body sent to Fredonia, N. X., for burial. 
Mrs. Johnson is of the opinion that the doctor 
was mentally unbalanced.

At Bartl’s Hotel it was said last night 
that Dr. Johnson registered there on Friday 
night. He was to have opened an office at 
358 State street within a week.

JAKE'S FINE RALLY. 


Schaefer Seems Hopelessly Beat- | 
en Until Near the Close. 


FINAL SCORE IS 600 TO 596. 


New York, Feb. 5.—[Special.]—Jake Schae- 
fer wom the billiard match with Champion 
Slosson at Madison Square Garden tonight 
by the close score of 600 to 506. The latter 
part of the game Schaefer was behind 
until the seventy-seventh inning, when he 
made one of his famous rallies, running 76, 
passing Stosson.

At 8:15 Schaefer and Slosson came bust- 
ling in, were aplauded, and the experts at 
once began the struggle. A crowd that com- 
pletely filled the concert garden enthusias- 
tically rewarded the makers of such good 
shots. Edward McLaughlin was referee 
and marker. Four times each player ner- 
vously struck at the ivories for a few counts, 
and then missed comparatively easy shots. 
Slosson was the first to get the balls under 
control. In his fifth inning the Student 
gathered the globes for twenty-six well 
played buttons. 
Then came the Wizard” with eleven 
points, after which Slosson, who had started 
well, failed to get the balls out of balk on 
the sixi shot. Schaefer put twenty-three 
interesting points on a string in his seventh 
inning, and then both missed in a way to pro- 
voke murmurs of surprise.

THIRD RAID ATELMHURST 


CONSTABLES VISIT THE POOLROOM 
AT MAPLE LEAF PARK.

Barney Zacharias and Six Others 
Taken Into Custody, but Immediate- 
ly Give Bonds and Return in Time 
to Play the Ingleside Races—Efforts 
to Secure. an Injunction Will Be 
Pushed, the Citizens Becoming Dis- 
couraged with Present Tactics.

For the third time in three days the pool- 
room at Maple Leaf Park, near Elmhurst, 
was raided yesterday. The constables se- 
eured Barney Zacharias and six others, who 
were taken to Elmhurst, examined before 
a justice, and released on ball. Then they 
drove back to the pooiroom in the same 
sleigh that had brought them to the vil- 
lage, and arrived there just in time to get 
the returns on the races at Ingleside. Play 
was interrupted at the Park just so long 
as the constables remained on the spot, and 
there were more than enough employés 
of the place on hand to take the positions of 
those who were arrested. : 

The riotous scenes of Friday's raid were 

not repeated. There was no display of re- 

volvers or clubs, and che constables were 
ellowed to stand on their feet throughout 
the performance, instead of being rolled on 
the floor. The gamblers did not mind being 
arrested, but they seriously objected to the 
style in which the officers did their duty on 

Friday. Then, too, they were better pre- 

pared. Bail was provided for this time, 

and Zacharias was not compelled tq pay a 

big bunch of fines to escape being heid in 

custody over night. 


Each Village Represented. 

Each village in Dupage County wishes to 
have the credit of leading a raid on the pool- 
room, so Constable Herman Meck of Lom- 
bard led the posse yesterday. Early in the 
afternoon Attorney Charles 8. Williston, 
who is conducting the prosecution, drew up 
the warrants and other papers, E. W. Balge- 
man, who conducted Friday’s raid, being 
the complainant. H. F. Balgeman and L. 
Holler were sent to the Park at the opening 
of the afternoon's business to secure evi- 
dence of actual gambling against the men to 
be arrested. But Zacharias and his lieu- 
tenants were too sharp to be caught in this 
way. The men were recognized soon after 
their entrance into the room, and they were 
put out of the place. Other Elmhurst people 
who attempted to enter the room were also 
denied admittance. The operators at the 
Park seem to be acquainted by sight with 
every one from the village, and they allow 
none of them in the building. 

There was little oppogition shown, how- 
ever, when Constable Meck, with Deputies 
Grey and Perry, drove up to the place. 
Zacharias submitted quietly, and in a few 
moments pointed out the six men, who were 
also taken into custody. They drove off to 
the town, where Justice A. F. Ohlerich was 
waiting for them. Fred Schwass, a resident 
of the place, was willing to go on their bonds, 
and the six men were bailed out under the 
following names: 


J. A. Gray, John Mazeppa, 
John Bruck. John h 
Adam Johnson, Tom 


Bonds Fixed at $200 Each. 

The bonds were fixed at $200 each and the 
cases set“ for 8:30 o'clock on the morning of 
Feb. 11, the day following the trial at 
Downer’s Grove, as a result of the first raid. 
It took but a short time to arrange matters, 
and the party, with the exception of Zacha- 
rias, took the sleigh and drove toward the 
Park. He remained to learn if possible 
whether a second raid was planned for the 
afternoon, but none came off. 

It is thought that the village ordinances 
will be amended to conform with the State 
law of 1895, which gives village authorities 
jurisdiction within three miles of their cor- 
porate limits in such cases. In this event 
the prosecution can be carried on without 
the help of the county officials. Attorney 
Williston has already drawn up the ordi- 
nance. But on Monday morning State’s Atif 
torney M. Slusser will appear before Judge 
Bishop at Sycamore and ask that a perma- 
nent injunction be granted, restraining 
Zacharias, Mayer, and the rest from operat- 
ing the poolroom in Dupage County. The 
citizens of Elmhurst feel certain that the 
injunction will be granted, and that it will 
be the instrument to free the county from 
gambling. The poolroom men submit to ar- 
rest and fines with a cheerfulness that gives 
them but little encouragement to pursue 
that line of prosecution. 


WILL NOT OWN UP THE CORN. 


Northwestern Millers Organize to Pre- 
vent the Mixing of Grains in the 
Manufacture of Flour. 


Minneapolis, Minn., Feb. 5.—Headed by the 
Northwestern Miller of Minneapolis, the 
spring wheat millers are enthusiastically or- 
ganizing the “ Anti-Adulteration league.” 
The league is not organized for the purpose 
of fighting corn as food. It has nothing 
against corn flour when appearing under its 
own name, but the central idea is that corn 
flour mixed with wheat flour and sold as the 
latter and for the price of the latter is a 
fraud on the public and a great injury to 
millers who do not adulterate their product. 

Milwaukee, Wis., Feb. 5.—The flour mill 
owners of this city met today and adopted 
a resolution declaring themselves in full ac- 
cord with the milling organizations of the 
Northwest to counteract the growing prac- 
tice of manufacturing and selling wheat 
flour blended with other product than wheat 
as pure wheat flour, and to give their support 
to every effort on securing proper legislation 
in Congress to protect consumers against 
deception. 


THREE DEAD AND ONE IS DYING. 


Michigan Central Train Runs Down a 
Sleighing Party at Saginaw 
with Fatal Results.

FORA MONTE CARLO 


Michael C. MeDonald- Secures 
“Fighting Island.“ 


MANY CHANGES PROPOSED 


Includes New Buildings, Race 
Track, and Prize Ring. 


TO RUN CHICAGO EXCURSIONS 


Michael C. McDonald has bought “ Fight- 
ing Island,“ in the Detroit River, eight miles 
below the City of Detroit, for a Chicago syn- 
dicate, of which he is the main stockholder. 
It is the intention of the company, which 
will be incorporated as soon as the final 
papers are passed in the deal, to make the 
place an American Monte Carlo. The island 
is well known to frequenters of summer 3 
sorts from Chicago and Detroit. Aracetrac 
will be constructed at once, and plans made 
to transform the island, which is eight miles 
long and nearly a mile wide, into a sort of 
Coney Island annex to Chicago. It is a part 
of the scheme to run pee — ong — 
from this city during the summer to accom- 
modate the — which maß be drawn 
there by prizefights, races, and various other 
attractions of a similar character. _ The 
island is already equipped with a hote: and 
casino. Additional be erected 
s -apidly as the demand warrants. 
2 The island is midway betweem the United 
States and the Canadian shores, and is well 
known.as the place where pugilists have 
tested their prowess without the interforence 
of the authorities. The management of the 
place hopes to secure the Corbett-Fitzsim- 
mons fight, if it ever takes place. 
The land consists of 2,500 acres. It is at 
present owned by George Dobie of Detroit. 
R. O. Kinney of that city and R D. Curry 
of Chicago made the deal which transfers 
the title to Charles E. Hyde, representing - 
Mr. MeDonald. The consideration is be- 
tween $1,500,000 and $2,000,000, according to 
the statement of the brokers. Electric car 
lines run near the island from Detroit and 
Windsor, while the entire lake traffic passes 
up and down the river at that point. Apart 
of che land has been subdivided, and it is ex- 
pected more will be as soon as the improve- 
ments contemplated are made. 
Opposite the island on the Canadian side 
Daniel Scotten, the Detroit miliiona‘re hotel- 
keeper, is platting 5,000 acres, which Wil be 
made into the site of a new town. Wyan- 
dotte, Mich., is the nearest town on the 
Amcrican side of the river. Various enter- 
prises have recently been siarted in the 
vicinity, and a company of Chicago cap- 
italists own salt works near by. The place 
was formerly known by the Indian name of 
Des Cree Shoska, but was changed to Fight- 
ing Island on account of the fitness of the 
name. 
The location seems to be favorable to the 
plans of the new owners. It is accessible 
to pleasure parties by boat from Detroit and 
is out of the jurisdiction of the authorities. 
In addition to the Monte Carlo features, it Is 
the intention to make the island a resort for 
hunters and fishermen. A part of the land 
will be converted into a game reserve. 


COBB GOES TO HARRISBURG. 


Architect of Pennsylvania’s New Cap- 
ital Preparing to Defend His 
Plans in Court. 


Harrisburg, Pa., Feb. 5.--[Special.]—Henry 
Ives Cobb, the new Capitol architect, was 
hastily summoned from Washington this 
morning by the Capitol commissioners, 
and with their attorney was busily engaged 
all day in preparing an answer to be filed in 
court next Wednesday morning.

Baseball Veteran Declines the 
Proposed Testimonial. 


His Letter Read at the Meeting 
Called at the C. A. A. 


They Hope to | ersuade Him to Recon- 
sider His Declination. 


MOVEMENT HEARTILY INDORSED. 


e Anson testimonial died a-bornin’. 

A. G. Spalding had the wires set, his nom- 
inating speech prepared, had the convention 
in the Chicago Athletic club billiard-room 
yesterday afternoon “ packed“ with friends 
of the ex-manager, but just as the eulogistio 
exercises were beginning Anson declined to 
accept. Declined positively and finally, and 
although his friends present attempted to 
force him to accept those who have seen men 
try to force Anson with baseball bats ac- 
cepted the inevitable, and gave over their 
scheme of a grand testimonial fund. 

Anson’s refusal was made before the meet- 
ing. For hours Mr. Spalding talked to him, 
urged him to accept the gift from his friends 
all over the country, read him the list of 
telegrams from hundreds of baseball men 
testifying their regard, and asking to be per- 
mitted to coòperate. 

Mr. Anson replied: I don’t know as I am 
yet ready to say that I am out of baseball. 
I am neither a pauper nor a rich man, and 
prefer to decline. The public owes me noth 
ing.“ 

Mr. Spalding, however, thought Anson 
might reconsider, and attended the meeting. 
Just after the session was called to order 
A. H. Pratt read the following letter from 
Anson, and the scheme dissipated as rap- 
idly as it had formed. The lettes.left no 
room for doubt: 


Chicago, III., Feb. 5, 1898.—To my Friends: 
The kind offer to raise a large public subscrip- 
tion for me, first notice of ‘which 


received by a chance meeting with Mr. Spaiding 
— afternoon preceding its publication in the 
da ly pa rs, is an honor and compliment I du. 
appreciate. implying as it does the hearty good- 
will and close fellowship of the originator of this 
movement, my life-long friend and comrade. Mr. 
A. G. Spalding, causes me to regard it the higher. 
But there are times when one hesitates to receive 
favors even from ends. t this hour I deem 
it both unwise and inexpedient to accept the gen- 
erosity so considerately offered. 

Reiterating my thoromgh appreciation of the 
proffered kindness, I ask you to believe me. Si 
A. C. ANSON

The letter naturally caused surprise. Mr. 
E. R. Woodle moved that Anson be forced 
to take the gift, and to this end that every 
member of the C. A. A. and all present be 
made a committee to urge Anson to with- 
draw his refusal The motion carried. So 
the matter stands. Mr. Spalding says the 
matter is ended unless Anson withdraws his 
refusal. 
Those who know Captain Anson were 
scarcely surprised at his refusal, although 
they expressed regret that a movement so 
widerpread and so heartily indorsed should 
fail just at the moment of its assured:suc- 
cess. 


Hearty Support for the Movement. 
To show the widespread desire to make the 
Anson testimonial! a grand success Mr. Spald- 
ing produced letters and telegrams from the 
Presidents of league clubs and the baseball 
reporters of leading papers of the league 
cities. From everywhere had come quick 
responses, urging the prepriety of a great 
gift to Anson and promising support to the 
ecneme. To show how the Colts’ old man- 
ager stands throughout the country the tele- 
gratis and letters, in part, are reproduced.

The mystery enveloping the Chinese loan 
has been deepened by the anti-climax of 
newspaper diplomacy. The announcement 
that the government would not persist in its 
demand that Ta-Lien-Wan should be opened 
as a free port broke up the chorus of pa- 
triotic rejoicing over the resolute stand in 
defense of commercial freedom, and filled 
the public mind with misgiving represent- 
jng the possible surrender of British inter- 
ests. The hot fit which followed Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach’s declaration that England was 
ready fight for the principle of commer- 
cial frgedom in Chinese ports has given way 
to a cold fit of apprehension lest there may 
not be anything left worth fighting for. 

Newspaper enterprise is one thing, and

Loan Promises to Be Profitable. 

My own conviction is that the best source 
of information respecting financial diplo- 
macy is Lombard street. A prominent and 
well-informed English banker gives me this 
explanation: Salisbury will undoubiedly 
arrange this loan for £12,000,000 sterling. 
Jéngiand will take it alone, and not in con- 
nection with any other power. This is the 
general opinion among London financiers, 
Not Russia, nor Germany, nor France can 
lend money on the same terms. There will 
be an issue of consols, which can be taken 
jn twenty-four hours, owing to the demand 
of banks, insurance companies, and es- 
tates for permanent investments. Twelve 
millions can be had for 2½% per cent and 
China will be requirei to pay 4 per cent. 
This leaves a margin for a sinking fund 
and makes it a profitable transaction for 
the government, which can obtain full se- 
curity for the payment of interest and prin- 
cipal by control of the revenues and other 
gources of taxation in China. It may be 
as brilliant a stroke of finance as the pur- 


po of the Suez shares. Bankers huve 
ing to make out of it, but the govern- 


ment will have a goo:l profit. John China- 


mann gs money and will be shrewd enough 


to borrow on the easiest terms. The British 


government can outbid any European power. 
The loan will probably be announced early 
jn the session, possibly in the Queen's 
@peech.”’ 


Protection of Commercial Interests. 
This forecast reflects the general opinion 
in financial circles. It is disinterested, be- 
cause there are no commissions or pickings 
for brokers or capitalists in the issue of con- 
sols. The first duty of the government isto 
convince the financiers of the city that it 1s 
making a good bargain. This will be an 
easy task. The next obligation will be to 
reassure public opinion respecting the safe- 
guards offered for the protection of British 
commercial interests. This ought not to be 
difficult. Hairs may be split on the condi- 
tions of the German occupation, of the Rus- 
sian and French spheres of influence, but 
the British loan will be unmistakable proof 
that to sea power is added the power of 
money on the side of the open market in 
China for all nations on equal conditions, 

The terms of Lord Salisbury’s earliest 
proposals may be quibbled over, compro- 
mised, and readjusted, but the issue of con- 
sols for the benefit of China will be a fact of 
greater weight than the adoption of the 
ee proposition of commercial free- 
om. 

The hearty accord existing between Eng- 
land, Russia, and France respecting Prince 
George's candidature for the Governorskip 
of Crete is an earnest of the final adjust- 
ment of the questions of financial diplo- 
macy which have arisen in China. Mr. Ger- 
ald Balfour, who has been living with his 
brother in Downing street for a fortnight 
and has received his latest cue from Lord 
Salisbury, declared last night at Leeds that,

Afraid of American Investments. 

The American list remains the only active 
feature of the Stock Exchange, where little 
has been going on for several months. A 
prominent banker tells me that there are 
many inquiries for bonds and some heavy 
purchases of stocks, but when pressed for 
details he admits that the dealings are for 
New York purchasers and that English in- 
vestors are not increasing their holdings. He 
considers, however, that the vote of the 
House on the silver resolution, following 
President McKinley’s emphatic speech on 
currency reform, has produced a most favor- 
able impression in financial circles here. 

This cannot be denied, but the Senate vote 
on the Teller resolution has served to deepen 
the conviction of English investors that 
there is no immediate prospect of currency 
reform, and that the future of American 
finance is clouded with uncertainty. 

Every financial writer warns the public 
that with the currency system unreformed, 
and with the Senate committed to silver. 
conditions in the United States are too dan- 
gerous for safe investment. 

Following this advice old investors are 
gradually selling bonds with every fresh 
advance in prices and parting with shares 
which pay good dividends. They are unload- 
ing their American holdings because they 
think that the Democrats may carry the 
next Congressional elections, or, in aby 
event, that there may be another Bryan 
campaign. 

The old-time confidence in American cred- 
it can never be restored in Europe until 
currency reform is taken up in earnest and 
made the supreme issuc in American pol- 
itics. Many of the best informed English 
financiers now assert that the best method 
of helping on that result will be the intro- 
duction of the gold standard in India, which 
will be followed by similar action in Russia 
and Austria-Hungary, and will put an end 
to the silver movement and the bimetallist 
agitation. They are unable, however, to 
agree upon ways and. means for carrying 
out this policy in India. 


Influenza Has New Peculiarities. 

The weather has been colder and more in- 
vigorating this week, with a few snow- 
flakes in the air one morning. This change 
is highly beneficial, for the influenza has 
been spreading rapidly in London and the 
southern counties owing to the enervating 
weather. While every one is wheezing and 
coughing, medical experts explain that the 
influenza does not affect the respiratory 
organs this season, but that it is the cause 
of digestive disturbances. Physicians find 


| it difficult in some instances to differentiate 


between influenza and typhoid tendencies. 
Another -peculiarity of the presert out- 


break of influenza is the fact that it is not 


followed by nervous derangement and men- 
tal depression. A] 

The West End is again full, notwithstand- 
ing the influenza, but entertaining has not 
yet begun on a large scale. Theaters and 
skating rinks are profiting by an increased 
patronage. Thé€ taste for private theatricals 
has been brought to town from the country 
houses, and many amateur perfo:mances 
will be given in London housés in the next 
few weeks. Some of these will be im small 
halls for charitable objects.

LINE OF COALING STATIONS.

1898, by the 
New York Tribune. IA vlolent westerly 
gale, declared by meteorologists to be the 
last gasp of the American blizzard, swept 
over Paris yesterday, blowing down chim- 
neys and impeding traffic. The downpour of 
rain transformed the streets,into running 
streams. The wind veered more northerly 
today, bringing clearer, colder weather. 


Millions for Enlarging the Navy. 

The naval budget, the most important feat- 
ures of which have been adopted by the 
Chamber of Deputies, embodies a program 
which is considered in naval circle the 
French counterpart of the British naval 
defense act of 1889, for it commits France 
for a period of five years, from 1898 to 1902, 
to the active prosecution of a policy re- 
quiring an average annual expenditure in 
the single item of building new ships 


‘amounting to $22,500,000, being 25 per cent 


above the highest estimate for this purpose 
ever voted by any French Parliament. The 
full significance of this is apparent when 
taken in connection with the corresponding 
simultaneous increase in the Russian naval 
budget, which devotes $13,750,000 to building 
new Russian ships; consequently France and 
Russia together will spend during 1898 over 
$36,250,000 for new ships alone, which by 
a singular coincidence tallies closely with 
the $36,500,000 which England has decided 
to expend for the same purpose during the 


game period. 


Chain of Coaling Stations. 

This new naval development of the Franco- 
Russian alliance is a'so making itself felt 
in active efforts now believed to be on foot 
to secure a chain of coaling staticns, thug 
enabling French and Rusian ships to go 
from the Mediterranean to the far East with- 
cut being obliged to coal at British ports, 
With this object in view a French coaling 
station is likely soon to be established at Di- 
boutil, near Aden, while Russian negotiations 
are reported to be in progress to perchase 
trom Holland a harbor on the coast of 
Sumatra, to be used for a Russian coaling 
station. The French coal mines in Tonquin 
are now actively. worked and produce excel- 
lent navigation coal. 


Society’s Interest in Art.

Scandals in High Life. 


It seems that we are only on the fringe 


of the Tatton Sykes litigation. Two other 
cases pending are even more serious than 
that already disposed of. Two insurance 
companies sue Sir Tatton for large sums 
advanced on the security of bills and letters 
of authorization tendered by Lady Tatton, 
which he avers are forgeries. Should these 
suits go the same way as the first, Lady 
Tatton cannot escape criminal prosecution.

The owners of two other famous parks ad- 
joining Cliveden—Dropmore and Hedsor— 
allow the public to participate in the enjoy- 
ment of them, but Astor refuses permission 
even to parties from the adjoining town of 
Maidenhead to come within his gates. Very 
bitter feeling has thus been generated de- 
spite his liberafity in subscribing to local 
charities, and steps are being taken to obtain 
a legal opinion respecting the possibility of 
reasserting the ppblic right of way across 
Cliveden Park, though that right has been 
in abeyance for 300 years. The strength of 
the feeling provoked by Astor’s proceedings 
is shown by the concluding sentence of the 
letter to the Ghronicle: 

“ When we see 80 gross a violation of the 
ordinary rules of courtesy in English life I 
should like to ask whether we may not fairly 
take advantage of a law intending to keep 
the enjoyment and use of travel over Eng- 
lish soil open forever to the English people, 
and give a lesson to very wealthy strangers 
who would not dare to strain the rights of 
property to excessive limits in their own 
countries.“

LAWLESS PRAGUE STUDENTS

World.]—The Mazurs, inhabiting the east“ 
ernmost section of Germany on the Rus- 
sian-Polish frontier, have been ‘politically 
intimidated hitherto by the government 
police, but now they are organizing against 
their old masters. 

The main significance of this movement 
lies in the fact that their fight is mainly 
for the right to their own language, thus 
creating one more obstacle to the German- 
ization of the Fatherland. They number 
a trifle more than 100,000 and their name 
might never have been heard but for the 
Polka Mazurka, whieK this people origin- 
ated. 


Petty Political Intimidation. 

To illustrate the petty political intim- 
idation in Prussia: On Sunday Jan. 
30, the peasants of Kalentschin, an insig- 
nificant village of eastern Prussia, had ar- 
ranged for a meeting to discuss their 
economic and political condition. One 
speaker was to use German, the other 
Polish. The Governor of the district is- 
sued the following letter to the gendarmes 
of the village: 

The place of this political meeting must 
correspond to the legal requirements. Thus, 
all doors must open outward. There must 
be a square yard of space for every three 
people. There must also be an abundant 
water supply on the spot in case of fire. 
Perhaps you can influence the landlord to 
the extent of making him refuse to hire 
his hall for this purpose.“ 

The government hoped by insisting upon 
requirements suitable to a big city to frus- 
trate the gathering of a handful of poor 
peasants in one room of a country tavern. 
Fortunately in this case the meeting was 
held, but it is a typical case of that form 
of officialism which makes Prussian rule 
disliked in spite of its many virtues. 


Wrangling Students. 

These are hard times for neutral students 
in countries where the German language is 
struggling with the Bohemian or Slavonian 
elements. In Prague the German students 
have been forbidden to wear the ribbons of 
their guilds, which correspond roughly to 
society badges in our colleges. Out of re- 
venge the German students of the Vienna 
University try to prevent their Slav fellows 
from wearing thetr’ distinctive dress. 
Pights- are of daily occurrence, in the midst 
of which the Hebrew students, who care 
nothing for the quarrel but very much for 
the education, seek ineffectually for a quiet 
lecture. But the German students are out 
on strike and will allow no professor to 
lecture until their grievances are redressed. 
There would be more sympathy for the Ger- 
mans in this matter had they not shown 
themselves devoid of political generosity in 
the treatment of the Prussian Poles. 


Empress in a Yacht Club. 

The German Empress has become a mem- 
ber ofaclub. This interesting fact has just 
been communicated by circular to every 
meinber of the German Imperial Yacht club, 
and, of course, it is regarded as a most im- 
portant encouragement to the sport. Her 
Majesty once told me that she was much 
opposed to cannoeing as a recreation for her 
boys, but since then evidently her faith in 
boats or the Almighty has become stronger. 

Boating in Germany has flourished most 
abundantly under William II., and what- 
ever sportsmen of the fatherland may think 
about their Kaiser’s politics, they all unite 
in praising him as their patron afloat. The 
year he ascended the throne (1888) there were 
fourteen regattas, with 274 outrigger boats 
engaged. In 1896 the number of boats had 
increased to 708, and last year 712 first-class 
racing boats started. No wonder that the 
chief organ of German water sportsmen de- 
voted a full page in praise of the Emperor on 
his birthday last week. 


Germany’s Foreign Trade. 

The foreign trade of Germany was never 
so prosperous as now, and the general sat- 
jsfaction of Germans is but slightly dam- 
aged by the fact that during this Emper- 
or’s reign 1,000 years of imprisonment have 
been given for lese majesty. 

The grateful Reichstag has eVen increased 
the salary of Prime Minister Hohenlohe, 
although it would have been better had the 
increase been made in the salaries of the 
half-starved schoolteachers and railway 
servants. The salary of the German Prime 
Minister already was too high, for since 
Prince Bismarck and Caprivi the Emperor 
has been his own Prime Minister and has 
had no use for any but clerks, who copied 
his letters and posted them for him.

Edwin Isham and Devol, two American 
opera singers, signed today a contract to 
sing in Arthur Sullivan’s new opera, which 
is to be produced in May. | 


Salisbury Angry at the Thunderer. 

The facility enjoyed by the Kaiser for 
locking up indiscreet editors has a side 
which Lord Salisbury just now highly ap- 
preciates. The British Prime Minister is 
exceedingly angry at the London Times 
for publishing the alleged terms of the 
pending Chinese loan, thus gravely embar- 
rassing the English government and in- 
viting interference by Russia, France, and 
Germany. ‘ 

However, Lord Selisbury should console 
himself by reflecting that, as bribery is 
the final argument in Chinese politics, there 
is good reason for supposing that Russia 
knew all that was to be known quite as 
soon as the Times did. 


Against Territorial Conquest. 

The government is daily giving the strong- 
est assurances through the speeches of 
Cabinet Ministers that England desires no 
territorial conquest. As the Chief Secretary 
for Ireland said on Friday night: Our re- 
sponsibilities in Asia in the way of ruling 
Asiatic populations are sufficiently large al- 
ready, and for Great Britain to annex 
Chinese territory would simply be to accept 
an immense additional burden avithout cur- 
responding advantage. Our treaty rights 
secure to us equality of opportunities in all 
matters relating to trade and commerce. 
We should not secure more than that if 
we were to take under our charge the hun- 
dreds of millions of Chinese.” 

English public sentiment is today singu- 
larly devoid of jingoism. Indeed, I can re- 
call no important utterance regarding the 


eastern situation that might not have 
sounded well in the United States Senate. 


NOT A BACK DOWN IN CHINA. 


Great Britain’s Policy Has Been Mis- 
stated by Those Not Versed with 
the True Facts.

London, Feb. 5.—{Copyright, 1898, by the 
New York Evening Post. I— England is not 
going to make herself ridiculous in the far 
East. That fact, despite all the sensational 
rumors and counter rumors of the last week, 
may be taken as an absolute certainty. 
The truth is that the enterprising journal- 
ists at Pekin, Shanghal, and elsewhere have 
managed to glean one or two isolated items 
in the delicate and difficult bargaining now 
going on between England and Russia, and, 
forgetting that statesmen, like men of busi- 
ness, often ask more than they expect to get 
when the deal has been completed, and, 


without waiting to know the items on the 


other side of the account, magnified each 
seeming English concessions with the old 
French ery. Nous sommes trahis.” Even 
the Tory Standard joined in the hue and cry 
this week against the government on the re- 
port, now known to be inexact, that Lord 
Salisbury had demanded the opening of Ta- 
Llen-Wan only to withdraw it when the Rus- 
sian bear began to growl. 

The fact is that the bargaining 1s still pro- 
ceedlüg. Much as the ministers would like 
to make a full statement to quiet opinion, 
all they dare do is to repeat Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach’s big swear word that England 
must and will insist upon China being open 


to the world. Nothing is more certain than 


that Lord Salisbury’s backdown from this 
position would mean such a how! of execra- 
tion throughout the country, almost without 
distinction of party, that the government 
could no@ withstand it. 


First Victory for Britain. 


One most significant fact, showing the 
success of England's firm stand in the in- 
terest of world-wide free trade, is this morn- 
ing’s new appointment by the Tsung-li- 
yamen of Robert Bredon as Deputy In- 
spector General of Customs, at the request 
of England’s representative, Sr Robert Hart, 
This is the position which Russia has 
strained every nerve to control, for whoever 
controls the Chinese customs can, in a hun- 
dred ways, if inclined to a policy of ex- 
clusion, defeat the elaborate devices of 
statesmanship as contained in treaties of 
commerce and the like. Those who should 
know say that all the Chinese wiles and at- 
tempts to play off Russia against England, 
and Germany against both, are not likely 
to result in any other way than an English 
loan to China, with England's conditions at- 
tached, but if China does get the money else- 
where England will still insist, on the 
strength of the treaty rights, upon a China 
open to the world’s trade. 

American opinion on the Chinese crisis, as 
cabled here, is followed with keen interest 
and perhaps disappointment. Englishmen 
feel so strongly that they are in this matter 
fignting the battle of every free nation that 
they cannot quite undersand the seeming 
apathy in practical cooperation of a country 
like America. 


England Stands with Zola. 

Next to China in England’s eye just now 
stands the Dreyfus case. It is important 
to remember that the trial opening on Tnes- 
day will merely decide whether M. Zola 
has libeled the military authorities—nothing 
more. The real mystery may stin 
be left unrevealed—- namely: the real nature 
of the strange document which secured 
Dreyfus’ conviction, and, ff he was guilty, 
who tempted. English opinion generally 
sides with Zola as the under dog in the 
fight and because the whole procedure has 
been wholly opposed to English ideas of 
justice. At the same tim many reflecting 
persons here suggest that the mystery is 
litule more than silly French officialism; that 
is to say, that Dreyfus really had no em- 
ployer. The flat denials of Austria and 
Italy strengthen this view. They also nar- 
row the possible choice of Russia. The 
statement was made yesterday, on authority 
which it is impossible to dismiss contemptu- 
ously, though the statement is hardly cred- 
ible, that if the truth ever should be known 
it will be found that France's own ally, 
Russia, and Russia alone, is the guilty 
party. 


Members Are Anxious. 


The British Ministers are looking forward 
to a troubled session. They have placed in 
the front of their program bills for Irish 
local government, army reform, and the 
magnification of several petty London ves- 
tries into municipal bodies at the expense of 
the Central County Council of London. Ire- 
land is an unknown quantity in politics 
just now, but the two other items are certain 
to provide the strongest opposition possible 
with renewed splits in the ministerial ranks 
if the government persists in the present 
plans. The House of Commons, like the 
average Englishman, has a deep-rooted be- 
lief that it does not get the value out of the 
army for its money. Yet the War Office, 
while asking for more money, shows no sign 
of an intention to sweep away the cobwebs 
and abolish the crowd of anomalies, steps 
upon which the reformers insist as essential. 

Equally difficult is the question of Lon- 
don government, for public opinion seems 
most disinclined to see the capital of the 
empire robbed of its proper civic dignity, 
based upon representation, and its powers 
driveled away among a crowd of puny ves- 
tries. 

Lord Fincastle and Winston Churchill, son 
of the late Lord Randolph Churchill, are 
both writing books on the Chitral war.

ZOLA’S NEW BOOK IS DELAYED. 


{SPECIAL CABLE BY HAROLD FREDERIC.] 
London, Feb. 5.—({Copyright, 1898, by the 
New York Times.]—Not much has been said 
lately about British politics, for the sur- 
cient reason that partisan movements here 
have been overshadowed, profoundly af- 
fected, and confused by the course of events 
abroad. Next week, however, the ministry 
must meet its supporters and its professional 
antagonists. At the present moment it would 
be hard to say which of these classes dislikes 
the ministry most. Of course, when it comes 
to divisions, the Tories will be found yoting 
to sustain it, even more certainly than will 
the Liberals be found voting against it. But 
everything is on the hither side of the yea 
and nay vote in this extraordinary mixup. 
The truth is, though no one seems to realize 
it, that existing party divisions do not at all 
represent the actual divergences‘of public 


politics. There has been a violent and com- 
plete alteration of the whole foreign situa- 
tion since Disraeli died, and Englishmen 
have personally readapted themselves to 
these changed conditions, but politically 
they remain classified and ticketed as they 
were in his day. 
This creates bewilderment and confusion, 
alike in the ministerial and the public mind 
at every turn. To take two chjef examples: 
Disraeli had the Tory party practically solid 
in defense of the Turk as against. the Rus- 
sian; now the Tories vie with the Liberals th 
their detestation of the Sultan and the whole 
Turkish system, and not a man of them 
would dream of suggesting that England 
uft even a finger to prevent the Ottoman 
Empire from being broken to splinters. 
Again it was a sacred cult of the Liberals 
in Disraeli’s day that England ought to be 
friends with Russia and sympathize with 
rather than obstruct her beneficent activity 
in Asia. Now the Radical papers lead ali the 
rest in their flerce protest against any con- 
cession whatever to Russia. These are al- 
most random samples. Everywhere one finds 
similar and alike perplexing and embarra 
ing changes. 


England’s Isolated Position. 
The resulting confusion could not be bet~ 


than by the factsthat at Con- 


stantinople England is acting with Russia 
and France against Germany and Austria. 
At Cairo, England is supported by Germany 
and Austria against France and Russia, but 
at Pekin Russia, France, and Germany are 
all combined against England, and if Aus- 
tria had any voice there it would also be 
anti-British. 

That it is the most delicate and exacting 
of tasks to steer a way through such a com- 
plicated tangle of conflicting policies will 
be obvious to everybody. That Lord Salis- 
bury has large talents and qualifications for 
such a task there is a general disposition 
to agree, but it is all too wearisome, too 
intricate, too full of small finesse, too lack- 
ing in patent results for the patience of a 


practical democracy like the British. They 


want to see something accomplished, even 
if somebody has to be hurt. Accordingly, 
every time that Lord Salisbury discloses 
that be has committed the country to certain 
demands the Egglish are delighted at a view 
of something definite, and swear they will 
die in the last ditch in order to secure it. 
Then comes the discovery that as the game 
took shape those demands had to be aban- 
doned, and England howls with rage at Sal- 
isbury’s weakness. This has happened so 


the popular temper is excessively irritable 
om the subject of the continental taunts 
that England always backs down.” Today, 
for instance, the Tory papers say even 
harsher things about the government's sur- 
render in China than does the Liberal press, 
and if tho Tory members dared vote as they 
talk the government majority in the House 
of Commons, vast as it is, would not last the 


week out. 
Influence Against War- 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach is known to have 
believed when he put those deliberate words 
about war in his speech that he had rendered 
it impossible for Lord Salisbury to back 
down on the Ta Lien Wan affair. He said to 
his friends that he forced the Cabtnet’s hand. 
The Attorney General, though not in the 
Cabinet, and indescribably a lighter weight 
personally, hoped to contribute to the same 
result by his bellicose utterances. These 
two are unbending Tories of the straighter 
sect, and they represent the feelings of at 
least a dozen out of twenty Cabinet Minis- 
ters. The five Liberal Unionists in it—Cham- 
berlain, Devonshire, Goschen, Lansdowne, 
and James—represent a diametrically op- 

posed view. 

They are afraid to go to the length of war, 
if for no higher reason than that in the great 
national eacitement their little but extreme- 
ly lucrative separate party organization 
would disappear. They have the Queen be- 
hind them, who wants no blood shed while 
she Ives, and Lord Salisbury sympathizes 
with her feelings. This ts enough to secure 
a majority in the Cabinet for peace, distaste- 
ful as the means of securing it undoubtedly 
are to the majority. There can always be, 
moreover, official hints that the royal rela- 
tionship and dynastic understandings are 
working mysterious subterranean results for 
which time and patience are needed. 


Tories Disgusted with Salisbury. 

Much of this cannot be explained to the 
party at large. Perhaps it would fan to 
pacify them even if it were. There isi cer- 
tainly exceptionally outspoken disaffection 
among the country Tories already in town, 
and the provincial Tory papers are fairly 
spluttering with disgust and vehemence. 
This spirit may be imagined by the fact that 
it avails to make Gladstone, by comparison 
with Salisbury, a kind of jingo hero in the 
Tory minds. You hear them recalling how, 
in April, 1885, he slammed a book shut on 
the Treasury table and delivered an ulti- 
matum of defiance to Russia over the Penj- 
deh business with an air of reluctant ad- 
miration. If Salisbury would only close. a 
book of any description on any subject, and 
resolutely keep it closed, the would go 
through fire to support him.

The German Liberal press is not pleased 
with the action excluding American fruits 
from Germany, and American threats of 
retaliation have made an impression. | 

In 1895 Prussia excluded American life in- 
surance companies for the flimsy reason 
that they were swindles on the German pub- 
lic. The plea was absurd, but it was be- 
lieved, because the German papers were 
filled with inspired articles which demon- 
strated (to their satisfaction) that Ameri- 
can life insurance companies in general were 
e danger to Germany. It is well known that 
American meat is vastly purer than that 


made in Germany,“ yet for years Germany 


has violated the,spirit of her treaty with the 
United States by excluding our pork on pre- 


texts as transparent as those which caused 


her to stop the supply of American fruit. 

American diplomatic representatives in 
Berlin are treated with less courtesy than 
their colleagues of other countries, not 
merely because the German government dis- 
likes republics, but because we do rot insist 
upon the rights due to us and our represen- 
tatives. 


Text of the Imperial Decree. 


Berlin, Fe ~The Reichsanzeiger this 
evening publishes the text of an imperial 
ordinance dated today and worded as fol- 
lows: 

In order to prevent the introduction of 


the San José shield louse the importation 


of living plants and fresh plant refuse from 
America, also barrels and boxes and other 
objects used in the packing or keeping 
thereof, is prohibited until further notice. 

The same prohibition applies to the dis- 
patch of fresh fruit and fresh fruit refuse 
whenever the examination made at the place 
of entry may establish the presence of the 
San José louse. 

“This prohibition does not apply in any 
way to goods which enter by ships and 
remain on the ships. The Imperial Chan- 
cellor has been empowered to grant excep- 
tions and to take the necessary precaution- 
ary measures.”’ 


White Is Heard From. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 5.—The following 
cablegram from our Ambassador at Berlin, 
which was received late in the afternoon, 
contains all of the news of today concerning 
the fruit éxclusion decree:

GERMANY MUST HAVE HORSES. 


That Country Cannot Long Bar Amer- 
ican Stock—Fruit Dealers Are 
Much Alarmed. 


Local horse dealers are not alarmed over 
the reported action of the German govern- 
ment prohibiting the importation of Ameri- 
ean horses on the ground that they are af- 
fected with influenza. The disease is de- 
clared to be only an excuse, as American 
horses have never been in finer condition 
than they are today. 

“I don’t care whether Germany shuts out 
American horses or not,.“ said J. F. Berry 
of J. F. Berry & Co. There is a horse 

abroad, and every country in the 
world is snapping up American horses as 
fast as they can get them. Germany has no 
and has been buying greedily from 
us. These horses laid down in Germany 
cost about $140 in gold, and iast year the 
United States shipped at least 10,000 animals 
intoGermany. This is almost $1,500,000, and 
I suppose the Germans dislike to see their 
money getting away from them. But we 
don't care. We can sell horses suitable for 
purposes of exportation as fast as we 
dan get hold of them. The break in prices 
years ago attracted the attention of 
pean countries to the American horse, 
and the demand has now become something 
ndous.

OUR BIG TRADE WITH CHINA. 


Consular Agent Says American Goods 
Are Driving Out the German 
and English. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 5.—In the daily 
consular. reports today is a contribution 
from United States Consul Fowler at Che- 
foo devoted to a description of the Chinese 
territory at Kiao Chou Bay, which has been 
taken by the Germans. The Consul says 
that he does not credit the Chinese reports 
effect that Germany contemplates 
the extension of her sovereignty over the 
whole of Shan Tung Province, but if this 
were so it would be disastrous to United 
States trade, which has more than trebled 
within the last three years in that sec- 
tion. He sends some customs figures on this 
point that are instructive and says that 
the shops are filling up with American 
goods. which are driving German and Eng- 
lish goods out all along the line. * 


KLONDIKERS > COME WITH GOLD. 


Two Prospectors Return and Are Reg- 
istered at the Auditorium— 
Irish Packer in Town. 


A party of Klondikers was at the Audi- 
torlum yesterday in the persons of E. J. 
Short, C. Neebur, and Dr. A. E. Wills. The 
first two are returning miners with nuggets, 
dust, and bank drafts to show for their la- 
bors, while Dr. Wills is a representative of 


the miners of the Klondike country, chosen 


to wait upon the Canadian Parliament and 
ask for changes in the mining laws. 

The first two, accompanied by Carl Hunt, 
left Dawson City Dec. 12. They carried 
result of their labors on 
Bonanza Creek 154 pounds of gold dust and 
nuggets, besides a bank draft for $20,000, 
which was received for.a claim on the Bo- 
nanza. The same claim sold for $145,000 
within two weeks afterwards. K 

Mr. Short expressed confidence in at least 
$25,000,000 worth of gold coming out from 
the diggings by the first boat in the spring. 

I Say $25,000,000 to be conservative,” he 
said. but I shall be surprised if the amount 
does not run closer to $35,000,000. There 
isn't a question of a doubt as to the fabulous 
wealth of the country. All that is needed is 
men and proper equipments to extract it from 
its frozen treasure houses along the creek 
beds. Reports of the discovery of the 
mother lode are fakes, pure and simple. I 
think that somewhere near the headwaters 
of the Klondike and Stewart some one may 
eventually stumble across that wonderful 
deposit, but it has not been found as yet.“ 

Forty-one Germans from New York City 
and vicinity, en route to the Klondike, are at 
the Clifton bemoaning the loss of $15,000 
worth of baggage which was burned in a 
baggage car of the Wabash road Friday. 
They had expected to have left this city last 
night for St. Paul, but will be compelled to 
remain here until tomorrow night pending 
the settlement of their claim for dumages 
against the road, which has promised to 
make gocd the loss as soon as the amount 
is verified, 

The accident happened between London 
and Glencoe, in Canada, and only a bag of 
shoes was saved. The party is under the 
leadership of Peter Schammam, a well to do 
German who came to this country a few 
months ago from Cologne, and was made up 
as the result of an advertisement on his 
part of men to go to the Klondike. They 
are all mechanics. 

James Fakenham of the firm of Kehoe, 
O’Donnell & Pakenham of Dublin is at the 
Leland. The firm is engaged in the meat 
packing business. Mr. Pakenham is in this 
country to study the methods of the trade 
here, and has accepted an invitation from 
Mr. Armour to visit his houses tomorrow.

Tacoma, Wash., Feb. 5.—{Special.}]—Ta- 
coma policemen threaten to resign in a body 
unless their salaries are raised, and go to 
Alaska. So great is the rush of Klondikers 
to Tacoma that the bluecoats claim their 
work has been doubled, as the force at best 
is not large enough to properly protect the 
city. Several members of the force have 
already resigned, and one bobby struck 
it rich in the Klondike, and his letters have 
demoralized those he left behind. A special 
meeting of the Police committee of the 
City Council has been called to consider the 
matter. About three months ago the po- 
licemen presented a petition to the Council 
asking for a raise of $10 a month on all 
salaries. The Council refused to agree to 
the demand, and the members since have 
felt that their case was not as forcibly pre- 
sented as possible. 

Southampton, Feb. 5.—The first large party 
of Klondikers from this country, numbering 
300 people; sailed from this port today on 
board the British steamer Tartar. They ex- 
pect to reach Vancouver in a month. They 
carry a quantity of stores, provisions, and a 
telegraphic apparatus. 

San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 5.— [Special. 
On the steamer Umatilla, which sailed for 
the sound this morning, there were fifty- 
eight passengers bound for the Klondike.

ETHNOLOGICALLY NOT MONGOLIAN 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 5.—In view of 
the question that has been raised as to the 
correctness of the conclusion reached by 
the officials of the State department who 
have been engaged in the negotiations with 
the Japanese government as to the status 
of Japanese in Hawall, after annexation 
js completed, turther inquiry was mado to- 
day to ascertain the ground for the state- 
ment that the Japanese, unless there was 
legislation to the contrary by Congress, 
would be entitled to the privileges of nat- 
uralization if they so desire and are other- 
‘wise able to meet the requirements of the 
jaw. The officials naturally are reluctant 
‘to discuss publicly a question of this kind, 
which must be hypothetical, in advance of 
the disposition ‘ef the pending annexation 
treaty, and, moreover, are indisposed to 
de put in the poaition of laying down legal 
principles. But, in substance, their con- 
tention is that under the laws as they exist 
today Japanese in the United States are 
entitled to naturalization. 

They freely admit that in some instances 
the United States courts have taken the 
ground that such applications cannot be en- 
tertained, notably in the Boston case de- 
cided June 27, 1894, known as In re Saito,” 
but they also assert that the practice of the 
courts has not been by any means uniform 
in this matter and that there are many cases 
where Japanese have been admitted to the 
rights of naturalization without the slight- 


est objection on the part of the court. It 1s 


not denied that the State department itself 
has not been consistent in its treatment of 
the question, as is made plain by reference 
to the existing regulations for the govern- 
ment of the diplomatic service, in which is 
to be found a direction to the United States 
officers abroad to refuse to recognize the 
claims of Japanesé to naturalized citizens’ 
rights. However, the regulation was found- 
ed upon the old statute (section 2,169), which | 
w@s couched in terms so vague as to give 
rise to the varying constructions placed 
upon it by the courts, and the latest view of 


the department is, as stated, that the Japan- | 


ese may apply for naturalization. 
This statute seems to limit naturalization 
to white persons and persons of African de- 
scent. It was plainly a plece of patchwork, 
‘as its history reveals, and an exact applica- 
tion of the test of language to it would not, 
it is held, serve the real purpose of its au- 
thors. 7 
But aside from that the broad question has 
been raised that the Japanese are not,to be 
regarded as outside of he white races, they 
not being Mongolian in the true ethnological 
sense. It is probably sufficient for the pur-

Position to cite these considerations as mat- 
ter that might readily account for the fail- 
ure of the courts to reach unanimity in the 
construction of this law. 
There has not been up to this time, it is 
said, any expression of opinion on the part of 
the court of last resort, the United States 
Supreme Court, and until such an opinion 
shall have been called forth the question 
cannot be regarded as settled. When that 
opinion is rendered, of course, the Depart- 
ment of State will be bound by it, and mean- 
while it has no desire to pose as a usurper 
of the rights of the judicial branch of the 
government. 
As for the conditions that will arise under 
the new treaty with Japan that goes into 
effect in 1899, the department holds that it 
confers upon the Japanese the rights of fa- 
vored nations in all matters. While there 
does not as yet exist any naturalization 
treaty between Japan and the United States, 
this cannot be regarded as a bar to natural- 
ization, for there are no such treaties exist- 
7 ing with a number of countries thé citizens 
of which are admitted to the United States 
citizenship upon compliance with the laws.

SEARCH FOR THE DYING. 


Government Should Establish 
Relief Stations. 


STUDY OF INDIAN DOGS. 


Wonderful Test of Strength and Health 
in Bitter Cold. 


OFTEN FACE TO FACE WITH DEATH

[SPECIAL BY JOAQUIN MILLER. ] 
IRCLE CITY, Alaska, Oct. 26, 1897.— 
Tonight there was a sense of gloom 
over the town and men met in the 
cabins and talked low earnestly. 
The dead and others dangerously 
frozen, all ina day, brought sadness to every 
soul. Why were the men frozen and how? 
They were trying to get to shelter from 
their boats frozen in the river within sight 
of the town. They broke through the thin 
joe and got wet. Their clothes froze and 
they were frozen before they could get to 
shelter. If there had been a cabin or a life- 
saving station they could have reached it. 
Were there not still other men out and up 


the river perishing? Some men said. Let 


us go and see.”’ 

Now, the road up the Yukon, the sled road, 
runs up a slough, a cutoff, and does not 
touch the river for more than twenty miles, 
so if we should take the usual route we 
would not see or hear if such were the case 
or not. Would we go drifting along the river 
in the way of stranded boats? Take the 
road by which the dead men and the frozen 
men were brought in and see? It was my 
duty to find out the woret or the best for the 
newspapers that sent me into this wild and 
strange region, to say nothing at all of the 
humanity of the matter. 

Mr. Canovan, my Canadian friend and com- 
panion, took to the idea with all his heart. 
He always carried some simple remedies, so 
our supplies were doubled to meet the needs 
pf hungry and suffering men, and we lay 
down at night full of sadness and yet full of 
strength and resolution for our new route 
and risks. Of this thing we talked until the 
night was far spent, and we got the idea 
into our minds that there should be cabins 
such as the miners usually build provided 

with the necessaries for belated and lost 
travelers on the way to their mines up the 
creeks and rivers. 

And the idea took the form that these sta- 
tions or cabins, five, ten, or fifteen miles 
apart, as the case might require, should be 
built and sustained by the government; and, 
furthermore, that a family, or Indians, or 
other people who might be content to stay, 
should be kept at each of these places; that 
it would cost no more than a few tons of 
food, and would provide not only for the lost 
or belated or storm-driven travelers, but for 
the destitute Indians as well. At all events 
we would go and see and report what we 
should find. 


Diary of the Trip to Dawson. 


Oct. 27.—First camp in Circle City. We 
meant to get off quietly and early, but the 
purser of the Bella, an energetic young Ca- 
nadian, Captain Hall, pushed out with two 
sieds, four dogs, 1,000 pounds of supplies 
for Dawson two hours ahead of us, his only 
companion a big Kentuckian, Al Robeson. 
AS we pass down the streets with our 
sleds, 150 pounds, a photographer holds us 
up; a crowd gathers and we are taken just 
as we aré about to dash down the steep 
bank to the ice of the Yukon; cheers and 

shouts follow, as we push on past the people 
on the decks of the four ice-locked steamers. 
Snow, a sort of granulated: stuff, as hard 

and almost as heavy as sand, lies three 
inches deep on the ice. We pass many small- 
er boats, broken and half submerged. That 
is all. Not a soul—not 4 sound. It is hard, 
hard work, like pulling through sand. At 
12 o'clock we build a fire by a log in the snow 
and have coffee. We push away from the 
fire and on. Over yonder was where the man 
was found with the snow in his frozen hand. 
Ahead of us lies the boat in which the man 
accidentally killed himself yesterday. What 
Stillness, stillness, deathly stillness! We 
step at a great upheaval of ice, the main 
stream of the river. We travel on the river 
of ice. But now we must cross this mile of 
massed, tumbled, and broken ice. It is 
glorious to look at; glittering cities, little 
streets; great catacombs, tombs, tombs, 
what you will—ten thousand stones. 

Captain Ball was away on the other side. 


We could see him and Robeson resting with 


their sleds, the four little dogs looking no 
bigger than mice. We climbed up steeps of 
ice, slid down the other side, and upset every 
five minutes, then broke our steel stick; this 
left us a boat without a rudder, and the sled 
dashed In every direction on the steep ice 
that dipped to every point of the compass. 
2 last we catch up to Robeson, who 18 
badly cut in the hand and his back hurt. 
He is also suffering from an old arrow 
wound, which is aggravated by this terrible 
experience. Captain Ball catches 400 pounds 
and pushes on up the edge of the river, He 
breaks the trail on his snow shoes. We chop 
ice and drag the three sleds until we find the 
smooth ice. Then the head of the expedition 
pushes in with his dogs and Mr. Canovan 
and I pull in near a steep hillside of small 
Spruce and camp. I climb up to get wood. 
e clears away the snow and puts up the 
little tent, a lean-to 629 feet. 1 pitch 
wood down the steep, but soon start a small 
avalanche, and wood, ax, and axman are

1 Nov. 2.—The big Kentuckian was very 
ame and could hardly leave his bed this 
morning. Keep up, my brave man. The 
darkest hour is just before the day.” The 
day should be near at hand, for this is the 
darkest hour I have ever seen in my life.“ 
Almost as he spoke a little chickadee chirped 
in the snow-laden thicket, and then a bevy 
of little birds came and sat almost within 
reach. Two great ravens winged slowly 
above and then lit on our sleds, and finding 
nothing there to eat they deliberately hopped 
off and walked up our trail, one after the 
other, into camp. These birds are scaven- 
gers, as in the extreme South the vulture 
is, and so they are not a bit afraid, for 
nobody, not even the dogs, disturbs them. 
Pretty soon a little woodpecker, the first I 
have seen in all this North land, began to 
pound the bark of a tree. 

We crossed the ice to the traveled and old 
trail side of the river in a single hour, and not 
half the bother as before, The snow was 
soft and warm, and such a breath of relief 
as we got away from the untraveled side, 
where’ we constantly dreaded we would find 
men frozen and starving. We had done our 
duty. and were none the worse. The sick 
man now for the first time since he got hurt 
stood erect and said, with a shout of delight: 
Boys, I will make it sure.“ 

We had counted eleven boats on the trip 
this far, but had not seen a single human 
being in all the dark days, and now we 
began to feel that: the stories of frozen 
men, inspired by the sad fate of 
the three that had been brought in 
and kept alive, and the bringing in of the 
dead after, were only rumors, Still, we 
would be alert, but whatever we might meet 
now we would at least have a trail and pos- 
sibly company. We are pushing up the 
river, I in the lead, Mr. Canovan pushing the 
sled and I pulling, the two dog teams behind. 
I was a bit careless and got too close to the 
bank, where the snow had kept the ice from 
hardening, and broke in and got wet to my 
knees. Canovan threw me on the sled, 
jerked off my wet clothes, and in a moment 
had my feet in dry gear. Going ahead, Can- 
ovan pulling this time, he soon broke 
through, and the sled with him, but only a 
foot deep. We got ropes and poles and 
pulled him out and built a fire, and soon had 
him dry and safe. You must take off your 


footgear instantly, or it will be ice, and then. 


you can’t get it off and you will surely 
freeze. 


Midwinter Night Camp Scene. 


Captain Ball now took the lead and with 
his better skill kept us afloat. Soon we were 
surprised and delighted to pass a big cache 
of ham, flour, and all that. Now, we know 
that there was no starvation, for starving 
men are always excused for breaking into 
a cache. They of course must leave their 
names and addresses. 

That night we camped in a thick wood on 
a high bank, leaving the sleds on the ice. 
The river had gorged and back water was 
submerging our sleds. We got cut all right, 
but it cost us sleep and lots of bother. An- 
other lesson. A few nights before we were 


startled by a crush of trees and a cloud of | 
fine snow. An avalanche had crashed down 
the steep above us and buried us. We will | 
not hereafter leave our sleds on the ice or 


camp under any steep bluff of snow. 

Nov. 3.—Met several men with a band of 
horses. The dogs wanted to fight the horses. 
They were the first they had ever seen. 


Being broken into silence on that point they : 


fell to fighting amongst themselves, They 
have cut their feet on the ice and are very 
lame and very cross. The horses had been 


on a barge frozen in fifteen miles above and 
were now on their way to Circle City. The. 


men reported no calamities. All in good 


health and spirits. Nearly a half a ton of 
supplies. The clouds are lifting. We camped 


where the horses had been while waiting for 
the ice to harden. Made twelve milés today. 
Nov. 4—Crossed the river for the third 
time. Met three men with half a ton of 
supplies on their way to Circle City. No 
signs yet of either frozen or starving men. 
Camped after twelve miles. Wind, cold. 
Nov. 5—The wind blew a biting gale. We 
got off at daylight passing along up the 
river of the great upland of ice as fast 


as we could. The wind is blowing in our 
faces bits of snow that sting like needles. 


We put on our robes and other robes about 
us, only leaving the eyes exposed. The 
dogs lost all footing and were blown in 
heaps back under the sleds. Five miles of 
this and-we were stopped hy blocks of ice 
as big as cabins, and we turned sharp to 
the right and crossed over through the 
ice gorge to the other side. Canovan ‘had 
his back badly hurt in crossing and Robe- 
son was in great pain. The ice work is 
terrible. The wind fell suddenly and the 
shore ice was perfect now. Ball wanted 
a council. The two brave men lying on 
their backs in the sleds, moaning piteously 
with pain—would they—could they push on 
to Coal Creek, where there was a cabin? 
The men were on their feet at once; the 
dogs seemed to know that it was death 
to stop and so we started on. The men 
refused to either ride or rest, and three 
hours after dark or rather nightfall, for 
we had in our faces a magnificent full 
moon, we came up to and entered the first 
house we had seen for ten such days as 
never Napoleon or any of his men had 
endured either on the Alps or in the re- 
m Moscow. 
ir pho such joy to pull the latch string 
and find wood and kindling dry and ready 
for the stove, and such relish for coffee 
and beans and bacon man never knew by 
sea or land, I reckon. 
Always a Bed of Boughs. | 
It is a custom along here to always have 
wood and kindling and the bed of boughs 
ready for the next. The dogs were fed; the 
blankets were spread, and the men were 
soon lying on their backs, smoking, jesting, 
and laughing outright at our misery and 
mishaps of a few hours before. To our great 
relief we had not seen a single man in suffer- 
ing, and we felt sure we would find no starv- 
ing or frozen men, for boats could not have 
left Dawson in the floating ice so late. We 
all hoped they had passed Coal Creek before 
froze. 
2 Creek is a mining camp, staked 
for more than miles. It was worked up to 
the time the Klondike cyclone struck the 
country, and had quite @ population. Now 
there is not even @ soul. The camp will be 
reopened some day. It is called Coal Cree 
because of its banks of coal. . 
Tonight the northern lights were mag- 
nificent and glorious, full of color and quick 
movement, seemed to surpass anything yet 
séen in this world of wonders.

spirits. For this and for many lesser reasons 
I have had to stop my mind and even my 
eyes from contemplating these scenes. 


REPORT MORE DISCOVERIES. 


Minook River and Its Tributaries on the 
American Side Promise to Sur- 
prise the World. 


Vancouver, B. C., Feb. 5.—The steamship 
Coquitlan, which recently struck on a rock 
near Mary Island, off the southwest coast 
of Alaska, while bound north, has arrived 
here direct from Skaguay, bringing direct 
news of affairs in the northern territory. 
The news that many strikes had been mad 
on the big Salmon is confirmed by a party 
who came out for supplies. Pay dirt yleld- 
ing 80 cents to the pan has been discovered 


in the gravel about bed rock, which at last | 


report had not been reported. , 

On Henderson Creek, five miles below the 
Stewart, good strikes have been made. It 
is likely the stream will prove rich in gold. 

Latest reports from the interior of Alaska 
are especially encouraging. Minook River 
and its tributaries as well as scores of other 
streams in that region promise to surprise 
the world in the next year, and all the United 
States will rejoice. 

It is now generally conceded that the win- 
ter’s clean-up will not be more than $10,- 

The Coquitlan passed twenty steamers 
bound for Skaguay. It is reported that 
Skaguay is already overcrowded and that 
work is scarce. 

Juneau, Alaska, Feb. 1, by Steamer City 
of Seattle, Victoria, B. C., Feb. 5.—A stam- 
pede from Dawson City is imminent. The 
news was brought out by a party of abouta 
dozen men who reached Skaguay on Jan. 28, 
several of whom had reached there by a 
small steamer the evening of the same day. 
Among them was George McKenna of 
Douglas Island, who has been in the Yukon 
for two years. He states that a number of 
very rich strikes have been made. Four 
men in the party left Dawson as late as 
Dec. 26. 

A party of twenty-four men left Dawson 
on Dec. 19 for St. Mary River. They in- 
tend to prospect the Stewart River up Its 
course to and into the Rocky Mountains. 
Gold has always been found in the bars of 
the Yukon. For years the sand banks of 
the Stewart have produced gold, and in 
some places there has been a rich yield to 
the pan. 

As much of the gold in the Yukon came 
doubtless from the Klondike and its un- 
equaled rich tributaries—Bonanza, El Do- 
rado, Hunker, and other creeks—it is argued 
that so also the gold in the Stewart River 
— may come from deposits equally as 
ric 

Two new creeks have been discovered. 
One is in the Klondike district. Here the 
grownd. shows 40 cents to the pan, with 
seven feet of pay dirt to work. The richest 
creek is in the Indian River district, in the 
same vicinity. Eighty cents a pan was 
found in this district, a few inches below 
the surface, with bedrock many feet below. 
This is said to equal anything found at firat 


on Bonanza. or El Dorado. There was a 


stampede to the Indian River district as 
soon as the discovery became known. 


CONTRACT FOR ALASKA MAILS. 


Government Provides for Five Round 
Trips Each Month to Dyea and 
| Otker Points. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 5.—The Postoffice 
department has @warded to the Kiondike, 
Yukon and Copper River company a con- 
tract for tarrying the mails for four years 
from Seattle, Wash., to Dyea, Alaska, in- 
cluding Juneau, Sitka, Skaguay, and other 
intermediate points. There are to be five 
round trips each month throughout the year 
and the compensation is to be $15,250 per 
annum. 

The Treasury department will admit free of 
duty the reindeer to be imported from Nor- 
way for the government relief expedition 
as transit goods from Norway to the Klon- 
dike region in British Columbia and the 


Agricultural department will pass them at 


the port of importation on inspection only, 
without quarantine, provided they are found 
to be in a healthy condition. Under existing 
laws there is no provision made for importa- 
tions of any character on government ac- 
count. 

The Senate Committee on Public Lands to- 
day considered, but did not complete, the 
House bill granting right of way to railroads 
in Alaska. The attention of the committee 


has been called to the proposition of a Cana- 


dian corporation to bulld an all-rail route to 
the Klondike country, and it is said the 
Canadian government purposes to give this 
company 4,500,000 acres of land and to pre- 
vent any other corporation from building to 
the Klondike over Canadian soil. 

The committee has been informed that a 
great deal of opposition has developed to 
this proposition in Canada, and it has been 
suggested that Congress at once take such 
action as will bring about amicable relations 
between Canadians and Americans, so that 
trade relations may not be impeded, and so 
that traffic may be diverted to proposed 
American lines. 

The committee was informed that a bill 
made to meet these desires was being pre- 
pared in the Treasury department, but the 
opinion was expressed that it could not be 
made a part of the bill now under considera- 
tion by the committee because the latter re- 
lates wholly to right of way and land laws. 


It is possible that the other bill will be pushed 


as a separate measure.

Three Kinds of Strokes. 

The various kinds of strokes used on the 
golf links may be roughly divided into three 
kinds. These are the long drive, used in 
starting out for the hole from the teeing 
green; the approach shots, used in “ nego- 
tiating the ball into the smooth space 
around the hole called the putting green; 
and the putting stroke, used to coax the ball 
the remainder of the way into the hole. A 
different sort of club may be used for each 
kind of play, but in general the wooden 
bulger is used for the long drive, while for 
the approach shots Mr. Whigham advises a 
light or médium iron club, and for the put- 
ting process preferably a wooden putter. 

Having supposedly made his initial long 
shots, the player must next attempt the ap- 
proach shot, and this, “in all its various 
forms, is the most difficult and the most 
important part of the game of golf.“ And 
yet this is the stroke that the beginner prac- 
tices least and attempts most erroneously. 
Mr. Whigham warns him to begin by playing 
a very short approach and then gradually 
to extend the capacity of his half stroke. 
Instead of this most young players regard 
any kind of iron shot as a modification of a 
full drive, and go attempt to play up to the 
hole with a flabby and half-hearted full 
swing. If they only knew it they could 
cover the same distance with half the exer- 
tion and twice the accuracy by using the 
proper method. 


Fine Art of Putting. 

In the “short game of getting the ball 
into the hole nearby, with the least possible 
number of strokes, a club called a putter is 
used, which differs from the other golf 


weapons chiefly in the fact that its head Is’ 


at right angles to the shaft, like the head of 


an ordinary umbrella handle. Lest excep- 
“tien be taken to this unhallowed compe 


son, let it be noted that the amateur cham- 
in a similar vein:

Even in the face of this chaos of practice 


‘Mr. Whigham ventures to specify a right 


way of putting. 
In the first place, he has a strong prefer- 
ence for the wooden putter or the ordinary 


cleek or driving iron, in place of the con- 
ventional putting iron. For one thing, he 


believes in a certain uniformity of weight 
and of lie in all the wooden and in all the 
iron clubs, with the total number of them 
as small as possible. For another, he be- 
lieves that the iron putter, pure and sim- 
ple, is useless on greens that are at all 
rough and heavy. 

“It may sound rather an absurd state- 
ment,” he says, but general practice, I be- 


lieve, will bear me out when I maintain that 
if you are going to use the iron club at all 
for putting the ordinary driving cleek is 
a better weapon than the iron putter, which 
is made especially for the purpose.” 

According to Mr. Whigham it is not good 
etiquette co make remarks about your op- 
ponent or his playing, with the object of 
irritating him and spoiling his game. And 
yet he grieves one by admitting that there 
**are a number of prominent golfers who are 
not .above employing these questionable 
methods.“ But he refrains from mentioning 
their names. 

There are also points of etiquette that on-

Believing firmly that latitude in diets and 
in habits of life is desirable in every sport, 
Mr. Whigham thinks there is no need of tak- 
ing even a golf tournament so seriously as to 
prescribe any limited regimen for the play- 
ers. He therefore limits his advice’ to 
recommending that smokers continue to 
smoke and that drinkers sha]! drink neither 
more nor less than at other times. 


How Much to Practice. 


Two or at most three days a week are 
quite enough for exercise even when train- 
ing for a tournament. More than this is 
too much, if the player wishes to preserve 
either his skill or his interest. And even 
then Mr. Whigham believes it advisable to 
take an occasional week off and get en- 
tirely away from the atmosphere of the 
game. The whole object should be to reach 
“the top of your game” just at the right 
moment.

80, 
granted that you have already developed 
your game to the limit of its capacity, you 
should give up playing altogether for about 
two months before the tournament in ques- 
tion, and for four or five weeks you should, 
if possible, keep entirely away from the 
sight of a golf links; even the discussion 
of the game should be avoided.” 

Mr. Whigham says there is no other game 
in the world that involves so great a mental 
strain. In this connection he mentions the 
strange fear of the ball that seems at times 
to come over an overwrought player. 

“It is an extraordinary fact that a small 
and inconsiderable guttapercha ball has 
the most paralyzing effect upon the minds 
and muscles of sane and healthy men, caus- 
ing them to tremble and grow rigid before 
it. This unnatural yet universal obsession 
can be overcome only by constant practice. 
You must learn to rid yourself of this terror 
by pretending to disregard it. Go up to the 
ball and hit it just as if you were not in the 
least afraid of it.“ 

Mr. Whigham’s book contains a practical 
and useful chapter on the proper way to lay 
out a new links, in the course of which he 
incidentally remarks that a city club cannot 
get an eighteen-holé course, with all the ap- 
pointments and improvements, much under 
the snug sum of $100,000. He also drops the 
casual remark that our Western or inland 
courses can never be as good as a seaside 
links, and that there is not a single course 
in America which really compares with the

And so he did on every prior occasion and 
on every Subsequent one, and every minute 
between Occasions—if we are to rely upon 
this royal red-bound book, with the Prince’s 
coat-of-arms and autograph stamped on the 
cover. 


This wealth of different titles under which 


the heir apparent of the British Empire can 
travel is made the subject of some amusing 
anecdotes, of which this is a sample: 
„Many stories are, told in Paris of the 
Prince’s experiences with persons who were 
quite unaware that they were addressing 
the ‘Prince de Galles.’ On one occasion,

His Visit to Chicago. 

The Prince was a young man of 19 when he 

made his first and only American tour, 4 
The primary e was to 
ow the honor of his presence upon Cana- 
da in return for the aid aNorded by 
dian soldiers in Crimean war. The Prince 
therefore made a triumphal pilgrimage 
through that corner of his prospective em- 
pire. But the demonstraticns aroused there 
by his presence were tame compared with 
the furore which attended his non-official 
presence as Lord Renfrew in the United 
States. * 

However, we are told that in Canada 
“there was scarcely a man or woman who 
could speak of him without tears.“ In 
place of tears the United States offered him 
huzzahing thousands and innumerable re- 
porters, both of which appear to have been 
appreciated. 

After firmly declining the offer of Blondin 
to carry him across Niagara upon his back 
on a rope, the Prince crossed the boundary 
and came via Detroit to Chicago. ’ 

Over 50,000 people came out to meet his 
royal Highness at Chicago. then a village of 
unfinished streets, but there, for the first 
time, the Prince broke down from sheer 


fatigue, and the Duke of Newcastle decided 


that it would be better to break the trip 
from Chicago to St. Louls by stopping at a 
quiet village, famed even then for the good 
sport to be obtained in its neighborhood. 
Accordingly, his royal Highness had aday’s 
shooting at Dwight’s Station (Dwight, III.). 
Fourteen brace of quails and four rabbits 
fell to the Prince’s gun.

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“A rather absurd incident marred the 
complete pleasure of the day. As the royal 
party approached a farmhouse an unmis- 
takably British settler appeared at the door 
and invited every one ‘excepting the Duke 
of Newcastle’ to enter. 

„Not you, Newcastle,’ he shouted; ‘If 
have been a tenant of yours, and have sworm 
that you shall never set foot on my land.’ 

“ Accordingly, the party passed on, and 
the farmer, thougt revenged on his old land- 
lord, had to forego the honor of cntertaine 
lug royalty under his roof.” 


At Washington and New York. 
From the ‘West Lord Renfrew went to 
Washington, where he was entertained for 
several days by President Buchanan. The 
war spirit was already at white heat, and 
owing to the solicitations of prominent slave- 
holders the Prince was taken South to see 
the bright side of slavery. But, though a big 
slave sale that had been advertised was 
quietly postponed, the royal visitor did not 
like the South. He went no further than 
Richmond and flatly refused to leave his 
coach to visit the negro quarters. 

The chronicler states that the great grand- 
child of George III. was much more deeply 
impressed as he stood with uncovered head 
at the foot of the coffin of Washington and 
lingered to plant a chestnut by the side of 
the tomb.

The Prince's career at Oxford was shortly 
followed by his marriage, and the chapter 
treating of his romantic meeting with Prin- 
cess Alexandra of Denmark and of the 
festivities that attended her arrival in Lon- 
don—where the young man met her on ship- 


board and kissed her in sight of the thot «¢ 


sands assembled along the Thames—is one 
of the most attractive in the book. 

The young couple were compelled to un- 
dertake the cares of housekeeping at Sand- 
ringham with an income of only $500,000 a 

ear. About $200,000 of this came from the 

nee’s Cornwall estates, $200,000 of it was 
voted to the young groom by Parliament as 
an annual housekeeping fund, $50,000 of it 
was likewise voted to the Princess per- 
sonally, and the remainder came from other 
estates of the young couple.

The two new institutions, and the head- 


quarters for half a dozen others, are located 


in the old Home for the Friendless Building 


on Wabash aventie, near Twentieth street, 


Part of the organizations centering there 
are well known in Chicago and several are 
comparatively new. Taken all together, 
they make the greatest movement to aid 
distress and to better the condition of the 
people of this city that Chicago has ever 


seen. 


The International Medical Missionary and 
Benevolent assdéciation, which is the foun- 
tainhead of all the ramifications in Chicago 
and about the world, originated in the Battle 
Creek Sanitarium. With this institution the 
people of the West and the greater portion 
of the United States are already familiar. 
The sanitarium is now only a small part of 
the whole scheme, but it originally furnished 
the funds which made the present tremend- 


ous developments possible.

The Chicago Medical Missionary and 
Training School is the headquarters of the 
efforts being made to help the poor and the 
wicked in this city. It has ninety students 
taking a one-year course for work in the 
slums. The Nurses’ Training School of 
Battle Creek, which also has a headquarters 
here for charity work, is separate from this. 
Dr. Bayard Holmes and Dr. Sarah Hackett 
Stevenson are on the faculty of the institu- 
tion. The graduates go out into the poor 
districts of this city and nurse the unfor- 
tunates they find, afterwards getting them 
interested in doing good and living a life of 
usefulness to the community. Four dis- 
pensaries, several rescue homes, and like 
places about tue city assist them in this 
work. An untold amount of good is done 
monthly by the pupils and graduates of this 
institution. 

This is the method ot procedure adopted 
by the students and graduates of the Chi- 
cago Medical Missionary Training Schoo! in 
the slums of this city: When a nurse finds 
a home where there are sickrress and want 
her first task on reaching it is to provide for 
the suffering persons in it. This her medical 
training enables her to do. If food or 
medicine ig needed that is supplied. Then 


the house Is cleaned up, the children are 


washed and made tidy, and in general the 
circunistances of life for the sufferers are 
made more pleasant.

true visiting nurses from the Battle Creek 
Training School work nearly on this plan, 
though their efforts are confined largely to 
the care of the sick. Patients who are too 
poor to pay for their services are tended free 
of charge, while others are asked to contrib- 
ute to the general fund from which the 
nurses’ expenses are taken out. In this way 
the branch has proved to be self-supporting, 
and is laying claims to be regarded as one 
of the best of Chicago's semi-charitable in- 
stitutiens. 

Among the students of the two schools at 
the old Home of the Friendless Building 
there is a remarkable organization, known 
as the Lifeboat Rescue Service.“ It con- 
sists of thirty-five young women who go out 
on the streets each night from 9 to 1 o'clock 
endeavoring to rescue fallen women. They 
wear a white badge by which they are 
known to the police, and accomplish many 
reformations. They are aided in their work 
by a rescue home established on Thirty- 


porary home of the same kind inside the 
Twentieth street entrance of the college 
building. Homes and employment are 
found for their converts. 

The Workingmen's Home at 42 Custom 
House place was the first of the institutions 
established in this city by the International 
Medical Missionary and Benevolent asso- 
ciation. It was commenced during World's 
Fair times and has been continued with the 
greatest success ever since. Tramps, thugs, 
and the unemployed of all sorts and condi- 
tions are taken into this institution and 
renovated. They are first given baths and 
their clothes washed. Then they are sup- 
plied with wholesome food at absolute cost, 
to pay for which they have to work. Lodg- 
ing for a night costs 10 cents, There are 
gospel meetings every night. Many are 
sent out to work in various places about the 
city, and the rest are employed in the carpet 
and broom factory run in connection with 
the home until they can obtain permanent 
situations.

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BELIEVED TO BE NOAH'S 
OWN STORY OF THE FLOOD. 


Remarkable Discovery of a Tablet Bearing an Account of 
the Deluge Made by Professor Schiel in the 
Ruins of the Old City of Sippara. 


STUDENTS PLACE ITS AGE AT FOUR THOUSAND YEARS 


MONG the many ancient biblical 
cities whose ruins dot the Babylonian 
plain and lie buried deeply in the 
sands of that historic soll is one that 
for years has been looked upon by 
scientists as probably holding within its 
depths many secrets of the past—secrets of 


the dawn of civilization and earliest history | 


lof mankind. It is the City of Sippara, of 
‘whose ruins nothing now remains but a few 
crumbling walls in the last stages of decay. 
In this city, so Berosus, the great ancient 
historian, tells, Noah, previous to the Flood, 
‘puried the records of the world’s antedilu- 
vian history. Ages have passed since then, 

but those records have not yet come to light. 

Now, however, from the ruins of this very 
icity comes a clay tablet telling a new story 
Loft the Flood itself—a story which in many 
respects corroborates the Hebrew account 
‘as contained in the Bible, yet gives a fuller 
detailed: version than the 

rn. world has ever had. The tablet is 
i . centimeters in height by twenty 
in breadth. According to its deciphered in- 

scription it was written about the year 2140 
B C., or shortly after the time Hebrew 
fehronology says the Deluge occurred. 
The tablet was originally almost square 
‘end inscribed on each side, with four col- 
umns to a side. It has so crumbled with age 
that only portions of the first, second, sev- 
enth, and eighth columns are left. but they 
are the most important part of the whole 
Inscription. 
| Professor Pere Schiel, the discoverer and 
** — of the tablet, says: 

“This fragment that is preserved to us 
shows that the tablet had four columns on 
each side, and in reading it one must pass 
from column four on the one side to column 
five on the other, so that the end is directly 
opposite the beginning. This end is the most 
important part of the whole writing, and 
fortunately this part of the document has 
been preserved to us. Unlike the inscrip- 
tions on most of the ancient tablets that 
from time to time haye been unearthed. the 
writing on this one appears to have been 
made with great care. It is for the most 

exceedingly well written, and the 
signs, although a little worn, are still de- 
cipherable. 

“The writing is in the cuneiform scrip and 
the characters are cut deeply into the clay. 
After each ten lines the writer lightly 
marked the sign for ten in the margin of 
the column and the total of the column at 
the foot, and finally the total number of 
lines at the end of the tablet—in all 439 
lines; The tablet is dated in the reign of 
- Ammizaduga, ‘the twenty-eighth day of 
the month Sebat, in the year when King 
, Ammizaduga built the fortress of Ammiza- 
dugaki, at the mouth of the Euphrates.’ 
Lare gives us a definite epoch—about 2140 

Professor Schiefe discovery is of the ut- 
most importance from the fact that some 
Fears ago George Smith, the great Eng- 
lish Assyriologist, discovered a tablet in 
‘the ruins of Nineveh giving a full account of

RECENT DISASTROUS FIRES. 


With the Exception of the Chicago Fire 
Those in the United States Have 
Been Least Serious. 


‘The largest fire of the year 1897 was what 
has come to be known as the Alderugate 
street fire in London, 
which, variously estimated at first, has been 
put officially at $10,000,000. Ten-millior-dol- 
lar fires are very rare nowadays in countries 
equipped, however imperfectly, with appar- 
atus for the extinguishing of fires, and in 
the United States conflagrations of such 
dimensions are practically unknown. In 
former times, however, such fires were not 
so rare, and what is known as “ the great 
New York flre of 1835 involved a pecuniary 
loss of $30,000,000, which represents, of 
course, a much larger amount, relatively, 
than would such a fire today, the purchas- 
ing power of money being probably greater 
at that time, and, moreover, the system of 
insurance being such that by the failure of a 
large number of companies the insured were 
practically left without any compensation 
for the losses which they sustained. The 
number of buildings burned in the great 
New York fire, which started in what was 
then known as Merchant street, in the Wall 
street district, was 700, and it was not the 
firemen who put a stop to it, but the United 
States sailors who came over from the navy 
yard and blew up a number of buildings. 

The Chicago fire of 1871 entailed a loss of 
$199,000,000 and covered an area of more than 
2,000 acres, consuming 17,000 buildings. The 
Boston fire, with which it ls compared usual- 
ly, which occurred little more than one year 
later, entailed a loss of $80,000,000 and de- 
stroyed 800 buildings, but these were of a 
much more substantial character than those 
burned in Chicago. Only about 20 per cent 
of the Chicago fire losses were paid, but more 
than 60 per cent of the Boston losses were met 
by Insurance, 

The aggregate losses in New York City 
from fires of all kinds occurring during the 
year are now about $3,500,000 and in any re- 
cent year they have never been so large as 
$7,000,000. The nearest approach to that was 
in 1891, when they were $6,900,000, the largest

WHAT A DISTINGUISHED AMERICAN ASSYRIOLOGIST SAYS OF THE 
PERE SCHEIL'S DISCOVRRY.

Pore Scheil's discovery of a tablet containing a Babylonian account of the Del- 
uge much older than that of Moses is interesting, not only to scholars but to all 
readers of the Bible. The Hebrew account of the Deluge found in Genesis has so 
far been paralleled by two Babylonian accounts—one that of Berosus, 1 Babylon- | 
ian historian, whose narrative has been handed down to us by early Greek Chris- 
tian writers, and the other found on Assyrian tablets deciphered by George Smith. 
Both resemble and yet both differ from the Genesis story. 

Biblical critics have differed as to the age of the biblical story, the more con- 
servative holding that, being written by Moses, it is older than his time and was in- 
corporated by him into the book of Genesis, while the newer school of critics gen- 
erally believed that the story was borrowed from Ninevah or Babylon at the time 
ot the captivity or not long before it, at which time the book of Genesis was written. 

The great thing lacking in the tablets found by George Smith in King Assur- 
banipai’s librdry at Nineveh, was that they have not assured us of the age of the 
Deluge story among the inhabitants of the Buphrates Valley. The inscription said 
that they were copied from still older tablets in Babylonian libraries, but we did not 
know how old these original tablets wére. These original Babylonian tablets have,

In 
the same year a fire on South street in Sep- 
tember entailed a loss of $264,000 andanoth- 
er on Fulton street, one week later, caused 
by the vapor of benzine igniting from the 
heat of a stove, $220,000. Such fire losses, 
however, are so rare in New York as t6 be- 
come exceptional, but those in 1891 were un- 
usually large, and further included the burn- 
ing of the Fifth Avenue Theater on Jan. 2 at 
a loss of $170,000; a fire in Franklin street in. 
May entailing a loss of $200,000, and a fire in 
the factory of the New York print works 
in Jane street in July entailing a loss of 


000. 

The largest and most serious fire of which 
there is authentic record in Germany was in 
Hamburg in 1842, the loss resulting from it 
being $35,000,000. The great fire ” of Lon- 
don took place in 1666, and consumed about 
two-thirds of the city, but there has never 
been any very accurate computation of the 
loss, and perhaps no such computation was 
possible. There have been many serious 
fires in France, but no one of them large 
enough to take rank in respect to loss among 
the notable fires of which there is a record.

CHICAGO regrets that it will not have the 
opportunity of extending its courtesies to 


firm, notwithstanding the report a few days 
ago that it had backed down from its an- 
nounced program in reference to making 
Ta-Lien-Wan, in close proximity to Port 
Arthur, an open port.

TWO OBNOXIOUS PROPOSITIONS, 
The subject of revenue legislation was 


included in the call for the special session 


at the urgent request of citizens of Chicago, 
who felt that the present corrupt assess- 
ment system could not be endured any 
longer. 

These citizens would be of the opinion 
that one unclean spirit had been banished 
only to make room for several unclean 
spirits if the Legislature were to pass a bill 
which, while it abolished the Town Assess- 
ors, contained some of those provisions— 
injurious to this city and to the State at 
large—which several of the members of the 
General Assembly are exceedingly anxious 
to incorporate in the revenue system. : 
The taxation of mortgages and the taxa- 
tion of the capital stock of manufacturing, 
mining, and other corporations would more 
than offset all that would be secured by 
freedom from the Town Assessors and their 
blackmailing, boodling methods. 

The taxation of mortgages would raise the 
interest rates in this State about 2 per cent. 
The farmers who are constantly borrowing 
money to improve their lands would have 
to pay that much more for it. The wage- 
workers of this city who borrow the money 
with which to put up houses on the lots they 
have bought, and thus have homes of their 
own, would have to pay more for the use 
of money. : 

The lower the interest rates are the great- 
er is the use of capital in the country and 
in the cities. More manufacturing is done 
and more men are at work when money is 
cheap. So a law designed to make money 
dear by increasing the interest rates is 
inimical to the prosperity of every industry. 
If the valuation and taxation of the cap- 
ital stock of manufacturing corporations 
were intrusted to the State Board of Equali- 
zation that board would become the master 
of the industries which those corporations 
are carrying on. The board could levy 
tribute on those corporations or impose de- 


| structive taxation on them if they refused 


to be bled. 

In either event the manufacturing inter- 
ests of Chicago and of the rest of the tate 
would be crippled. Those manufacturers 
who were not tied to the spot would move 
to some other place where double taxation 
and blackmail were not rampant and try 
to carry on business there. 

Some of.the Cook County Senators and 
Representatives have been doing what they 
could to have the capital stock of manu- 
facturing corporations taxed. | Their con- 
stituents should call on those men before 
they return to Springfield this week and tell 
them there has been enough of that, and 
that if they do not stop it will be useless 
for them to try to retain their seats in the 
Legislature. 

These members must be made to under- 
stand that Chicago wants to get rid of Town 
Assessors, but does not want a law de- 
signed to injure every borrowér and every 
incorporated employer of labor in this city 
and in every other part of the State.

_ ALTGELD AND HIS BESOM. 

Ex-Governor Altgeld, with his usual ver- 
satility and generalship, is trying to manage 

the affairs of the Illinois Democracy and 
save the nation at long range.“ Ina letter 
from California to a political sympathizer 
at Quincy, III., he expresses the opinion that 
the country has been going to destruction 
for the last thirty years, but that “ the great 
Democratic party must now make one 
desperate effort to “ save our institutions.” 
This, he thinks, cannot be done by “ any 
halting, straddling, or compromising ” pol- 
icy, like that which has “ ruined us —i. e., 
the Democracy—in the past, and must, in 
the very nature of things, prove fatal“; 
but by a reaffirmation of the “ second decla- 
ration of independence” of Bryanism and 
free silver. This, he maintains, left them 
“stronger after defeat” in 1896 than they 
“fad before been in victory,” and if stood 
by “manfully ” in 1900 he predicts will 
enable the party to “ sweep this country as 
the hills are swept by the besom of thun- 
der.” 

But the letter is at once so unique and so 
characteristic that its publication as a whole 
will be justifiable: 

Lamanda Park, Cal., Jan. 25.—Dear Sir: 
Ih answer to your favor, I will say that the great 
Democratic party must take no backward step. 
In order to command the respect of the American 
people and save our institutions, it must take a 
positive and aggressive position on the great 
questions that are now threatening our country 
with destruction. Any halting, straddling, or 
compromising will be fatal. 

We had thirty years of this prior to 1896, and 
it ruined us. We made the greatest fight that 
year that was ever made on this continent, and 
we were stronger after defeat than we had be- 
fore been in victory. This was because we were 
fighting for great principies. 

The platform we adopted in that year was 
a second declaration of independence for the 
American people, and it is much stronger now 
than it was then. All we need to do ts to stand 
manfully by it and we will sweep this country 
as the hille are swept by the besom.of thunder,

| As, according to Mr. Altgeld’s testimony, 
the Democratic party has been made 
„stronger by defeat than it has been “ in 
victory,“ there is a reasonable presumption 
that he is only seeking another defeat in 
order that it may be stronger still—though 
he will, of course, continue to hold out prom- 


| ises of success, as he did in 1896. 


The ex-Governor’s tragic style indicates 


that he is very much in earnest, though 


there may be a doubt in some minds whether 
it will be the most profitable or desirable 
thing to have “ the hills swept by the besom 
of thunder.” In the minds of many there 
is a conviction that what the country de- 
mands is a period of peace under the “ genial 
sun Of prosperity.” This would do more to 
bring contentment and happiness to. the 
people than all “the besoms of thunder“ 
(which he probably uses only as another 
name for destruction) that Bryan and 
Altgeld could let loose on the “hills” in a 
century. The people of Illinois have al- 
ready had rather too much of Altgeld’s pe- 
culiar style of besom at work upon the 
State institutions and finances within the 
last five years to be favorably impressed by 
it. On the contrary, the less they have of 
that particular kind of besom the better 
they will like it. 

As Mr. Altgeld now proposes to quit 
“ straddling,” it may reasonably be assumed 
that be intends this as a notice of his in- 
tention to abandon the farce of bimetal- 
lism and come out plainly for silver mono- 
metallism. This would have the merit of 
being logical at least, as recognizing the in- 
evitable consequences of his policy. 

But the people will wait with eager inter- 
est to sec Altgeld get to work with his 
“besom of thunder,” It will be as pic- 


turesque a spectacle as that presented by 


Mrs. Partington in her traditional act of 
sweeping out the Atlantic Orean with her 
broom—and no doubt quite as effective.

her broom. 
MR. CHOATE’S ADDRESS, 
The address of the Hon. Joseph H. Choate 


at the banquet of the Chicago Bar assoeia- 


tion on Friday evening not only established 
the reputation in Chicago which he already 
sustains in the great Eastern metropolis as 
one of America’s leading orators, but won 
the high appreciation of all who had the op- 
portunity of hearing or of reading it. Its 
generous tribute to Chicago—though, of 
course, grateful to every citizen—was not 
the only element which appéaled to the ad- 
miration of his audience and the general 
public. The magnificent tribute paid by him 
to two of Illinois“ noblest and ablest citizens 
—Abraham Lincoln and Lyman Trumbull 
—names honorably linked with the bar of 
the State, but even more conspicuously 
with the history of the nation during the 
most critical period of its existence since 
the foundation of the republic—proved that 
his views of public men were not limited 
to State or sectional lines. . 


When Mr. Choate spoke of Hamilton. 


Webster, and Lincoln as “ the three Amer- 
ican lawyers whose actual public services“ 
—each in his particular era—“ had most 
largely contributed to the formation and 
preservation of the constitution, on whose 
continuance the hopes of civil liberty for 
all coming time depend,” he uttered a truth 
which will become more and more apparent 
as time progresses and American citizens 
read the history of their country with dis- 
criminating judgment. Their lives and 
teachings and what they accomplished in 
establishing and preserving the American 
republic will be deserving of being held up 
for the admiration and to stir the emulation 
and the patriotism of Americans in all ages. 

So, too, Mr. Choate risked nothing as a 
prophet when—speaking of Abraham Lin- 
coln in the city and the State which knew 
him so well and appreciated his noble cour- 
age, the grand unselfishness of his char- 
acter, and his lofty patriotism—he said: 

History has long since decided that to him 
under God the world owes it that government 
of the people, by the people, and for jhe people 
has not perished from the earth. A thousand 
years from now his name will stand as bright 
as today as the synonym of freedom and free 
government. 

Such sentiments as those which charac- 
terized Mr. Choate’s address throughout are 
an honor alike to the speaker and to the 
audience which listens to them with the 
attention and appreciation which they de- 
serve. The two greatest cities on the Amer- 
ican continent will be benefited by the inter- 
change of opinions between such men, and 
it is hoped that the visits of men like Mr. 
Choate may be frequent. 


FOR THE PRESERVATION OF GAME. 

The Fish and Game Wardens of the 
States of Illinois, Michigan, Minnesota. 
and Wisconsin will meet in this city on 
Monday next for the purpose of discussing 
means to secure uniform laws governing 
the shooting and sale of birds and mammals 
and the catching and sale of fish. There 
will be present at the conference several 
members of the legislative bodies of each 
State represented. | 

It has been the wish for years of all per- 
sons interested in the preservation of the 
wild life of our streams, prairies, and for- 
ests that something might be done to do 
away with the evil which results from the 
clashing of the game laws of the different 
States. Efforts directed to this end have 
always met the determined opposition of 
people whose moneyed interests lie in the 
buying of game for market purposes. The 
men who have fought for the cause of the 
animals have pointed out from time to 
time the fact that with the loose laws at 
present ‘prevailing the day cannot be far 
distant when there will be no game left to 
protect. Such statements have been of lit- 
tle avail. It is gratifying, however, to be 
able to say that within the last six months 
the game laws of Illinois, such as they are, 
have been enforced vigorously. 

The officials who will come together in 
Chieago next week should see to it that be- 
fore they separate a plan is decided upon 
to secure as early as possible the passage 
of laws which shall make it illegal to re- 
ceive into any State game shipped from 
States which have enactments forbidding 
its shipment outside their borders. .As the 
law in Illinois stands now a person may 
lawfully receive birds the shipping of which 
constituted a misdemeanor in the commun- 
ity from which they came. This practical- 
ly sanctions the receiving of stolen prop- 
erty. Nine-tenths of the quail and prairie 
chickens sold in Chicago are shipped here in 
boxes marked poultry and come {rom places 
which have non-export laws. The money 
temptation which the city market affords 
overcomes the shippers’ scruples. 

If the game is to be saved there is hard 
work ahead. Let the Wardens see toit that 
plans are made which shall secure this 
work’s proper direction. 


MEW YORK’S SOCIETY OF MUSICAL ARTS 


There is in the City of Greater New York 
an organization known as the Society of 
Musical Arts. Its membership consists of the 
most fashionable and highly cultured people 
of the city, or so they profess to be. The 
object of this society is to procure for its 
members the performance of higher and 
more artistic music, than they can obtain 
at public performances in that city and to 
set a standard of performance for the whole 
country. It has its meetings at the Astoria 
amid environments of the most elaborate 
and sumptuous sort. And lastly, it goes 
without saying that the common herd, 
which this society assumes needs an eleva- 
tion of taste, is excluded from its gatherings 
on the score of fashion, garments, and 
purses. 

Primarily the object of the Society of 
Musical Arts was praiseworthy, even if it 
had not gone any farther than to gratify 
the artistic taste and the longing of its mem- 
bers for the Good, the True, and the Beau- 
tiful. It is discouraging to observe, how- 
ever, that the members soon tired in the 
chase for sweetness and light, for after a 
concert or two the performances took a sud- 
den descent to a plane not only of mediocrity 
‘but of absolute vulgarity, if not of inde- 
cency. One evening the members were 
edified by the spectacle of a young woman 
undressing herself on a trapeze. Then 
came a dancer who had figured at the noto- 
rious Seeley dinner. In rapid succession 
followed such artists as Ann Fletcher, 
Sig. Albertieri, and Signora di Conorli of 
the ballet, Leita Ellis, Louise Montrose, 
Press Eldridge, and others equally unknown 
to refined art, who entertained the members 


in bareback trapeze acts, skirt dancing, bal 


let dancing, and vaudeville performances 
which could hardly be classed as belonging 
to the higher forms of musical art, which 
it is the special mission of this exclusive 
society to cultivate and promote. 

This being the present drift of the Society 


of Musical Arts of Greater New York,

would it not be well for its members to take 
down their sign of high art, for if they per- 
sist in their present course there is danger 
the outside public, which stands in need of 
education, may come to believe that the 
vaudeville theater and the music hall pre- 
sent the highest forms of musical art, and as 
a result these places will multiply indefinite- 
ly. Already there would seem to be plenty 
of them in every large city, and they have 
done inealculable damage to the legitimate 
drama and music. As New York affects to 
lay down the canons of musical taste, such 
exhibitions as these, encouraged and at- 
tended by the connoisseurs and dilettantes, 
are dangerous, to say the least. It is at 
least a singular way of promoting what is 
best and highest in music the Society of 
Musical Arts has entered upon, and is run- 
ning dangerously near the line where police 
interference may have to be invoked. 


THE WRONG WAY TO PROCEED. 

It is no doubt most exasperating to busi- 
ness-men in Oak Park and in Chicago to 
be unable to have accéss to their property 
because street railroads have piled up moun- 
tains of snow in front of their premises. 
The railroads are to blame for not having 
removed at least the snow which they swept 
| off their own tracks and heaped up along- 
side them. | 

But the failure of the roads to do their 
duty does not make it lawful for property- 
owners to take the law into their own hands 
and proceed to blockade the tracks and in- 
jure street car passengers, who have some 
rights as well as the obstructors. 

Furthermore, when merchants, feeling 
that they have been wronged, proceed to 


tion of its cars impossible, all the boys and 
hoodlums in the neighborhood, who have 
not been injured at all, think it is per- 
missible for them to take a hand in the 
sport, and are likely to do a good deal of 
mischief before they get through. The 
climax may be a free fight, in which several 
persons may be seriously injured. 

The police power of the City of Chicago 
or the Town of Cicero is adequate to make 
the street car companies do what they 
ought to do as regards the removal of the 
snow which they have heaped up to the in- 
jury of others. So those who are incom- 
moded should go to the municipal authori- 
ties and insist that they do their duty and 
make the roads behave. | 

That is the proper course to pursue. 
Nothing is gained by heaping up snow bar- 
riers, preventing the running of cars, and 
putting to great annoyance those who are 
in the habit of using them.

ANSON’S RETIREMENT 

With the retirement of ‘Captain Anson 
baseball loses its most dighified and cour- 
ageous figure—a man who has striven 
through a number of years to preserve the 
national game in all its best phases anda 
man who has fought for decency and gentle- 
manly conduct on the field, and by whose 
efforts the club of which he has been typical 
for a long time has come to be known as 
one of the most dignified organizations on 
the national league diamond, His retire- 
ment from the leadership of the Colts is 
received with regret by the devotees of the 
national game, although opinion is divided 
as to its advisability. It has long been 
believed by certain patrons of the game that 
a change in the management and captaincy 
of the team was advisable, and that a 
younger man might make the nine more suc- 
cessful. But whether they are of this opin- 
ion or not, the patrons of the game this year 
will miss the presence of the big first base- 
man who has come to be typical of the Chi- 
cago team, 

Captain Anson retires with a record of 
which he may well be proud. He has been 
a prominent figure in hundreds of games in 
all of which he has done excellent work. 
As the head of the Chicago club he has 
piloted the.team through good and bad 
fortune. During the last few seasons he 
has not done as well as had been expected 
at the outset of the season. Internal dis- 
sension crept into the ranks of the Colts and 
the men did not work together. This fact 
started a sentiment in fgvor of a change of 
management. There were disturbing ele- 
ments which militated against the success 
of the team, and it was believed by many 
admirers of the game that a new leader 
might be able to reconcile the warring fac- 
tions and get more substantial results out 
of the aggregation. This was urged as u 
reason for the retirement of Anson. He 
had served a longer term than any other 
baseball player, and it was believed that he 
could retire on his record and give way toa 
younger man who would be able to secure 
more harmonious work. In this opinion 
there was no desire to belittle the work of 
Anson, nor cast any discredit on his man- 
agement, 

His work has been such as to win the 
respect of every sportsman, whatever his 
opinion of the desirability of the change of 


the first class might not another manager be 
able to attain better results was the argu- 
ment. He is to be succeeded by a man who 
worked with him as a fellow-member at one 
time og the Chicago team, a man of experi- 
ence in baseball affairs, and who it is be- 
lieved will continue the work which the 
veteran has done for the best interests of the 
game. Whether or not he will be able to 
make the club work together better than 
Anson and whether he can secure better 


with remains for the coming season to show. 
But whatever be the future success of 
the team, it will owe a debt to Captain An- 
son, for to him is due the credit of being 
one of the greatest of baseball generals. He 
has done a great work for the Chicago team, 
and can now give way to another, resting un 
the honors which he has already won and 
which the baseball public gladly concedes 
to him. |

But how far can this eapionage go 
in the big universities of the land? The 
governing body of the college or university 
might undertake to restrict its privileges to 
students who were absolute abstainers, 
whether over age or not.

Prohibition Kansas, Iowa, and Maine have 
demonstrated this fact. It is certainly ad- 
missible that by means of local option 
saloons should be removed from the 
vicinity of colleges, and colleges should ex- 
pel students who are guilty of dissipation. 
How much further the authority of the col- 
lege can be safely and effectively adminis- 
tered is a difficult question. 


. &IPLEY SHOULD BXPLAIN. 
The report submitted by the January 
grand jury when it had finished its work 


contains the following: 


We call attention to the growing pernicious in- 
fluence of saloons; repeatedly witnesses before ts 
have testified to the fact that in saloons which 


are the resort of thieves, holdup men, and disso- 


lute women robberieg and burglaries are planned, 
criminals with well-known records issuing from 
these vile dens to waylay men, women, and chil- 
dren. In many cases saloonkeepers and saloon 
employés serve as receivers of stolen property. In 
no less than six cases before this jury it was shown 
that murders were committed either in saloons or 
as the result of saloon influence. The police when 
striving to detect criminals at cnce visit the sa- 
loons, proving that those officers are aware of the 
character of the men who habitually fill them. 


There are in this city many vile dens 
called saloons, where thieves congregate 
and plan crimes. There would not be as 
many if the municipal authorities were a 
little more strict and revoked a license 
whenever the man who held ft allowed his 
place to become a resort for criminals. 

The saloon license ordinance provides 
that when the Police department reports 
to the Mayor that a saloon is the resort of 
disreputable persons he shall revoke the 
license at once. The police are not in the 
habit of making such reports, If they were 
there would not be so many vile dens.“ 

As long as the Police department fails to 
do its duty some saloonkeepers will not hesi- 
tate to seek the trade of the criminal classes, 
They will encourage thieves and robbers to 
congregate in their saloons. If these sa- 
loonkeepers thought the presence of such 


characters would cost them their licenses 


they would be more careful, 

The grand jgry also had something to 
say about the bad basement saloons in the 
central portion of the city. In those saloons 
dissolute women congregate and un- 
sophisticated strangers are robbed, The re- 
port states: 


The police, both detectives and patrolmen, testi 
fied to their certain knowledge of the debasing 
character of these places to the fact that. in known 
instances, they had been running full blast all 
night in defiance of law. They declared that it 
would be to the decided adrantage of society 
and the morals of the city asd an aid to the vo- 
Lice if these places could be permanently closed 
énd their keepers driven out ef business. 

The Police department can drive all these 
keepers out of business. It can have the 
license of every one of them revoked. Why 
is not that done? Why are not the facts re- 
ported officially to the Mayor?

DANIEL’S CONTRADICTORY STATEMENTS 

In the course of the debate on the Teller 
resolution Senator Daniel of Virginia repu: 
diated any desire to pay the holders of gov 
ernment bonds in cheap dollars, and thus 
defraud them. He stated that “we propose 
to pay those creditors in sound dollars, dol- 
lars which today will buy in any market of 
the world just as much of the produce of 
the world as a gold dollar.“ 3

coined free] there will be no more 44-cent 
bullion.” “To practice a preference for 
gold is itself to keep silver continually down 
to prevent it rising to the gold value.”

Two currents of influence would be set in opera- 
tlon—the gold doliar to a decline, the silver dol- 
lar to a rise. To what extent those influences 
might operate to bring them into exact equiva- 
lents of each other must, in the nature of things, 
be conjectured and no complete test can ever be 
made except by experiment. 


Senator Daniel, being of an inquiring 
turn of mind, is anxious to see the experi- 
ment tried—at the expense of others. 

Senator Daniel makes two contradictory 
statements as to the value of his free coin- 
age 16 to 1” dollar—that it will be worth 
as much as the present gold dollar and also 
that it will not be worth as much as the 
present gold dollar. What its actual value 
will be he does not venture to state. 

The silver mine owners believe that free 
coinage will add largely to the gold value 
of silver. They want to get more gold for 
their silver, so they may make larger profits. 
They would be delighted if silver bullion 
were to become worth 129 cents an ounce 
in gold, in which event a free coinage silver 
dollar would have fully as much purchasing 
power as a gold dollar. 

But there is not one of them who has the 
faintest idea that free coinage will make 
sixteen ounces of silver worth as much as 
one ounce of gold. They anticipate at the 
most an advance of 30 or 40 per cent in the 
value of their product. They are oversan- 
guine, for in the event of free coinage the 
price of silver would go up only a few cents 
and the advance would not be permanent. 

Nor does Senator Daniel believe that a 
“16 to 1” free coinage silver dollar will 
ever buy in the markets of the world as 
much as a gold dollar will. He does believe, 


undoubtedly, that a free coinage silver 


dollar will be worth more than 44 cents, 
but much less than 100 cents. 

That being the case he ought to explain 
why he thinks it is right for the government 
to put in circulation dollars which will be 
worth less than 100 cents, and compel, by 
retroactive legal tender laws, those who 
have loaned or deposited 100-cent dollars 
or sold land or goods on time, to be paid for 


in 100-cent dollars, to accept an inferior 


dollar. 

The Senator alleges that after free coin- 
age is allowed the gold dollar will decline 
in value and the silver dollar increase in 
Value until they meet, somewhere between 
44 cents and 100 cents. The gold dollar will 
not lose in purchasing power unless the gov- 
ernment cuts it in half, as Coin Harvey

| were to depreciate the value of the present 


gold dollar, what moral right has the govern- 
ment 80 to legislate as to reduce the value of 
all existing obligations? What right has the 
government to interfere with contracts by 
lowering in any way the value of the money

Senator Daniel did not throw any light 
on that point. Bryan never has explained 
it.

In contrast with Germany's recent course 


> in China is the conduct of the United States 


in a matter of nearly the same nature, the 
parallel being striking chiefly because of 
their contemporaneous occurrence. A couple 
of German missionaries who had excited the 
ill will of Chinese barbarians were murdered 
and Germany promptly turned their blood 
into diplomatle dollars, with the most inso- 
lent disregard of international usage. About 
the same time two American sailors were 
murdered in Japan. Inasmuch as the United 
States was not seeking a pretext for.terri- 
torial grand larceny, the cases have taken 
the usual diplomatic course. It appears, 
however, that the United States has a 
serious contention with Japan in regard to 
at least one of these murders. Admiral Mc- 
Nair, writing to Minister Buck (the corre- 
spondence having just been submitted to 
Congress), says: 

The actions of the Japanese authorities in this 
case haye been characterized by a lack either of 
energy or intelligence, or both. 

‘He refers to the killing of William Mont- 
gomery, in which case the Japanese gov- 

.ernment seems to have done nothing in the 
cause of justice or in response to the de- 
mand of the American Minister. Japan also 
has been grossly negligent in its investiga- 
tion of the murder of Sallor Frank Epps. 
According to a letter from Admiral McNair 
to Secretary Long no attempt was made to 
secure the depositions of the mate and sea- 
men of the Saint Enoch, a British sailing 
ship, Who were witnesses to the Epps mur- 
der. This country seeks no quarrel with 
Japan, but steps should be taken to impress 
upon the Mikado’s government a realiza- 
tion of the fact that the United States must 
not be trified with in so serious a matter. 


THaT barometer of business activity, bank 
clearings, makes a remarkable showing for 
January. being 36.3 per cent larger than the 
same month a year ago, and 7.1 per cent 
larger than January, 1892, which, according 
to some authorities, was the year of the 
greatest prosperity the country has ever 
known. Thus the record is broken early in 
the period of returning prosperity, promising 
much for the future if sound principles, as 
advocated by the Republican party, are al- 
lowed to control the polities of the nation.

Modern Verdict Is They Are 
Figments of the Senses, 


ALL KINDS OF “GHOSTS.” 


Hallucinations Whether They 
Are Seen or Heard. 


TRICKS OF THE FACULTIES. 


ASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 26.— 
„Ghosts are the common property 
of mankind, and only persons of 
scientific training are able to exor- 
cise them.“ 

The speaker was Major J. W. Powell, di- 
rector of the Rureau of Ethnology, who has 
given a great deal of atfention to this branch 
of research. He added: | 
“There is hardly dhybody who has not 
seen or heard ghosts on one or more occa- 
sions in his life. Some thousands of such 
instances have been assembled by the Socie- 
ty for Psychical Research, and efforts have 
been made to show that this was a method 
adopted by disembodied spirits for com- 
municating ideas to living persons. It has 
been attempted to show that in many cases 
the communications were truthful and yield- 
ed valuable information. But science knows 
now that all such ghosts are merely the off- 
spring of hallucinations. A hallucination, 
once recognized as something actually ob- 
jective, becomes a ghost. 

Thus we can see how a ghost may speak, 

may be seen, or may even be smelt, inasmuch 

as the ear, the eye, and occasionally the nose 
are affected by hallucinations. Having 

boiled down the subject, which has been a 

problem of ages, to this point, the discussion 

of hallucinations becomes exceedingly in- 
teresting. We find that hallucinations of 
vision are the most common kind, and hence 
it is not surprising that ghosts are seen 
much more often than they are heard. Por- 
son, the famous scholar, used to have as his 
constant companion a little old woman in a 
red cloak. She accompanied him on his 
daily walks abroad, and was usually with 
him in his study, sitting on a chair. Realiz- 
ing that the apparition was a mere creation 
of his own brain, he was accustomed to 
amuse himself with it, sometimes poking 
his stick through it. A certain German gen- 
tleman of distinction, when taking his usual 
afternoon stroll, used to see regularly, on 
reaching a certain spot, the leading horse- 
men of a squadron of cavalry crossing the 
street at a little distance in front of him. 

One day it occurred to him to wonder why 

the rest of the troop did not follow, and he 

soon discovered that the cavalrymen were 

. phantoms. 

Some Celebrated Phantoms. 
The case has been recorded of a sick per- 
son to whom there appeared occasionally 
the specter of a hideous old woman, the ap- 
parition always preceding an attack of his 
malady. The old woman advanced and 
struck him on the head with her cane, where- 
upon he fell to the ground in convulsions. 
In another case the devil appeared in shad- 
owy form. Hallucinations are often patho- 
logical—that is to say, associated with con- 
ditions of disease. Dying people sometimes 
behold pleasant landscapes and the faces of 
angels. The commonest visual deceptions 
are black rats, cats, snakes, spiders, shining 
stars, and flery spheres. Either they pass di- 
agonally across the field of vision, or else, 
as is more usual, they come from behind, 
hasten past, and disappear in the darkness. 

‘Philosophers and artists are especially 
liable to hallucinations. Religious ecstasy 
is apt to Inspire them. The vision of Joan of 

Are is an example. Emanuel Sewdenborg 

was privileged to behold the Deity himself. 

He was carried by the Holy Spirit through 

space to the gates of hell, and then borne in 

a golden chariot up to heaven, where he saw 

choirs of saints and angels singing around 

the throne and received a message from God.

casionally a person who is subject to this 
kind of deception hears taunting or insult- 
ing voices calling after him in the street and 
making injurious insinuations about him. 
Avery strange kind of auditory hallucination 
is what is called ‘ audible thinking,’ wherein 
the sufferer hears his own thoughts spoken 
aloud and imagines that they can be heard 
by everybody, or else hears them repeated 
or dictated to him by an imaginary being. 
A woman, while walking alone, hears a voice 
calling to her; she turns around, but there 
is no one. While she is at her work familiar 
voices speak in her ear. She hears them on 
both sides, but perhaps chiefly on the right. 
A famous Minister of State constantly heard 
insulting words spoken in his left ear. The 
words were heard most distinctly when he 
was lying on the other ear, or when that ear 
was otherwise closed. The case is recorded 
of a lady who, after a dinner party, heard 
repeated not the conversation of the per- 
sons to whom she had been listening at the 
dinner, but the talk of her neighbors on the 
other side, which she had not consciously 
noted at the time. 

Causes and Effects. 


** Visions of colors are sometimes produced 
by drugs, and are due to subjective stimulsa- 
tion of the organs of vision. Dr. Theodate 
Smith, a woman expert in experimental 
psychology, made some interesting trials 
not long ago of the effects of a species of cac- 
tus which is used for intoxicating purposes 
by the Kiowas and other Indians of the 
southern prairies.

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HE success which has attended the 
first week of Nathan Hale” leaves 
little doubt as to the future prosperity 
of Mr. Clyde Fitch’s play, and Mr. 
Goodwin may be congratulated upon 
having secured a valuable property. At the 
same time he must be given ample credit for 
having mounted the piece in so generous a 
nner. A loving care has been lavished 
upon every detail of scenery and costume, 
and the result fully justifies the expenditure 
of labor. Nothing, perhaps, is more indica- 
tive of the scale upon which the production 
has been made than the elaborate and really 
exquisite setting for the last scene in the 
apple orchard, which, as far as the book 
goes, consists of exactly three lines.

Granted, 
then, that Nathan Hale is correctly por- 
trayed by the author from the popular point 
of view, it is hard to see how any one could 
improve upon the exposition of the charac- 
ter given-by Mr. Goodwin, His methods are 
perfectly quiet and restrained, and he cer- 
tainly impresses his audience. 

But the hero intended by the author was 
not simply this straightforward hero; at 
least the lines do not show it. It must be 

embered that Hale was young and in 
fove. He was also loved in turn by a beau- 
tiful woman. The dramatic situation of his 


the second act, when he has to choose be- 
tween his love and what he conceives to be 
his duty. It is a great struggle, but duty 
and’ patriotism finally win the day. 
In Mr, Goodwin's rendering of the part the 
struggle is hardly evident at all, partly be- 
cause his Hale is altogether too much of a 
hero, a man who never could deviate from 
the straight path before him under any cir- 
cumstances, and partly because Mr Good- 
win doch not play the ardent lover with any 
conviction. It is all very well to talk about 
love in the language of poetry and to play 
the ight comedy lover as he does in the be- 
ginning of the second act. A man may talk 
and behave ip such a manner without feeling 
the passion of love at all: with him love is 
merely a pretty game to be interrupted at 
once when weightier business is on hand. 
And so the call to danger and death finds 
him ready to thrust aside his affections as he 
would any other light fancy without any 
t pparent effort. He is not only unflinching 
en his own account, but he is even unmoved 
by the pain which he causes the woman he 
is supposed to love, 

o one who witnesses the second act of Na- 
than Hale can be convinced that the soldier 
really passionately in love with anything 
except his own profession; consequently the 
mental struggle which ought to show itself 
inthe closing scene is almost entirely missed. 

The same lack of passion robs the third act 
of its verisimilitude. As has already been 
pointed out, the probabilities if not the pos- 


roughly im that act where Mather Hale s 
the spy so badly, where the villain warns his 
victim, and the victim quietly steps into the 
0 trap after it has been pointed out. 

. the one thing which will make that 

third act plausible is a strong exhibition ot 

passion on the part of Hale.in the previous 
scenes. Alice has already shown her ap- 
preciation of the dangerous position they are 
both in, and she will not betray herself. 
Hale, on the other hand, is wrought up toa 
state verging upon madness by the wild de- 
sire to hear once from the lips of Alice that 
phe loves him, and to hold her if only fora 
second in his arms. This is a possible situa- 
tion, granted that Hale is a man of this pas- 
sionate temperament. But if, on the other 
hand, be is more of a soldier than a lover; 
if he has been able to give up his love with- 
out a visible qualm in order to start upon 
dangerous mission, it is certain that now, 
ben the danger is upon him, he will think 
far more of the success of his plans than of 
his love for Alice Adams. He would be a 
foal to fall into the trap laid for him by 

Pittroy, unless he is overcome for the mo- 
Ment by an uncontrollable passion. 

Here, then, lies the weakness of Mr. Good- 
Win'e rendering of the part. Either his 
conception of Hale's character differs from 
What must have been the author's, and he 
bélieves the spy to have been a man of 
aption with a heroic sense of duty with 
whom so mundane a folly as love could 
only be for his lighter moments, or else, in 
endeavoring to play the part quietly and 
naturally, he has gone rather too far and 
underestimated the force of a man's passion 
tor the woman he loves. Whichever may 
be ihe case, the fact remains that he does 
hot impress his audience with the idea that 
there is any real struggle in his mind in the 
second act, nor does he make the third act 
entirely convincing. His reading of the sec- 
ond act might be correct, for Hale might 
easily have been just such a hero as Mr.

An exhibition of twenty-two oil paintings 
by Mrs. Cornelia Cassady-Davis will open 
at Moulton’s Gallery on next Wednesday. 
The subjects are, with two or three excep- 
tioas, illustrative of the life and character 
of the Moqui Indians in Arizona. Several 
of them depict the dances and rites of this 
interesting people, among whom slavery 
and witchcraft are still extant, and whose 
religious superstitions receive more fanat- 
ical support than those of any other tribe. 

Mrs. Cassady-Davis is the first artist who 
ever persuaded the famous snake dancers 
to pose in their ceremonial costumes and 
decorations. Her most important picture 
is a scene in the dance where the priests 
of the order. carrying live rattlers and other 
Snakes in their hands and even in their 
mouths, are dancing about the snake-rock, 
where the ceremony annually takes place. 

Other 7 show the women carding 
or weaving blankets or the men gambling 
at cards. 

_ Several portraits of the important person- 
ages of this and the Zuni tribes, which are 
shown, are excellent character studies, and 
particularly well painted. Among these are: 
Chat-cho-nes, a chief; Capi-t-y, the Gov- 
ernor of Zuni; and Hosteen-tzo, a gambler. 

There are several figures and groups of 

young girls with their hair dressed in the 


far another when ‘they marry, and figures 
of priests and dancers of various orders. 

Of the pictures not treating of Indian sub- 
jects a large one, “ From Foreign Pa * 
showing a sailor boy surrounded by a gro 
of children looking over his shoulders at a 
book, is admirably executed, though not so 
fresh in color as the other works.

The first was a con- 
ception founded upon the fable of the 
Egyptian moon goddess, Anahita, and the 
second on his admiration for Columbus. 


A new method of applying color for dec- 
orating ‘services has been devised by M. 
Charles Henry. It consists in rendering 
permanent the iridescent colors of the 
pellicle formed by dropping oll or turpen- 
tine or other volatile spirits on water. M. 
Henry’s invention consists in adding to the 
volatile spirit some substance which, as 
the spirit evaporates, will remain fixed at 
the same time that it retains the properties 
of the spirit pellicle. For this purpose he 
employs bitumen or resins of certain kinds, 
dissolving them in turpentine and allowing 
a drop of the solution to fall on the water. 
The solution spreads, as turpentine alone 
would do, but, as the turpentine evaporates, 
a thin, permanent film of resin is left, which 
exhibits the iridescent colors of the original 
liquid. This permanent film is then taken 
up on paper, to which it gives a beautiful 
iridescence,. Hither black or white paper 
may be employed, the former giving greater 
brilliancy and the latter greater softness. 
While the liquid solution is spreading over 
the paper the colors may be artificially modi- 
fied by blowing on the film, or by whistling 
near it, or in other ways, and these varid- 
coe will be perpetuated in the finished 
wor 


At A. H. Abbott & Co.’s there may de seen 
this week a collection of twenty-four paint- 
ings ot flowers in water color. Nearly all 
display color and execution far above the 
average merit of works of this class. Many 
varieties of flowers are treated and among 
them several which are native to the South- 
ern States.

‘DULLNESS OF MARKET RELIEVED BY 
IMPORTANT DOWN-TOWN LEASES. | 


Removal of James Wilde Jr. & Co. to | 

Wabash Avenue—Second Loan in 
Chicage at 32 Per Cent Interest—Af- 
fairs in the Real Estate Board— 
Building Operations During Janv- 
ary Less than for the Corresponding 
Month Last Year. . 


‘The real estate market retains its dullness 
of several months’ duration so far as sales 
are concerned. This department of the bus!- 
ness is in an unsatisfactory condition to the 
dealers. Many complaints are made by 
prominent offices that, despite the large 
force of experienced men employed in nego- 
tiating sales and the extra efforts made to 
close deals, the results are discouraging. 

This condition of affairs applies to all 
classes of property. There seems to be as 
little activity in the transactions involving 
acres and residence lots as in central busi- 
ness property. 

It is not believed that the present gloomy 
gituation will last long, as the outlook for 
the development of various enterprises with- 

in the next few months is regarded as excel- 
lent. Inquiries for properties for investment 
‘and for speculative purposes are growing 
more frequent and within a short time it is 
believed will result in a measure of activity 
in the market. 

House renting agents will be willing to re- 
new leases at the present prices this season. 

It is evident to all that any attempt to raise 
rates will result in a more general immigra- 
tion to the country than at any previous 
time. It also happens that a large amount 
of yacant space in houses and flats exists. 
‘Landlords do not anticipate that they will 
be called upon to make quite as many con- 
cessions this year last, for they feel 
rentals are at the bottom notch. They be- 
lieve the improvement in the business world 
will have the effect of improving the finan- 
cial condition of tenants so that they will 
be able to pay present rentals without de- 
manding any extraordinary concessions. 

The renting season will be early this year, 
as many of the agents will insist on term 
Jeases of present tenants before the regular 
time for renting is here, in order to secure 
them for the summer months wherever pos- 


Activity in Leases. 


A number of important transactions in 
leasehold interests in central business prop- 
erty relieved the dullness of the general mar. 
ket to great extent last week. Prominent 
firms are figuring on properties for their use, 
and it is probable that several transactions 

of this character will be closed soon.

FAVOR GOLD STANDARD. 


BOARD OF TRADE DIRECTORS ADOPT 
A SERIES OF RESOLUTIONS, 


Wish Government to Withdraw from 

the Banking Business—All of the 
Advance in Wheat Is Lost—Exports 
Are Extremely Light and Liverpool 
Is Lower on Futures—Estimates of 
Hog Movement Liberal—Through 
Billed Oats in Excellent Demand. 


The Chicago Board of Trade has voiced its 
sentiment on the question of the gold stand- 
ard in the following preamble and resolution, 
which were adopted by the Board of Di- 
reciors of the board at its regular meeting 
held last Tuesday: 

Whereas, In the recently presented report 
of the commission appointed by the Indianap- 
olis monetary convention the people of the 
United States have had presented for their 
consideration, for the first time in nearly 
forty years, a draft for a complete, con- 
sistent, and deliberately planned monetary 
system; and 

Whereas, In the light of the best eco- 
nomic thought of the day and our own and 
the world’s experience, this plan of the com- 
mission would, if enacted into law, plece the 
finances of the country upon a stable and en- 
during basis: 

First—By maintaining gold as our stand- 
ard of value, as it is of all the great com- 
mercial nations of the world; 

Second—By providing for the la 
sible use of silver consistent with the main- 
tenance of the gold standard, which is the 
only real bimetallism or concurrent use of the 
two money metals and which is found only 
in gold standard countries; 

Third—By withdrawing as soon as pos- 
sible the general government from tho is- 
suance of all forms of credit currency, thus 
recognizing the fact that every form of paper 
currency being simply a demand note, its 
payment on presentation should not be de- 
pendent on either an accumulated surplus, 
the floating of a long-time loan, or the col- 
lection of a tax—the only processes by which 
a government can provide for such payment, 
and which payment can never be enforced 
a sovereign government by process 

Fourth—By establishing a system of 
banks truly national in all respects and so 
under the control and supervision of the gen- 
eral government that the paper currency 
issued by them shall be absolutely safe; that 
being elastic it shall be always responsive 
to the demands, and therefore equal to the 
needs of the business of the country: that 
it shall be redeemable in gold on demand 
at the United States Treasury and the differ- 
ent Subtreasuries, the gold for this redemp- 
tion being provided by the banks who 
through their advances on the exchangeable 
property of the country are always in pos- 
session of quick assets which may be used 
for its purchase: all the gold in the world is 
at the command of him who will pay the price 
for it, and in this case the government 
stands by to see that this purchase is made 
when needed; that by the reserves required 
to be kept, by the frequent examinations pro- 
vided for, and by the severe penalties for 
fraudulent banking enacted the depositor has 
all the protection possible under any law: 
and, that by the establishment of branch 
banks and those of small capital the loanable 
funds of the country may be so distributed

The strength in corn and oats, an 
ticularly in oats, was 
nounced 13 to be a factor in a pecu- 
Harly dull wheat market. The wheat mar- 

ket conditions were just as unfavorable to 
the professional traders as at any previous 
time during. the week, and the light volume 
of business was still further restricted by 
the desire on the part of operators to even 
up over Sunday. The Liverpool cables were 
by no means an inspiration, and on the 
early morning curb wheat was quotable at 
Date, or %c below the previous close for 
May delivery. May wheat sold sparingly 
at that price right after the opening, and it 
proved to be the low figure for the day. 
Considering the dullness and lack of trade, 
as well as the absence of any considerations 
of a character to influence prices, the range 
covered was quite remarkable. May wheat 
sold up to 9544@95%c and July to 84%@84\c. 
All of the advance was lost before the close, 
the last price for May being 95c and for 
July being 83%c bid. The Northwestern re- 
ceipts of 387 cars, against 320 the previous 
week and 279 the same week last year, con- 
stituted one of the bearish considerations. 
The press dispatches telling of the willing- 
ness of the Italian government to extend 
the term of reduced duties on breadstuffs 
and the reports of fairly good export busi- 
ness contributed to the advance by making 
shorts nervous. It developed during the 
‘early part of the day that St. Louis was 
short to a considerable extent for July de- 
livery. Antwerp came unchanged, but Paris 
was 10 to 30 centimes higher and tempora- 
rily helped prices here. 


Liverpool Lower on Futures. 


The closing Liverpool cable quoted spot 
wheat unchanged and futures ,d to %d 
lower. Clearances were exceptionally light 
at the equivalent of 140,000 bu. The pri- 
mary receipts of wheat alone exceeded the 
exports of wheat and flour by 300,000 bu. 
The wheat market had support from the 
Leiter brokers during the early part of the 
day, but ‘before the close the disposition of 
wheat was to drag. The feature in the mar- 
| ket at the present moment is its narrowness. 
On a fractional advance or decline all busi- 
ness in the market seems to disappear. The 
local cash market was as lifeless as at any 
time during the week on receipt of 46 cars 
of wheat. 

Provisions kept within a narrow range on 
a sort of evening up trade. There was sell- 
ing of July ribs credited to Cudahy and 
some unimportant realizing. The local mar 
ket for live hogs was strong on receipt of 
20.000, but the estimates for this week were 
liberal, running as high as 38,000 for Monday 
and 175,000 for the week. Receipts of hogs 
at the seven principal markets of the West 
were 4%,300, against 30,300 the same day last 
year. Last week's local receipts of hogs 
were 17,935, against 169,542 the correspond- 
ing week last year. Packing to date is fig- 
ured at 2,170,000 hogs, against 1,910,000 hogs 
for the corresponding period of 1897.

Trade Going in Oats. 


The trade has evidently made up its mind 
there is some merit in oats, a property which 
for the best part of six months has not at- 
tracted any big attention,although at times 
the crowd from the wheat pit have taken 
hold and brought about something like a 
bulge.

%c, practically all sustained, and a new 
record established in May, 24 top on 
the crop. There was also more trading in 
July.

For I tell you 
frankly the people one meets here strike one 
as agents of an impelling, irresistible force 
rather than the creators who have designed 
from the beginning and are confidently 
watching their plan obtain. 

Yet this is not accurate either, for they 
have more than one man here who is per- 
fectly well aware that his city will exceed 
in commercial altitude Venice of the six- 
teenth century and that the commerce of all 
nations will do homage in Michigan waters— 
Weg any command that England ever 

They have planned a new Riviera to ex- 
tend a hundred miles to the northwest, which 
for beauty and utility is unsurpassed in 
previous landscape architecture, and beside 
which all that Le Notre has done seems but 
the filigree on a bride cake. 

It ts often like pulling teeth to get at what 
a citizen of Chicago really thinks—if it so be 
you are a stranger. They are as sensitive as 
children to criticism and scent an iropy in 
the most warmly and honestly expressed 
admiration. They, among themselves, talk 
of their miraculous achievement, brag about 
it, print about it. Yet the moment a Euro- 
pean points out all this result and promise 
and possibility they close like an oyster and 
look askance at him as if he were a liar.

Now, in effect, New York has less charac- 
ter than any city I ever visited. Takeaway 
its magnificent bay and its dreamily beauti- 
ful Central Park and you have the common- 
place in apotheosis—vicious, ugly, hopeless, 
and despairing. Socially, it is a thing for the 
laughter of gods and the tears of men. It 1s 
the worst mannered city in the world; apolo- 
getic, stammering, ape-like. But I have 
been wined and dined there and must not 
*“flustrate."”” In all New York, a city old 
enough now to have traditions of good breed- 
ing, T know of but three sweet and clean 
human things. 

One—the noble deeds of two of “ Teddy” 
Roosevelt's slandered policemen. 

Two—when I saw the pastor of the Church 
of the Ascension go to the altar and remove 
from it the pure white floral offerings and 
take them to the entrance, giving one 
flower to each of his flock with a smiling 
word of fellowship. 

Three—When I found that a good priest, 
Father Ducey, whose heart is breaking, had 
out of his own private means, now ex- 
hausted, saved eight hundred women froma 
life of shame. Of this in New York nobody 
knows and nobody cares. 3 

Yet twenty years ago I have heard and 
I belleve New York was second to no city 
in the high breeding of an important social 
aggregate. Let some one else explain the 
change. Chicago likewise has its silly, sim- 
pering society, called its four hundred.“ 
There is, however, this point of difference, 
that the Chicago arrivées bluntly admit that 
money is the ultima thule, while New York, 
more keen than any Shylock, hypocritically 
denies this. You will suspect from what has 
gone before that Chicago has a real social 
order in nucleus which the four hundred 
does not express. Precisely that is the idea 
I intended to convey. But we must give it 
elbow room. The Chicago salon will arrive

There are tragedies here that throb—deep 
and high and terrible as the shadows in 
Dante, misery as pinching, as degrading as

spoken and written and gossiped vividly. 
But they were not frank, and each (but the 
clever young Diputé) was under the stout 
thumb of his “ Shouman.”

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FOLLOWS OUEER GODS. 


It is a fact that we in Europe and the 
American people have never really faced. 
All this is owing to the insularity of the 
special correspondent and the idée fixe of 
the European tourist. The newspaper man 
has elected to harp on small faults, and so 
he abuses England for America, or he abuses 
America for England—according to the 
locale of the man who pays his salary. 

Chicago is more than cosmopolitan. It 
has one institution that Paris, the Light of 
the World, does not possess.

Practically no attention what- 
ever was paid to it. Then separate houses 
were selected and careful examinations 
made of each house, and the results were 
also sent to the Health department. Not- 
withstanding it was pointed out that in 
some houses there was a deposit of semi- 
liquid filth two feet deep under the floor, 
and that the vaults had been uncleaned for 
four years, no attention was ever paid to 
the complaint. 

In regard to the dump, we first. tried 
protest and petitions to the Health depart- 
ment, then to the Street and Alley depart- 
ment, but without result in either case. An

Question the Club’s Title. 


‘Many of the residents about the region of 

the Tolleston club marshes say that they 
have a perfect right to tramp’ ver the club's 
grounds, because the land in re lity belongs 
to the State. The title to the land has been 
the subject of controversy in the courts for 
years. No one has ever had the hardihood 
to claim that if the club was rightfully in 
possession of the property that the members 
had not a perfect right to keep out trespass- 
ers. The organization took every precau- 
tion to see that no one not a member or 
invited guest shot mallards, pintails, or 
teal unchallenged. The watchmen for years 
had made it a practice to climb into the cu- 
pola, of the clubhouse, there to watch 
through a spygiass for poachers on their em- 
ployers’ domain. As soon as a man witha 
gun came within range of the glass the 
watchmen would take their own guns and 
‘clubs and start for the intruder. 
Shortly after the assault on Norris and 
Dale Charles Slidell had something more 
than an interview with Gamekeepers Con- 
roy and Cleary. Slidell was taken home in a 
wagon and did not leave his house again for 
Guck shooting or any other diversion for a 
twelvemonth. Cleary and Conroy were on 
duty On the marsh the next day 

In January, 1893, Arthur Morton was found 
dead in the ‘vicinity of the Tolleston marsh. 
He had been the victim of violence, but the 
crime could never be traced to any definite 
source. At this time public attention was 
sharply directed to the series of troubles 
which seemed to beset this shooting place 
or 780 Little Calumet.

Following a long series of assaults, a 
double killing occurred in March, 1804, as 
the result of trouble on the Tolleston marsh. 
Watchmen William, Cleary and James Con- 
roy, at whose door the citizens of Tolleston 
and other places near by laid the blame for 
nearly all the assaults which had been com- 
mitted, were shot and instantly killed by 
Alfred Looker, who had been one of their 
victims.

Con- 
roy killed Smith's dog, and then one or the 
other of the watchmen took a shot at Smith 
himself, one of the pellets of the ‘charge 
plowing through Smith’s cheek. Smith suc- 
ceeded in getting away from the men, but 
thinking he had not received punishment 
enough for his trespassing, they started 
out one night to look for him. They found 
him seated with Looker on a bench in Har- 
den’s saloon. The watchmen had heard 
somewhere that Looker had declared that 
he could shoot on the marsh and never be 
caught. As a result, they bore him a grudge. 
Conroy struck Looker with a pair of brass 
knuckles, knocking him down. Looker 
managed to get to his feet, only to be 
knocked down once more. He succeeded in 
drawing a revolver, and killed Conroy. 
Cleary jumped. for. Looker, and attemepted 
to wrest the revolver from his hand. Cleary 
was in turn killed. 

This dotuble killing created greater ex- 
citement throughout northern Indiana than 
all the assaults and mysterious deaths that 
had gone before. Looker was acquitted on 
the ground of self-defense. Immediately 
there was a vendetta declared. It took on 
to a great extent the character of a racial 
war, and as results afterward showed Ire- 
land got rather the worst of it. Conroy and 
Cleary had many friends, notwitlétanding 
the generally accepted idea that they had 
been responsible for a large share of the 
slugging in the yearsthat were gone, Look- 
er had. many. friends, too, but the danger of 
assassination.grew so great that after his 
exoneration he left Indiana and went west. 
In the meantime some unknown person had 
applied the torch to valuable property be- 
longing to Looker’s father. 


Ended in Kansas City. 

The slayer of Confoy and Cleary went to 
Kansas City. He was followed there by a 
brother of Conroy. They met one day [face 
to face. Conroy drew a revolver and fired 
point blank at the man who had killed his 
brother. He missed his aim and before he 
could pull the trigger again he lay dead with 
a bullet in his brain. Looker had escaped 
assassination and had killed his third man. 
A Coroner’s jury exonerated him from all 
blame. Just where he is now is not known, 
— is it likely that he cares that it should 

e. 

It was just one year to a week prior to the

APPETITES NOT STINTED. 


Methods by Which the Figures Were 
‘ia Arrived At. 


ALL FOOD WEIGHED AND ANALYZED 


ASHINGTON, D. we Feb. 5.—A 
man living in the highest intellec- 
tual strata need expend no more 
than 18 cents per day for his food. 
His wife may satisfy all the de- 
mands of her appetite for food by an ex- 

nditure of no more than 14% cents per day. 
These interesting facts have just been estab- 
lished by important experiments made by 
government dietary experts. 

Eighteen cents per day would scarcely pay 
for the quick lunch which the busy man of 
today eats down-town. Eighteen cents per 
day would amount to $85.40: per month.

The experiments which led to the discov- 
ery that a family could live more than com- 
fortably at such a rate per man were con- 
ducted under the auspices of the Depart- | 
ment of Agriculture by Dr. W. E. Stone. 
The subjects were representative of the in- 
tellectual or highest class, consisting of a 
rofessor of mathematics, between 50 and 
years old} an instructor in chemistry, 25 


a housewife between 40 and 50; and two male 
students, each about 22. The study lasted 
exactly two weeks, during which time the 
subjects regularly ate as much as they 
wished for, three timesaday. They were all 
healthy, active persons, with good appe- 
tites, using no medicines or narcotics of any 


At the beginning of the experiment a care- 
ful inventory by weight was taken of all the 
food and food materials in the house. All 
the food purchased afterward during the 
two weeks was likewise weighed and like- 
wise reported. All table and kitchen 
waste was carefully weighed, collected, 
dried, and analyzed. Each portion was 
placed in a drying oven, subjected to a tem- 
perature of 90° C., deprived of all moisture, 
ground into a powder, and preserved for an- 
Alysis. Samples of all the kinds of food 
eaten were prepared for analysis in the 
same manner. Thus was estimated exactly 
what proportions of nutritious ingredients 
the subjects actually ate. Analysis was, of 
course, necessary that the proportions of 
protein, carbohydrates, and fat might be ac- 
curately determined. These are the essen- 
tial constituents of food and their propor- 
tions mean everything to dietarians, though 
little to the popular mind. Protein is the 
principal life giyer contained in food. It 
includes all the nitrogenous products. Al- 
though the most valuable ingredient, it 
alone will not suffice to sustain life. Carbo- 
hydrates and fats must be added. 


Reduced to a Science. 

In the two weeks of the investigation tlie 
six subjects consumed 181.8 pounds of ani- 
mal and 106.4 pounds of vegetable food. The 
animal food cost $9.77 and the vegetable food 
$4.60, making a total expenditure of $14.37, 
at the rate of 18 cents per man per day and 
14% cents per woman per day. 

The food was as luxurious as the average 
man of the professional class might care to 
eat. The animal feod included porterhouse 
and sirloln Steak, round and shoulder of 
beef, round of veal and pork, smoked dried 
beef, eggs, butter, mincemeat, and milk. 
The vegetable food included honey, maple 
syrup, oranges, bananas, cranberries, dried 
peaches, prunes, raisins, nuts, lettuce, pars- 
nips, hominy, canned corn, corn meal, flour, 
sugar, beans, potatoes, radishes, and apples. 
The food when purchased contained abou 
nineteen pounds of protein, nineteen pounds 
of fat, and sixty pounds of carbohydrates. 
Sixty-three per cent of the total substance 
eaten was animal food. The total table and 
kitchen waste amounted in the two weeks 
to about four pounds only. Housekeepers 
should draw a line under that. The investi- 
gation resulted in showing that each man in 
the family required 1.37 pounds of vegetable 
and 2.32 pounds of animal food. Each man 
was found to require, per day, a quarterofa 
pound of protein, about the same amount of 
fat, and .77 pound of carbohydrates. Ac-.. 
cording to a formula, carefully prepared, the 
women were found to require about eight- 
tenths as much as the men. This would 
bring the prite of the food eaten by each 
woman per day down to 14% cents. 

The meats eaten during the two weeks 
were usually lean. This the expert regard- 
ed as a desirable characteristic. The lean 
meats contained a high percentage of pro- 
tein per pound, not containedin fat. Recent 
investigations indicate that Americans as a 
rule eat their meat too fat. This rule, of 
course, cannot be applied to every one, since 
some palates require fat. Housewives may 
profit by many other economical practices of 
this family. For instance, they ate home- 
made bread and cakes, thereby saving sev- 
‘eral hundred per cent of what would or- 
dinarily be spent at the baker’s. An investi- 
gation lately made by the Department of Ag- 
riculture resulted in showing that the aver- 
age baker in the United States sells for 
$216.50 each $100 worth of materials used in 
bread making. This economical family also 
consumed an unusual amount ofmilk, which 
is a cheap and very nutritive form of food. 
The motto of the family was that the most 
costly food is not the most attractive nor the 
most nutritious, in the long run. 


Had All They Wished. 

Efforts were made to purchase food con- 
taining the maximum of nourishment and 
the minimum of waste, and to give each per- 
son as much as he desired. As a result over 
06 per cent of all the food purchased was 
eaten. Economy could not be brought down 
to a much finer point. A few years ago a 
New York newspaper made a great hit by 
publishing a series of articles explaining» 
how a family 6f four might board comfort- 
ably on 25 cents per person per day spent for 
food. The professor's family lately studied 
doubtless lived better on 18 cents per man 
per day and 14% cents per woman per day. 
Dietary studies under government auspices 
will doubtless reduce this limit to a much 
lower expenditure. 

It has been said that there is but one great 
darkness, and that is ignorance. This cloud 
of darkness seems to have enveloped every 
man and woman, as far as his knowledge of 
cooking is concerned, until lately. The 
housewife’s real problem, in going to mar- 
ket—though she does not know it—is how to 
purchase the most and best nutriment for 
her money. What does she know about the 
proportions of protein which are necessary 
to make blood and muscle, bone and brain? 
If her husband earns an income of about $50u 
a year about $300 of it would ordinarily be 
spent for food for the average family of that 
class. Economists now say that it is ex- 
travagant to pay more than one-fifth of one’s 
income for rent. At this rate there would be 
but $100 left for fuel, light, and clothing. 

The government dietary experts have late. 
ly classified foods according to the cost of 
the actual nutriment which they contain. 
The very cheap foods are found to be salt 
codfish, dried beans, wheat flour, oatmeal}, 
cornmeal], sugar, rice,and potatoes. Foods 
classified as cheap are canned corned 
beef, skimmed milk, salt pork, and milk 
crackers, Those classed as medium are 
cheese, chuck and round of beef, fresh cod- 
fish, smoked ham, butter, pork, spare rib, 
and milk. Expensive” foods are mutton, 
pork, rib, and sirloin of beef. Very ex- 
pensive’ foods include oysters and fresh 
codfish. In fact, most meats, fish, pouitry, 
and the like are expensive in proportion (o 
the amount of nutrition which they contain. 

One of the most emphatic rules to be fol- 
lowed to perfect food economy Warns against 
overeating. The government dietarians 
lately made a careful study of the eating

On 
that occasion I was kidnaped from Con- 
stantinople by Russian agents, conveyed on 
a warship to St. Petersburg, and finally 
exiled to Siberia as a dangerous political 
| offender. The charge upon which I was 
taken into. custody was forgery, but it was 
never brought into court. It served its 
purpose, however, in getting me out of 
Turkey, and thus removing opposition to 
the Czar's plans for disposing of Bulgaria. 
If you have a similar course in view now 
perhafs the American courts may have a 
voice in the matter.“ | 

Thus it comes that a political intrigue, 
begun in Europe nearly a dozen years ago, 
has been transferred to Chicago, and in- 
terest is rekindled in the stirring events 
which, in 1886-87, threatened to bring on a 
bloody war between Russia and the other 
great continental powers.

This decoration, priceless to me above all 
other possessions, was confiscated when I 
was seized as a political offender. The pic- 
ture and other souvenirs, as well as papers 
establishing beyond question my identity, 
I managed to secrete and now retain.

One young lady here (an American, natur- 
ally) has made some lovely things in this 
way. She has one figured cloth dress, a 
striped silk, a flowered gauze, and a lot of 
lace insertion, which she has doctored up 
with sequins and beads most beautifully. 

The cloth is heliotrope, with a black figure 
in conventional form scattered over it, out- 
lined carefully with black beads following 
all the edges. In the center of the figures- 
were sewn black sequins held down by a 
bead sewn through the middle. 

The silk was white striped with pale green, 
and the stripes were outlined with rows of 
jet beads on each side.

It had sparkling flowers trailed 
over it, and these were outlined with tiny 
beads in gold and jet, used in an artistic 
fashion, the flowers being gold and the 
leaves jet. 

The insertion was made up into a handsome 
bodice by being sewn together alternately 
with strips of black gauze ribbon, and the 
whole made up in loose blouse fashion over 
orange silk, with the stock made of a dog 
collar of gold beads and the ceinture of 
orange satin.

for trimmings. One need not fear to deco- 
rate fine, real lace in this manner, for the 
beads or sequins are easily cut off when one 
is tired of them and the lace is left unin- 
jured. 

Another mode of decorating with sequins 
or cabouchons of jet or silk naiiheads is to 
sew them at intervals over colored velvet 
for blouses. Thisisa pretty fancy and easily 
done.

This decoration does not require so much 
time, and one’s dressmaker will do it at 
small expense. I saw here at Rome a beau- 
tiful bluette velvet blouse decorated all over 
with black stk nailheads sewed on at inter- 
vals of an inch and a half.

REALIZE PHYSICAL SENSATION. 


Interesting Experiments Which Show 
How Fast One Can Feel—Experi- 
ments with Other Sensations. 


An interesting as well as a curious scien- 
tific point was brought to the consideration 
of the British association at its recent meet- 
ing by Professor Richet—namely: a method 
of ascertaining the amount of time neces- 
sary for realizing any physical sensation or 
mental impression, and this by mechanical 
means. If, for example, the skin be 
touched repeatedly with light blows from a 
hammer, Professor Richet states, one may 
distinguish the fact that the blows are 
separate and not continuous pressure when 
they follow one another as frequently as 
1,000 a second, Then, too, the smallest in- 
tervals of sound can be much better dis- 
tinguished with one ear than with both; 
thus, the separateness of the clicks of a re- 
volving toothed wheel was noted by one 
observer when they did not exceed sixty to 
the second, but, using both ears, they could 
not be distinguished when occurring often- 
er than fifteen times a second. Again, the 
sharp sound of the electric spark of an in- 
ductive coil was distinguished with one ear 
when the rate was as high as 500 to the 
second; and it has been found, too, that 
hearing is so much more rapid than count- 
ing that, if a clock-clicking movement runs 
faster than ten to the second, four clicks 
can be counted, while with twenty to the 
second two can be counted. Sight, however, 
is much less keen than hearing, in distin- 
guishing differences, so that, if a disk half 
white and half black be revolved, it will 
appear gray when its revolutions exceed 
twenty-four per second.

1 noticed it at Nice, and here in Rome I find 
it again. The material may have stripes, 
tiowers, conventional designs, 


anything in any form, and the figures are 
carefully outlined with the beads or sequins, 
making a gorgeous, work ‘of art. Some 
§0wns are made up with the figured ma- 


terial used plain in the skirt, but in the bod- 


lee outlined and decorated, or merely the 
stuff of the sleeves may be so treated. 

The expense, when one does this sort of 
thing one’s self, is trifling, as the sequins and 
beads are cheap, but to hire it done costs 
much. It makes the prettiest sort of fancy 
work and one can carry out one’s own indi- 
vidual ideas in the matter of having some- 
thing entirely different from every body else. 

Jet or gold beads are usually used on cloth, 
on gauze tulle and 

ne sole light, deli 
es, on web materials, fi — 
lined on lace and insertions sttentiyely, small 
beads or tiny sequins being use. 


Work of One Gir]. 


One young lady here (an American, natur- 


ally) has made some lovely things in this 
way. She has one figured cloth dress, a 
striped silk, a flowered gauze, and a lot of 
lace insertion, which she has doctored up 
with sequins and beads most beautifully. 

The cloth is heliotrope, with a black figure 
in conventional form scattered over it, out- 
lined carefully with black beads following 
all the edges. In the center of the figures- 
were sewn black sequins held down by a 
bead sewn through the middle. 

The silk was white striped with pale green, 
and the stripes were outlined with rows of 
jet beads on each side. Great care had been 
taken to make them perfectly even. Only 
in the bodice and running down in a point on 
the skirt were the stripes outlined. The 
point extended perhaps half way to the hem, 
and each stripe was outlined shorter than 
the other till at the back the stripes were 
decorated only for four inches. This was 
made up with black satin stock and ceinture, 
and had black tulle ruches at the neck and 
sleeves. 

The flowered gauze was made Into a superb 
ball dress and was of white gauze with flow- 
ers in heavier white silk as large as one’s 
hand scattered over it, with long tendrils 
spraying out from them. These were out- 
lined in emerald green sequins in glittering 
iridescence, and the effect was exquisite. 
The gown was made up over white taffeta 
silk and had a violet satin ceinture and 
décolleté bodice trimmed about with masses 
cf fluffy lace, the sleeves being mere epau- 
lettes over the tops of the arms. * 

The lace insertion which this industrious 
young lady decorated was of delicate make 
in a eoft, creamy ecru, and was un inch and 
a half wide. It had sparkling flowers trailed 
over it, and these were outlined with tiny 
beads in gold and jet, used in an artistic 
fashion, the flowers being gold and the 
leaves jet. 

The insertion was made up into a handsome 
bodice by being sewn together alternately 
with strips of black gauze ribbon, and the 
whole made up in loose blouse fashion over 
orange silk, with the stock made of a dog 
collar of gold beads and the ceinture of 
orange satin. 

Lace for revers, bretelles, collars, etc., is 


ing over the shoulder, with rosettes of gauze 
sewn to them, and the long pale pink gloves 
of suede were wrinkled closely over the 
arms within a few inches of the shoulder. 


A dog collar of small diamonds was worn : 


about the throat, very high and close. There 
was also a long rope Of pearis, extending 
over the shoulders and far down in front. 


Two Ball Costumes. 


Two other costumes worn at this ball are 
shown in the illustration, one worn by a tall 
English girl and the other by an Italian of 
distinction. - ; 

The gown to the right is of white gauze, 
sewn over with small gold sequins, with a 
belt and corsage decoration of delicate gold 
ribbon. The skirt is made of three deep 
flounces, or rather three skirts, each shorter 
than the other, with the edge cut into deep 
points or scallops and edged with gold 
thread. It is demi-trained and made over 
white silk. 

The bodice is full, but is not bloused, the 
gathers being drawn down closely into the 
belt of gold which is made into a point in 
front and fastened at the back with filigree 
buckle of gold. It is cut low and is slipped 
off the shoulders. The edge is finished with 
a thin gold ribbon and the sleeves are small 
puffs of the gauze, made without linings, 
to show the arms. These were finished by 
a band of gold ribbon and had wings of the 
gauze flaring out over the shoulders, 

The other gown is of white liberty gauze, 
made over pale baby blue taffeta, with a 

.white satin belt decorated in gold and tur- 


quoise. This skirt is made with two skirts, | 


one half the length of the other and each 
hemmed plainly. They are gathered full 
and the back floats out over @ small, light 
bustle of featherbone. ; 

The bodice is made in a full blouse drawn 
in tight at the waist, with the wide decora- 
tive belt. It is cut very low and square 
across, the edge being finished by a passe- 
menterie of gold and turquoise. 

The sleeves are double frills of the gauze 
hemmed like the skirts and setting out airily 
over the shoulders. 

About the neck are two strings of pearls 
arranged oddly and disappearing beneath 
the décolletage. In the hair 10 a tiara of 
pearls and turquoise. | 

Tailor and Afternoon Gowns, 

In another sketch are shown a tailor gown 
of London make and a handsome afternoon 
toflet. 

The tailor gown is of French drab cloth, 
absolutely plain, not even a row of stitch- 
ing to relieve its severity, which 18 its great- 
est charm. It is superbly molded over the 
figure, and has a little jacket and close habit 
skirt. It is lined throughout with silk of 
the same French drab. The little fitted jack- 
et fastens down the front invisibly, and has 
a saucy little basque. The stock is high 

and tight and has a little linen gauze collar 
turned over the top. The sleeves are tight 
and flare over the hands. 

The hat is of green straw, trimmed with 
blue velvet and black wings. It has a low 
crown, and is turned up abruptly in front. 

The other gown Is of bluette cashmere, ina 
dull, smoky shade. The bodice opens to show 
a fitted vest of yellow velvet, studded over 
with black silk nailheads, and crossed by two 
pointed bands or the bluette cloth, edged 
with narrow black braid. 

Turning away from this vest are revers

decorated tn beads or sequins and is very rich 
for trimmings. One need not fear to deco- 
rate fine, real lace in this manner, for the 
beads or sequins are easily cut off when one 


is tired of them and the lace is left unin- 


jured. 

Another mode of decorating with sequins 
or cabouchons of jet or silk nailheads is to 
sew them at intervals over colored velvet 
for blouses. Thisisa pretty fancy and easily 
done. Blouses made of brilliant velvet dec- 
orated, in this fashion are fashionable. 

This decoration does not require so much 
time, and one’s dressmaker will do it at 
small expense. I saw here at Rome a beau- 
tiful bluette velvet blouse decorated all over 
with black stlk nailheads sewed on at inter- 
vals of an inch and a half. It needed no 
other decoration and was finished off by a 
black satin stock and ceinture. 

The high, straight-fitted chokers of velvet 
which finish off the new dresses are sewed 
over with either jets or nailheads, and vests 
are sometimes made to match. The velvet 
is generally of some brilliant color. 

I went to a ball the third evening after my 
arrival. It was in an old Roman palace, 
with dark wood finish, carved, polished fur- 
niture and velvet chairs in pigeon blood 
red, with the nap worn one way, which 
made it look luminous. There were superb 
stairways and old, time-mellowed paintings, 
and the family name and arms were older 
than a thousand years. 

The ballroom was a-glitter with hundreds 
of lights, and there were lovely women and 
Italian noblemen everywhere, 


Many Fine Gowns. 


The gowns worn were superb. Rome has 
the reputation of being a city where the 
styles do not make their appearance till 
after they have grown old even in Australia, 
but at this ball I saw some of the most 
exquisite toilets of the very latest mode. 

One sweet-eyed Italian Princess, who was 
but 19 years old, but who had been married 
three years, wore one of the handsomes: 
gowns at the ball. The woman was tall and 
slender and delicately rounded, and she had 
a springy, beautiful back, wonderfully beau- 
tiful shoulders, and a head that poised like 
an Empress. 

Her gown suited her to perfection and 
was of the most delicate shell pink gauze 
with pale roses in a slightly deep shade scat- 
tered dimly over it. There were trimmings 
of the same gauze made into little frills, and 
there were also delicate lace frills and inser- 
tions with ceinture and rosettes of a deeper 

ink. 

. The skirt, demi-trained, floated freely over 
a slip of pale pink taffetas and was trimmed 
about the bottom with a mass of little ruffles 
of the gauze set on full and piled one ubove 
the other, making a puffy mass a foot deep 
at the bottom of the skirt.

The bodice and skirt are both cut 
open over velvet, and have cord loops and 
large buttons crossing the velvet. The skirt 
has no atiffening other than a band of 
featherbone, and it is thrown out over small 
reeds, also of featherbone, set in the silk 
lining at the back. Belt and stock are of 
violet velvet; and the hat ts of white leg-

Teacher of Indians in Montana Becomes 
the Bride of One of Her 
Pupils. | 


Great Falls, Mont., Feb. 5.—{Special.]—The 
latest Instance of marriage between a full- 
blood Indian and a white woman has just 
occurred at Dupuyer, a little cowtown ” 
seventy-five miles northwest of this city. 
The parties are Garrett Whitey, the scn of 
Many White Horses and a full-blooded Pie- 
gan or Blackfoot Indian, and Mrs. Minnie 
Cushman, a white woman of good education 
and many accomplishments. Each is 26 
years of age. 

At the time when the accompahying pict-

ure of Whitey was taken he was nearly an 
ideal untutored savage.“ although he had 
attended the mission and government 
It was during this 
course of instruction in the rudiments that 
he fell in love with his young teacher, Mrs. 
Cushman. 

In time he became an assistant instructor 
at the Fort Shaw government school for 
Indians, where his inamorata was also em- 
ployed as an instructor. After their mar- 
riage, which soon followed, the couple drove 
to the Blackfeet reservation, where Whitey 
draws his rations. The agent would permit 
the Indian on the reservation, but as Uncle

REALIZE PHYSICAL SENSATION. 


Interesting Experiments Which Show 
How Fast One Can Feel—Experi- 
ments with Other Sensations. 


An interesting as well as a curious scien- 
tific point was brought to the consideration 
of the British association at its recent meet- 
ing by Professor Richet—namely: a method 
of ascertaining the amount of time neces- 
sary for realizing any physical sensation or 
mental impression, and this by mechanical 
means. If, for example, the skin be 


touched repeatedly with light blows from a 


hammer, Professor Richet states, one may 
distinguish the fact that the blows are 
separate and not continuous pressure when 
they follow one another as frequently as 
1,000 a second, Then, too, the smallest in- 
tervals of sound can be much better dis- 
tinguished with one ear than with both; 
thus, the separateness of the clicks of a re- 
volving toothed wheel was noted by one 
observer when they did not exceed sixty to 
the second, but, using both ears, they could 
not be distinguished when occurring often- 
er.than fifteen times a second. Again, the 


sharp sound of the electric spark of an in- 


ductive coil was distinguished with one ear 
when the rate was as high as 500 to the 
second; and it has been found, too, that 
hearing is so much more rapid than count- 
ing that, if a clock-clicking movement runs 
faster than ten to the second, four clicks 
can be counted, while with twenty to the 
second two can be counted. Sight, however, 
is much less keen than hearing, in distin- 
guishing differences, so that, if a disk halt 
white and half black be revolved, it will 
appear gray when its revolutions exceed 
twenty-four per second.

Each 
party is busily traducing the other schemes, 
and few who have recently entered the 
controversy appear to realize that all. this 
quibbling and selfish obstructionism is likely 
to result In incalculable-injury to the com- 


- merce of the city and so thoroughly to dis- 


gust De Congress of the United States as to 
cefea@ action by that body for half a gen- 
eration, 

Here we have at the present moment, on 
the eve of a Visit by the subcommittee of 
the House of Representatives to inquire into 
the needs of the waterways of the city, three 
antagonistic parties of Chicagoans, each as 
bitterly opposed to the proposals. of its op- 
ponents as though they were not all resi- 
dents of the same great metropolis and ail 
equally interestéd in the weal or woe of the 
city 
In spite of the fact’ that $25,000,000 has 

Already been spent upon the Drainage Canal 
and the improvement of the Chicago River, 
and that the end is in sight and the enjoy- 
ment of the priceless boons of pure water 
and commercial supremacy are certain 
within a twelvemonth, certain persons in- 
terested in marsh lands and shipping facili- 
ties in the southern district of the city are 
willing to let all go for naught in order that 
their own pet theories may be tried and their 
personal interests furthered. They are 
shouting for deep water in the Calumet and 
a ship canal to the Mississippi, jeering at the 
idea of widening, Ceepening, and straighten- 
ing the Chicago River, and inviting Chicago 
to pull up her tent stakes and move south- 
ward into the region about Stony Island. 

Then come the residents of the North Side 
and ef the middle districts, who hoot at the 

Calumet and its possibilities and declare that 
that section deserves no recognition for 
twenty years at least. These individuals 
assume to be the entire menagerie because 
their interests are identical with those of the 
old watereourse. 

And thirdly, comes the inspired idiot who 
proposes to squander a hundred million dol- 
lars in doing something that would be of no 
use whatever if it could be done—the digging 
of a 300-foot canal through two miles of rock 
and earth along Sixteenth street. 

The latter obstructionists are so ridiculous 
in their contentions, and their proposals are 
so manifestly impossible of rational consid- 
eration, that they might be dismissed witha 
smile were it not for the fact that they are 
in the fight from sheer love of mischief, 
with the sole idea of defeating any sort of 
action that will aid the navigation of the 
watercourses that the Almighty has placed 

here. 

This. division of opinion, aired in the col- 
umns of the newspapers and in public 
speech, will certainly create the impression 
that Chicago does not know what it wants; 
and, as a consequence, Congress, not unwill- 
ing to find an excuse for withholding the 
money that the work will entail, will throw 
up its hands and leave us to fight out among 

ourselves the quarrel that interests none 

pave ourselves. 


What the Situation Is. 


Here is a plain statement of the situation. 
Chicago is the only city of the first class in 
the world that has at her doors an inex- 
haustible supply of pure water. It is the 
enly city that requires no expensive reser- 
voirs. This vast store of pure water is also 
one source of the wondrous growth and pros- 
perity of this city, for it is the broad road to 

‘a commerce that equals that of New York 
and surpasses that of all other cities on the 
continent. 

That wondrous growth in time threatened 
the purity of the water supply, and necessi- 
tated the construction of engineering works 
phat would carry off the sewage so that it 


gnight not flow into the lake and result in 4 


contamination. 
The result was the almost completed 
Drainage Canal, which is more than a drain- 
ge measure, as it opens the way to the 
penetration of the interior of the State by 
vessels of deep draft. 

This work, authorized by the Legislature in 
1887, has already cost, as before stated, in 
the neighborhood of $25,000,000. So long as 
the idea of utilizing the canal for a shipway 
was only vaguely talked of, little opposition 
was met with; but as soon as the widening 
and deepening ot the Chicago River, with 
a view to permitting vessels of twenty-foot 
draft to navigate the river and canal, 


ere serious broached, opposition in the 


guise of counter demands for improvement 
of the Calumet and the construction of the 
chimerical and useless Sixteenth street 
canal forged to the front. 

It would seem the part of wisdom to get 
together and adopt some plan that will har- 
monie the interests of all, so far as they 
an be harmonized, and then work shoulder 
4o shoulder for the accomplishment of the 

t undertaking. - Sectionalism is bound 
to react disastrously. * 

When the fire scourge swept away the 
efforts and achievements of a quarter ofa 
century it is not written that the men who 
owned property on the North Side insisted 


that the city be rebuilt north of the river, or 


that the freeholders of the West Side con- 
> tended that their side of the town was the 
best and should therefore be selected as the 
site for the business section of the new Chi- 


All men put their shoulders to the wheel 
and worked patriotically for the greatest 
good for the greatest number, and lo! Chi- 
cago of today dazzles the civilized world. 

In view of the fact that the Congressional 
committee will soon investigate the claims 
of the city for government aid in improving 


the navigation of the waterways, it may be 


profitable to suggest a plan upon which all 
may meet on common ground. A little bit 
of forbearance and a trifle of self-sacrifice 
may be demanded. But then it is never 
possible to please every unit in a population 
of a million and a half, with widely diver- 
gent interests and dissimilar conditions. 

Why not complete what is already cut out 
to do, and, what is more to the point, al- 
ready almost paid for, and agree that as 
soon as that which is doing shall have been 
completed a new operation on the South 
Branch shall be undertaken? 

The great Drainage Canal is dug. The 
work that remains to do is the completion 
of the works that are designed to regulate 
the flow of water. Within a year, granting 
that no legal obstructions are thrown in the 
way of the commission, the canal may be in 
operation. | 

But, in order that the inadequate condition 
ot the navigation of the Chicago River may 
be relieved, it is necessary that there sha 
be a greater and less obstructed flow o 
that 


this may be achieved, it is figured by the 
engineers that the river must be straight- 
ened in eight places, and, of necessity, a 


certain amount of land removed. This wills 


permit a considerably augmented flow from 
the lake. The engineering work connected 
therewith is neither difficult nor costly. 


River Should Be Deepened. 


All who have the interest of the river at 
heart and the welfare of the city in mind 
agree that the chaxnel should be deepened 
until vessels of twenty-foot draft may enter 
the harbor and steam to the utmost limit 
within the main and South Branches, The 
deepening of the North Branch would then 
come naturally in good time. 

Why not get together and admit the wis- 
dom of such argument and theh go a step 
further? 

The people who have interests in South 
Chicago-and every citizen is indirectly in- 
terested in the prosperity of every section 
of the city—demand that the improvements 
that have been inaugurated in the Calumet 
be continued until a depth of twenty feet 
be provided for navigation to a point a 
dozen miles from the mouth of the river. 
They also demand that the Chicago River 
be permitted to go into disuse; also thata 
fourteen-foot canal be at once constructed to 
connect the Calumet with the drainage 
canal. In other words, these extremists, en- 
thusiastic over their newly developed im- 
portance, demand that the superb metropolis 
of the inland lakes suffer itself to die of 
dry rot at the top so that the new roots that 
have shot out into the soft earth may secure 
All the sustenance. 

Of course these shipping men of the far 
South Side realize, though they will not 
admit it, that the deepening of the Chicago 
River to a uniform depth of twenty feet wil! 
result in drawing from their wharves a very 
large percentage of the tonnage which now 
goes to them, for the shipper will insist that 
his goods be carried to the nearest point 
3 to the spot where they are to be 
used. 

And there is another side to the question, 
and that is that the prosperity of South Chi- 
cago is entirely dependent upon the pros- 
perity of the whole city. The commercial 
waning of the business center of Chicago 
will sound the death knell of South Chicago. 

Still South Chicago deserves recognition. 
And more, the Calumet has something that 
is needed in the general scheme of the 
Drainage’ commission—a good and never- 


failing volume of.water that is required for . 
‘ augmenting the flow through the canal. The 


Calumet is the only practicable source of 
supply, for the reason that the banks of the 
Chiedgo will accommodate but little more 
than already flows between them. It is use- 
less to talk of cutting a channel through the 
North 81 to the North Branch, for the 
reason that the water thus obtained could. 
not be made to flow through the channel 
of the South Branch. 

Equaily futile is it to moon about cutting 
a canal at Sixteenth street, for, even if 
there were any sense in that proposition 
from a commercial and business standpoint, 
it falls before the same natural law—water 
cannot flow where thre is no room for it. 

Hence an increased flow of water must be 
introduced beyond the entrance of the Chi- 
cago River into the’canal—that is, into the 
canal itself—where ample provision for car- 
rying off the waters of two rivers of the size 
of the Chicago River has been made. 

The people of the Calumet, when they were 
agitating the subject of a separate drainage 
district last spring, were disposed to charge 
that their section had been neglected by the 
city at large, But this is hardly fair, when 
it is remembered that in 1888-87, when the 
drainage scheme took definite shape, South 
Chicago was not only outside the limits of 
the City of Chicago, bui had little impor- 
tance end bade fair to remain an insignifi- 
cant factor for a generation or more to come. 


How It Was in 1886. 


The total population of the district at that 
time was but 1,500 souls. There were no 
manufactories upon the Calumet River that 
38 filth, and, as no sewers below 

ifty-sixth street emptied into the Jake, 
save one at Ninety-second street, which 
emptied into the Calumet, there was thought 
to be no need for carrying the waters of the 
river away from the lake and finally lead- 
ing them into the canal. 

Again, at that time, by far the largest 
portion of the lands of the Calumet were 
but four and one-half feet above the level 
of the lake and subject to annual over- 
flow. Neither in a business, manufactur- 
ing, residential, nor sanitary sense did 
South Chicago require being taken into the 
scheme then being fermulated for securing 
to the City of Chicago purer water and bet- 
ter commercial facilities. 

All this has come later, in part owing to 
the fact that the United States has had con- 
trol of the Calumet and has steadfastly 
deepened the channel under the advice and 
direction of Major Marshall, in order that 
the navigation of the river should keep pace 
with the deepening of the straits between 
the lakes.

As a matter of fact, through freight could 
be transferred with equal advantage in both 
rivers. For this reason it does not appear 
that any great advantage will acerve to 
commerce by constructing the Calumet 
Canal. Its construction is rendered neces- 
sary by reason of the demand for a larger 
volume of water in the drainage canal, for 
the purpose of diluting the sewage that will 
be carried southward, and for the further 
purpose of carrying away from the lake the 
increasing sewage of South Chicago. 

If this fact is conceded it seems unrea- 
sonable to expect the city to expend $8,000, - 
000 in the construction of the twenty-four- 
foot lockless canal for the accommodation 
of vessels of a draft too deep for naviga- 
tion of the Mississippi. But if, as time rolle 
on, such a canal is seen to be necessary, it 
may be constructed and joined with the 
eight-foot canal which will have been first 
constructed. 

The late Mayor Harrison caused a com- 
mittee to report upon the feasibility of the 
eight-foot channel, and after an exhaustive 
investigation the committee reported that 
there were no obstacles in the way, and 
that the work could be put through at great 
speed. It must not be lost sight of that the 
Illinois and Michigan Canal commission still 
Owns the right of way from the Sag, a long 
distance toward Lake Calumet. The amount 
in reality controlled by the commission is 
estimated to be about two-thirds of the en- 
tire distance. The rest of the land that 
would have to be condemned is not valuable. 
Well informed men assert that $2,000,000 will 
cover the expense. The commission that

the improvement of the river in front of their 
premises are the most unreasonable and 


most grasping in their demands. It is pro- 
posed to dig out by-passes under the wharves 
on the west side of the river at Adams Street 
and replace the present wharves upon piling. 
This will permit the river to sweep past this 
constricted point and incidentally allow a 


greater volume of water to pass through the 


channel. A by-pass is also proposed under 
a large section of the wharves owned by the 
Alton road on the west side of the Jackson 
Street bridge. The fact remains that the 
navigation of the river will not be improved 
by this operation. But the commission has 


nothing to do with navigation save 80 far as 


it is presented as an incidental proposition, 
the navigation being now in the hands of the 
government. These strips of land will un- 
doubtedly be taken in time in order to widen 
the surface of the river at these points, and 
many there are who advocate taking the 
property at the present time. The comunis- 
sion, however, is unwilling to e with 
the convenience of the railroa

Diagonally across the river, on the West 
Side, the commission proposes to cut off a 
corner, aggregating 6,150 Square feet, in 
cluding the end of the elevator that stands’ 
on the ground.

Not only the grain trade is thus restrict- 
ed, but the coal trade and lumber trade as 
well. The basis of Chicago commerce is the 
grain of the West and Northwest. When 
Chicago receives grain from Nebraska, Kan- 
sas, Iowa, and other Western States, the 
natural trend of the commerce enjoyed by 
these States is towards Chicago, but when 
grain is diverted to Duluth ar St. Louis, or to 
any intermediate port, the general trade 
with these sections naturally follows. Chi- 
cago as a whole, therefore, is absolutely 
dependent upon the commerce between her- 
self and the grain growing States.of the 
West, and while any curtailment of re- 
in is allowed or for 
it are interfered with, cago 
2 suffer in every branch of 
her business. The question of deepening and 
widening the Chicago River is one of vital 
importance to every merchant in this city. 
“Tt is literally a question of the reten- 
tion of business at present enjoyed and not 
one of its extension. To extend the general 
business of Chicago with the present capac- 
ity of its river is simply out of the question. 
Every effort should now be made to prevent 
the diversion of our present trade. Some 
of this trade has already been diverted. Mil- 


waukee has taken a good deal of our coal 
trade and will take more unless the present 
efforts to tmprove transportation facilities 
in the Chicago River are successful. 
There are but few of the large vensels 
now being built upon the lakes that can get 
much beyond the mouth of the river; larger 
bnes are being built every year and very soon 
Chicago will find herself unable to float them 
or to handle them. To hold the grain trade, 
to retain the coal and lumber trade under 
such disabilities is impossible. Last year the 
government of the United States finished 
the deepening of the twenty-foot channel 
between the lakes, so that these large ves- 
sels find no difficulty in obtaining cargoes 
at Lake Superior and other lake ports witha 
draft four feet more than is at present pos- 
sible for Chicago. It requires but little argu- 
ment to show how such a condition must 
necessarily tend to the destruction of the 
commerce of this city. It is not at all a 
question as to whether the North or the 
South or the West Side shall suffer some in- 
convenience from necessary bridges. The 
question now is, shall the trade which sup- 
ports Chicago as a whole be saved from an- 
nihilation? Fixed bridges on the West or on 
the North Side will be of small service when

Variations in Values. 


„Much has been said about the 
property on the West and North Ps — 
compared with that on the South Side, and 
while the river affords a line by which such 
comparisons may be made, it is neverthe- 
less true that in every city in every part 
of the world, whether there be a river or no 
river, such variations in value always exist. 
In an early day thoke who had faith in Chi- 
cago established warehouses and factories 
upon the banks of the Chicago River. It is 
sometimes said that present owners of this 
property are industriously engaged in con- 
serving their own interests by advocating 
the deepening and widening of the Chicago 
River, but it cannot be shown that any other 
location for these industries can be found 
that will adequately meet requirements. 

“It is a fact that neither of the alterna- 
tives presented by those who oppose river 
improvement—viz.: removal to the Calumet 
or to the lake front—affords a satisfactory 
remedy. The Chicago River permeates the 
City of Chicago; its North and South 
Branches afford communication to the 
southwest and northwest portions of the 
city for the transportation of coal and lum- 
ber and material used in industrial enter- 
prises that is unquestionably the cheapest, 
most rapid, and most valuable ot any that 
can be conceived of. To move from the 
Calumet to the different far-reaching sec- 
tions and suburbs of Chicago would entail] 
a cost that citigens would be unwilling to 
bear when compared with the present means 
of supplying their wants, 

“ When the Detroit River was shoal our 
tunnels were no especial obstruction to navi- 
gation and tife vessels that could get through 
the Detroit River could also get over the tun- 
nels, but last year has witnessed a change 
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general government has dredged out sifoal 
| * N spots in the great lakes and now there are 


twenty feet of water in the tortuous chan- 
nels that heretofore prevented the passage 
of large vessels. The number of vessels (hat 
cannot get into Chicago River has increased 
and is increasing to am extent that renders 
them a controlling factor in freight rates. 
The Chicago River must be in a position to 
compete with every other lake port. 

„ This essential position must be main- 
tained or we will certainly lose our com- 
merce. It is a plain, unvarnished business 
proposition. It is not that improvement is 
neces#ary—it is that a radical change in 
condition is essential. Large steamers that 
now visit Chicago are restricted to a few 
down-town elevators, and from lack of com- 
petition they have to accept inside rates of 
freight. Owners of small vessels that move 
around easily have their choice as to car- 
goes, and grain shippers have always to pay 
outside freight rates. Large vessels, how- 
ever, are now replacing those of smaller ca- 
pacity, and they will be driven from our 
river and trade will, as always, follow along 


the lines of the least resistance and leave us 


wholly and forever. 
“Improvements now being pushed in the 


Detroit River must unquestionably increase 
the draft of vessels and those in St. Mary’s 
River are certain to give our Lake Superior 
competitor advantages amply sufficient to 
deprive us of our trade. And so the unde- 
niable fact is that the great business inter- 
ests of Chicago are now facing an impertant 


question. No half-hearted support will suf- 


fice. The difficulties mentioned may easily 
become insuperable if there is not hearty co- 
operation.“ 

Major W. L. Marshall, United States En- 
gineer, in charge of government work here, 
has but recently issued his annual report 
on the improvement of the Chicago and 
Calumet Harbors. Major Marshall has in 
his official capacity explored every inch of 
both rivers and knows exactly what is need- 
d in both. He speaks with the impartiality 
of a government officer, and what he says 
is purely the result of investigations which 
are officially reported to the government. 
The new twenty-foot harbor at Calumet 
is the result of the appropriation of 850.000 
obtained by him, but, as he points out, that 
appropriation was withheld untfl all the 
property-holders gave the government the 
right of’ way and all claims for damages 
were released. F . 

“Tt took five years to do this,” said the 
Major, but as soon as it was done the im-, 
provement was made. This is an important 
vomt in the contemplated improvement of 
the Chicago River that should not be lost 
sight of. The very men whose business 
mterests are along that river and who own 
the property that must of necessity be re- 
moved for the improvement should give it 
to the government and consider themselves 
reimbursed by the work that the Un.ted 
States always does in improving a river. 
It is my opinion that this particular point 
is not yet fully understood by many of the 
property-holders along the river. Bridges 
and tunnels are private property and the 
property-owners eee pay for the bridges, 
tunnels, and docking. 

ta hovher thing to be pointed out is that 
although there are forty miles of docks 
along’ the Chicago River there is not one 


place where a government vessel can anchor 


without paying for it. There is not one 


public landing on the entire river, and this 


condition of affairs is unparalleled on any 
other river. St. Louis, Memphis, Cincinnati, 
New York, Philadelphia, and Baltimore all 
have public !andings. On the Calumet it is 
different. There are public landings for the 
government boats and the government owns 
twenty feet along the river for improvement 
free, while in most instances the owners 
set their docks back twenty-five feet in 
order to give a wider right of way. 

“This whole question of the harbor of 
Chicago is an important one, and the real 
discussion has not yet commenced. The 
newspapers are now agitating the subject, 
but the pith of the matter has not heen 
reached, and when it is Chicago will know 
the liveliest discussion it has ever had. 
Greater New York has no problem of great- 
er vital interest before it today than has 
Chicago in this very question. ndon is 
the first great port in the world, Hamburg 
is the second, New York the third, and Chi- 
cago is the fourth, Calumet already has the 
deep water harbor, and it is by all odds the 


best place for the wheat, coal, and lumber 


in transit instead of geing through the 


heart of the city. In 1897 37,000,000 bushels 
of grain went out from two elevators alone 
at Calumet. The growth of the business 


of harbors, and how those facilities and 
capacity can best be provided by the gen- 
eral government. 
lt ie not a matter of sentimen 
it should make no difference as to — — 
the facilities and capacity should be fur- 
nished at the mouth of the Chicago River 
or the Calumet River. It seems to me that 
the correct policy to be pursued is to, im- 
prove and preserve the Chicago River to 
such an extent as will meet local demands 
of that part of the city and such other busi- 
ness as can be done in competition with 
South Chicago, keeping in mind the future 
growth of the city and that the manner of 
using that river may have to be changed. 
That as the Calumet River at South Chi- 
cago has now a depth of twenty feet and 
now taking care of almost all the large 
steamers, has elevators and modern facili- 
ties for unloading coal, and has a very 
large shipyard and drydock; all it needs 
is an outside harbor to make it a first-class 
harbor, which the government estimates 
can be done for $1,000,000, : 
That seems to be the best place for per- 
manently providing for its local business 
and the transfer business. Then let the 
principle of evolution settle from time to 
time, as it wil), what business is attracted 
to the two points, and let that determine 
the expenditures that should be made in

cago River. At Calumet we now have over 


a mile of frontage, and thousands of acresof . 


valuable land in the surrounding district, 
and with the rapid growth and development 


of Calumet these acres are constantly rising 


in value. 

“ For my part, I frankly admit that Chi- 
cago needs both rivers, but there is no dis- 
guising the fact that the superior advantages 
of the Calumet River over the Chicago River 
have already taken, and will continue to 
take, a large share of the shipping. It is al- 
ready there, and it will continue to go there. 
We have nothing to complain of, we have 
our shar@ of the traffic, and all the signs in- 
dicate that dur share will be larger in the 
future than it has been in the past.“ 


Roswell Miller’s Ideas. 


Roswell Miller, President of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul railroad, said: “I 
am in favor only of the improvement of the 
Chicago River. It is the most important 
question the people of the city can consider 
until it is settled, and the sooner it is settied 
the better. I think it will be none too soon, 
for the questiorginvolves such conflicting in- 
terests that much discussion will ensue and 
very likely many plans wil! be proposed be- 
fore the final step is taken. In the meantime 
the delay involves a serious loss to Chicago 


shipping and Chicago interests generally; 
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there within the last two years is something 


surprising.” You will find all that in my re- 
port. 


I believe in the Chicago River being im- 
proved, but I do not believe in the govern- 
ment paying all these enormous claims for 
damages. The property-owners Should 


grant the free right of way to the United 
States. 


What they will get in return will 
be full recompense. It is not to be sup- 
posed that Congress or any executive officer 
of the United States will oppose any reason- 

le demands made by the people of Chi- 
The City of Chicago should in un- 
mistakable terms indicate its will before 
any radical steps are taken by the United 
States.“ ‘ 

A clear and brief statement regarding Cal- 
umet is found in Major Marshall's report for 
‘07, as follows: The expenditure of the 
appropriation made for this harbor in the 
act ef June 3, 1896, in connection wits the 
twenty-foot channel in Calumet River, now 


approaching completion, has provided Chi- 


cago with the finest harbor on Lake Michi- 
gan, capable of receiving and accommodat- 
ing the largest vessels yet afloat on the great 
lakes, as long as the bar at the mouth of the 
river can be kept dredged. With an exterior 
breakwater to prevent formation of this bar 
there could be little to be desired’at the pres- 
ent stage of development of wharfage at 
South Chicago. 

The freights here consist almost entirely 
of heavy, bulky articles, such as iron ore, 
salt, coal, grain, and timber, which require 
the largest vessels, the cheapest freight 
rates, and the most commodious channels. 

“The iron ore in great part comes from 
natural harbors of great depths, and cargoes 


have been umited by the depth of water at 


South Chicago, consequently the increased 
channels have been at once availed of; also 
in the grain, coal, and salt trade the value of 
this harbor has become apparent, and is 
evidenced by the doubling of the output from 
the elevators at South Chicago in one year. 
The steamer Queen City took out in 18986 a 
cargo of 208,000 bushels of corn from this 
port to Buffalo, or 5,800 tons of 2,000 pounds; 
that established a new record in size of car- 
goes that can now be carried between Chica- 
go and Buffalo. 

The arrivals and departures of steam ves- 
sels at South Chicago during the last year 
were 1,454, the registered tonnage 2,116,482 
tons, showing the average steam vessel to 
At Chicago the 


arriving and departing was 790 tons. The 
trading at South Chi- 
cago is larger than at any port on the globe.” 


What Andrew Crawford Says. 


Andrew Crawford, ex-President of the 
Lincoln Park Board, is peculiarly well in- 
formed on this subject. He believes in im- 
proving both rivers, and says: The Chica- 
go River and the Calumet River and their 
harbors are in the City of Chicago, and so 
far as the general public is concerned it 
makes no difference whether the grain, coal, 
and other commodities coming to and going 
from Chicago by water, only to be trans- 
ferred by rail, are handled through the 
Chicago River or that of the Calumet, so 
long as it is by the route most inviting in 
every way, so that Chicago thereby attracts 
the largest amount of such business. 

The fact is that within the last twenty 
years there have been created so many routes 
both north and south of Chicago, by which 
transportation business from the West to the 
East and from the Hast to the West can be 
moved, that if Chicago is to get her share 
she must provide the most expeditious 
and economical manner by which such trans- 
fers may be made, both by water and rail. 

Competition is becoming sharper all the 
time, and in considering this question this 
should be kept in mind. The fact that some 
person’s or corporation's property may be 
decreased, and others increased, by reason 
ef the plans adonied, should make no dif- 


ference to the City of Chicago or the general 


government of the United States. 

“It is conceded to be the duty of the 
general government to see that the naviga- 
ble rivers of this country are improved in 
such menner as will meet the demands of 
commerce and in the manner that will meet 
the needs of the people. It is from this 
view that the question should be consid- 
ered. To act intelligently it is necessary 
to carefully consider what the demands of 
the future are likely to be with refererice 
to lake transportation and the distribution 
of products of all kinds, and having de- 
termined the probable size and draft of 
vessels that are likely to be used in the 
future, what capacity and facilities it Is 
necessary .to provide for them in the way 


the public interest. It is very difficult for 
any one to see just what the wants of Chi- 
cago will be within the next twenty-five 
years or less. Certainly there is a wide 
difference of opinion as to what should 
be done with the Chicago River. 


No Stop to Chicago’s Progress. 

Chicago has reached a point in its his- 
tory when there is no longer any question 
that it is to increase steadily. When it has 
doubled its population, then the people will 
begin to have views with reference to the 
Chicago River very different from what they 
have now. I will not undertake the preph- 
ecy. but I do insist that the best way.to deal 
with it now is to use it as it is being used. 


That the government from time to time er- 


pend such an amount of money as it requires, 
and let the future illuminate more clearly 
the proper course to pursue. 

“If a few enterprising citizens of Chi- 
cago had not fereseen what was possible at 
South Chicago and the Calumet River had 
not been improved, the largest part of the 
bus'ness done at South Chicago would have 
been lost to Chicago. Those large steamers 
now in use could not possibly have entered 
the Chicago River. Elevators have been 
built on new and improved plans, and thus 
against adverse criticisms the development 
has gone on, and, with but few kncwing 
it, has made it possible for commerce to be 
held here. 

“Chicago ought to be in earnest in press- 
ing the needs of both rivers. V/hen the San- 


' itary District has completed its canal and 


the necessary water begins to flow through 
the river into the canal then will be demon- 
strated by an object lesson the effect it may 
have on the navigation of the Chicago River. 
I believe that if this whole question is dealt 
with as indicated, it will in due time solve 
itself. The best interests of Chicago will be 
preserved and this division of interests, by 
which one portion of Chicago is dealt with 
as if it were a separate municipality, will 
disappear. We need to unify the different 
interests, the North Side, West Side, South 
Side, Chicago River, and the Calumet River, 
and work together for the purpose of build- 
ing up and maintaining the position which 
Chicago has heretofore held in the commer- 
cial world.“ 


Leslie Carter Talks. 


Leslie Carter, President of the Calumet 
Canal and Dock company, said: “I see 
plainly the necessity for both rivers in differ- 
ent ways for the future of the shipping in- 
terests of Chicago, and whatever I say about 
Calumet is based solely on the remerkable, 
the almost phencmenal, development of that 
district within the last few. years. It is my 
belief that the general public is not at all 
informed about this growth, and many who 
are under the impression that Calumet is 
little more than waste land would be aston- 
ished if they were to 1ead in print of what 
is actually there today, and much more so if 
it were possible for them to have the object 
lesson of a trip down the river. 

“In fifteen years Calumet has developed 
from a resort for fishermen and duck hunt- 
ers into a shipping port rivaling the Chicago 
River in a most surprising manner. It now 
has the largest tonnage on the lakes; its 
bushel capacity of elevators since 1893 has 
increased from 4,000,000 to 12,000,000 busheis, 


a showing that cannot be equaled in ke 


manner anywhere in the country. This has 
taken place, too, in spite of our prostrated 
real estate market; the railroad facilities 
having had the largest part to do with it, per- 
haps, especially the Chicago, Lake Shore and 
Eastern road, and the Hammond, Blue 
Island and Western, the latter a belt line. 
It is inevitable that there should be par- 
ticular interests and particular railroads 
that are especially interested in one of the 
two. rivers, yet in another way it is impor- 
tant for all these interests to work together 
without clashing in order that they may 
unite for the greatest good of Chicago. The 
more discussion of this matter there is in 
the newspapers the better it will be for the 
public, for the taxpayers, and I believe in 
petting it before them until they are well 
educated up in the subject. It is equally 
true that many interests can work together 
without injury to either, and that a fair di- 
vision may be made where it is necessary; 
the iron industry, for instance, should no 
longer be down in the heart of the city. ° 


Chief Enterprise Now. 


Our chief enterprise just now is the es- 
tablishment of a large, low, level drainage 
district which will drain over 5,000 acres of 
land, west of South Chicago, between Eighty- 
seventh and One Hundred and Sixth streets, 
extending west to State street. This is a 
system similar to the one which so success- 
fully and thoroughly drained Woodlawn, 
and it will make the low lying property west 

f South Chicago available for factories, a 
district intersected by various railroads, par- 
ticularly by the Rock Island, Illinois Cen- 
tral, the Nickel Plate, and the Western In 
diana, and it affords very advantageous sites 
for manufacturing industries. 

The simple fact of the growth of Calumet 
in itself speaks more for it than any argu- 
ment of mine could do. The men who have 
taken their large elevators down there have 
done so because they have become convinced 
of the superior advantages offered by Calu- 
met; because the large vessels cannot get 
into the Chicago River and betause they can 
easily come into the Calumet, go direct to 
their elevators and steam away while some 
of the smaller craft are slowly steaming their 


every day means something new, and until 
tome plan is evolved which will settle the 
matter, ‘not only for the presefit but for the 
future as well, the city’s greatest source of 
wealth and power is more or less crippled. 
I am not interested in the development of 
Calumet. 

Our interests are in and about the Chi- 
gago River. Our lides end there, and it would 
cost us more to get down to Calumet. There 
is no reason why we should wish to make a 
change; besides, we reach Calumet now by 
the belt lines, and we can send down there 
anything that must be sent. More than nine - 
tenths of our business Is connected, directly 
or indirectly, with the Chicago River, and 
we are satisfied to stay where we are. It is 
of course evident that this river needs to 
have its channel widened and deepened. ‘Ihe 
loss of the traffic because the large boats 
cannot get through is considerable. 

“The question of the large private inter- 
ests invoived and what should be done about 
them is a matter on which I do not care to 
express myself, nor would I attempt to fores 
cast any possible outcome of the conflicting 
claims. Aside from all this, I am firmly con- 
vinced that the future interests of Chicago 
can all be satisfied if the Chicago River is 
properly deepened. That, to my mind, solves 
the problem satisfactorily.” 


Captain Brown on the Subject. 


Captain J. B. Brown, President of the 
Chicago Ship Building company, said: 
„ The large steamers readily enter 
South Chicago harbor and go to the ele- 
vators and warehouses along the banks 
as far as One Hundred and Sixth street, to 
which point the government has already 
completed the twenty-foot channel. The 
improvement of the harbor and river has 
been regularly going on for the last few 
years, so that_now there is no difficulty 
whatever in that respect. 

“The government dealt with the Calumet 
River improvement on a broad scale, givin 
an entrance 300 feet wide to Ninety-secon 
street, and has improved the remainder of 
the river with a channel 200 feet wide, and 

traightened the bends, so that now there 
is a comparatively straightened channel, 
permitting steamers to enter and go to the 
docks without the use of tugs except in the 
case of extreme weather. 

„ In the improvement of that river and 
the development of that section of the coun- 
try it was possible to carry into effect the 
best engineering plans, as there were no 
old docks or buildings to interfere with the 
most liberal layout, consequently the chan- 
nel as now improved is considered by the 
lake marine interests as one of the hest upon 
the lakes for handling the large steamers. 
This improvement has been carried on 
so quietly that the people of Chicago 
generally are unaware of what actual- 
ly exists at South Chicago, but the business- 
men who have the handling of the hea 
grain, ore, and coal traffic have been 
to perceive its advantages, and with the 
completing of this channel by the govern- 
ment, erected their warehouses and elevat- 


ors. and have, by the practical operation of 


their business in the last two or three years, 
thoroughly established the fact that they 
ean handle the heavy traffie through the 
South Chicago Harbor at a very consider- 
able saving from the cost of doing their busi- 
ness upon the old river. Of course, this sav- 
ing comes in a degree to all parties concerned 
in the traffic. 


Saving in Handling. 


„The business interests that have been lo- 
eated at this paint are, ef course, only those 
which have a heavy tonnage to handle, 
which they are enabled to handle at this 


point at a considerable saving by reason of 


the excellent water and rail facilities. There 
seems to be a mistaken idea about the busi- 
ness done at South Chicago, and many en- 
tertain the impression that the South Chi- 
cago interests are antagonistic to those 
upon the Chicago River, This is entirely 
wrong. The business interests now estab- 
lished at South Chicago went there from the 
old river, because of the good channel, the 


excellent rail facilities, and the posible 


economies in handling their business. 

The South Chicago Harbor and the Calu- 
met River are as much a part of the City of 
Chicago as the Chicago River, and some of 
the most important corporations and firms 
have establishments on both the old river 
and Calumet River. The Illinois Steel com- 
pany has two milis upon the old river in Chi- 
cago, while its new and largest mill is on the 
Calumet at South Chicago. 

Counselman & Co. have two elevators 
upon the old river in Chicago and two or 
three elevators upon the new channel at 

uth Chicago, 80 that the interests of the 

usiness carried on upon both rivers are in 
a large degree identical. 
doing business at South Chicago by reason 
of the deep water make the economies there 
very considerable, and such part of their 
businegs as can be done there to the great- 
est advantage is, of course, for economical 
reasons, being rapidly moved there. 

“The steamers which have for years en- 
tered the Chicago River can do so now, but 
n the evolution of lake marine the large 
steamer is about the only one now bulit. 
Within the last two or three years most of 
the steamers built are from 400 to feet 
in length. It has been found that freight

It is now more than fifteen years ago 
that Volney W. Foster of Evanston en- 
deavored to revive and make more effective 
an ordinance touching the protection of 
birds and their nests. This was done by 
publication of the ordinance and the distri- 


bution of copies in the public schools. At 


that time Mr. Foster hit upon the plan of 
feeding birds which visited his premises. 
This was done by the use of galvanized iron 
troughs attached to the trees. 

The innovation met with such popularity 
that a day, designated as bird day, was set 
apart by the School board, the object being 
to teach the children the value of birds in 
their relation to nature. Since then Mr. 
Foster has given 130 troughs to the Park 
committee of the Evanston Council. These 
are illustrated in the accompanying sketch. 
made last week. Many of the residents 
have followed Mr. Foster’s lead. 

Last fall Mr. Foster bought several col- 
onies of squirrels and turned them loose. 
He secured them in Arkansas and Wiscon- 


sin. These little animals are also being 
fed reguvfarly. The result of this friendly 
attention to the birds and squirrels has been 
to increase their numbers. The troughs are, 


of course, of use at this season to some of 


the winter birds, the linnets, the grosbeaks, 
and some of the others. The snow birds, 
which are now here in abundance, are seed. 
eaters, but Mr. Foster’s charity is above 
their heads, for these white beauties from 
the north are said to be as afraid of a tree 
as they are of a gun. 


In truth, the benefit will principally accrue 


to English sparrows, who long ago turned 


away almost entirely from an insect diet 


to feed on grain, with which the Foster 


troughs are supplied. The Audubon society 


not long ago considered the advisability of 
asking Mr. Foster not to put up the bird. 
boxes, the theory of the members being that 
the feeding of the British invaders was @

In Spite of Its Failure German Army 
Officials Still Have Faith 
in It. 


German officials think the problem of 
aerial navigation has been solved by the 
invention of Herr Schwartz, and, though 
the first trial of this aluminium device was 
not wholly successful, it does not seem to 
have dampened the enthusiasm of the War 
department. 


The experiment was made the other day 


on the Tempelhoff Common in Berlin, in the 
presence of a great concourse of people. 
The balloon, not unlike a gigantic oil can 
m shape, was 140 feet long and 40 feet in 
diameter, and contained 40,000 cubic feet 
of gas. Both balloon and car were con- 
structed entirely of aluminium. On both 
sides and in front of the car it was fur- 
nished with screw-shaped wings, which were 
driven by a benzine motor carried in the 
ear. At the start these wings enabled the
